Teachers Report All Is Well As 
Prayer Returns To The Classrooms 


After delaying the implementaUon of 
the state’s new voluntary school prayer 
statute one day in order to get “a better 
legal interpretion,” principals from most 
of the public schools in Winchester were 
reporting Wednesday that everything 
went smoothly as they began their school 
days. 

“We haven’t had any problems,” said 
Vincent Larocco, principal of the high 
school. “Actually there haven’t been any 
volunteers to say a prayer in the first 
place, as best as I can determine.” 

The new law, which went into effect in 
Massachusetts on Tuesday, is a change 
from the pract^of the past four years, 
when students would begin each day with 
a moment of silence. In effect, it states 
that the teacher at the beginning of Umi 
first class of the day, must ask the class if 
anyone would like to lead the class in a 
prayer. If a student steps forward, those 
who don’t wish to participate may leave 
the room during the prayer. 

“We’re holding off a day waiting for 
some more legal interpretations,” said 
Superintendent William MacDonald on 
Tuesday. “Particularly at the elemen¬ 
tary level we feel there could be some

School Committee 
Approves Budget 
For 1980-81 

The School Committee this week 
voted unanimously to transmit the 
$9,231,944 fiscal 1980-1981 budget to the 
Town Manager, after which it will be 
reviewed by the Finance Committee 
prior to Town Meeting in May. 

From this total, the School Committee 
will now identify $272,000 which can be 
cut from the 2100 general education 
account. At present this account totals 
$8,935,000. It is comprised of $980,000 In* 
personnel services; $1,930,000 in other 
expenses; and $25,000 in equipment. The 
$272,000 in-further reductions was agreed 
upon through review by both the Finance 
and School committees. 

Of the total budget, the following net 
appropriations were approved: $197,178 
for athletics; $79,675 for the school lunch 
program; $5,000 for the schools- 
community program; $11,741 for sum¬ 
mer school; and $3400 for community 
programs. These other accounts are still 
under review by the Finance Committee. 


questions.” 

The new law, entitled “An Act 
Offering A Period of Prayer in Public 
Schools,” is being challenged throughout 
the state by a number of groups including 
the American Civil Liberties Union and 
the American Jewish Congress, who 
claim the statute is unconstitutional in 
that it violates seperation of Church and 
State. 

On Monday night, the Winchester 
School Committee voted to implement 
the new law, but passed a motion, 4-2 
against the principle of it. “At the same 
time the Committee wished to record its 
grave doubts regarding the wisdom of 
this law and looks forward to a test of its 
con8tUutl6hality,” read the School 
Committee's motion. 

According to Constance Papas, 
chairman of the School Committee, her 
board did not oppose the implementation 
of the law because they felt it would not 
set a good example for the students. But 
she personally is against it. “I just don’t 
feel that school is the right place to 
conduct prayer,” said Papas on Tuesday. 
“I was not unhappy with the moment of 
meditation. I feel that this law is wrought 
with problems, the least of which is 
control. This is not 1950 when this kind of 
thing was more common.” 

There were concerns, particularly in 
the high school and junior high grades, 
that there could be a problem should a 
number of students decide to leave the 
room. But both Larocco and Robert 
Fitzgerald, principal of both Lynch and 
McCall Junior Highs, reported that 
students did not get out of hand, par¬ 
ticularly since there were few prayers 
said. 

“I would think in most high schools 
kids won’t volunteer to say a prayer,” 
suggested Larocco. “The average high 
schol school kid is not going to get up. For 
that reason I think it (the new law) has 
been working. Which is the wrong 
reason, by the way.” 

In the grammar schools, some 
students did come forward and pray. “In

said the Lords’ Prayer,” said Dr. Clare 
Corcoran, principal of the Vinson-Owen 
School. “Another kid said ‘you know, 
that’s the best prayer you could have 
chosen because that prayer the Lord 
chose for his disciples.”’ 

Corcoran added that in the third grade 
a student said a prayer in Hebrew and 
another student offered a prayer in the 
fourth grade. 

At the Parkhurst School, Principal 
Andrew Allen teaches his own class and 
discussed the new law with his students 
by giving them a brief history of prayer 
in the schools and why the laws have 
changed. “I made them feel that if 
someone did have a prayer then they 
shouldn’t feel embarrassed or if someone 
had to leave the room they shouldn’t feel 
embarrassed,” said Allen. He then asked 
if anyone would like to volunteer to say a 
prayer and no students came forward. 
Allen then proceded with his class. 

“Most of the kids are staying in the 
rooms,” pointed out Richard Young, 
principal of the Muraco School. “We did 
have a few kids at each grade level who 
left, but only a few.” 

Young stated that some of the 
students were saying some traditional 
prayers, such as the Lords’ Prayer and 
that “in terms of what the teachers feel, 
it’s working.” 

He added that he hasn’t received 
much of a reaction from teachers or 
parents concerning the new law, though 
some parents did send notes to the school 
explaining that their child was of a 
certain religion and there therefore 
would not be participating in any prayer 
act. 

The new law came into effect because 
the moment of silence was not being 
followed, according to a spokesman at 
the Massachusetts Attorney General’s 
Office. Larocco stated that the high 
school really doesn’t adhere to it. “I think 
that little by little the schools have just 
gotten away from it altogether,” said the 
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Of the eight town government offices 
which will have vacancies in the March 
25 election, to date there are only two 
races in which there are any contests, 
'two races in which there are no can¬ 
didates and four races in which the in¬ 
cumbent is running unopposed. 

As of Tuesday, there were no can¬ 
didates who filed for the one three-year 
opening on the Planning Board, created 
by the decision of present Board member 
Anthony Pelletier not to seek re-election. 

On the School Committee, there are 
two vacancies and only one candidate so 
far. School Committee member 
Catherine Alexander has taken out 
papers for re-election. However, no 
candidates have come forward for the 
seat which will be open when present 
member Heinrich Holland steps down. 

The only two races in which there 
appears to be any sort of contest are in 
the races for two positions on each of the 
Board of Selectmen and Board of Library 
Trustees. 

Four candidates have taken out 
papers for the two Board of Selectmen 
vacancies created by the fact that Board 
of Selectmen Chairman Richard Wilsack 
and member Arthur Dunbar are not 
seeking re-election. Of the four who have 
taken out papers only one, Board of 
Health employee Michael Saraco, has 
filed. Those who have taken out papaers 
but not year Tiled them include: Alvan G. 
Smith Jr., Clara Hewis and John J. 
Williams. 

For the two vacancies on the Board of 
Trustees of the Winchester Public 
Library, three candidates have taken out 
papers. 

Loretta C. Redding and Austin 
Broadhurst are seeking re-election. 
Challenging the present members is 
Steven E. Hengen. Of the three, only 
Redding has filed papers. 

In other races it appears that in¬ 
cumbents are, so far, running unopposed 
for the single vacancies. John J. Sullivan 
has taken out papers for re-election as 
Moderator. George Andersen is seeking 
re-election to the Board of Assessors; 


Lawrence F. Quigley Jr. is seeking re- 
election to the Board of Health and Mary 
E. Murphy has filed papers for the one 
vacancy on the Housing Authority. 
Murphy is the only candidate to have 
filed papers to date. 

Despite the stark lack of candidates 
interested in running for election to two 
major town boards, and the absence of 
opposition in four others, both officials in 
the Town Clerk’s office and Town 
Counsel don’t seem concerned about the 
problem. Both say that many times 
people wait until the last minute to take 
out papers. The last day for candidates to 
take out papers for office is Feb. 14 at 5 
p.m. Papers must be filed with the Board 
of Registrars by Feb. 19. 

However, should there be a vacancy 
for which there are no candidates, Town 
Counsel Douglas Randall says the 
position would be filled until the next 
election (one year hence) by a joint 
convention of that committee and the 
Board of Selectmen. Although he says he 
is unfamiliar with the legalities, having 
never had to rule on such a case, Randall 
doesn't know of persons being able to be 
elected through a single write-in vote. 
There should at least be sufficient votes 
to qualify that write-in candidate as a 
nominee. In Winchester, the required 
number of signatures for nomination is 
50. 

The last time a candidate was ap¬ 
pointed by a joint convention was in the 
election of Robert Franke to the School 
Committee. Franke was appointed by a 
vote of the School Committee and Board 
of Selectmen to fill the unexpired term 
caused by the death of Committee 
member Dick Lawrence. 

To date 19 candidates ore running for 
Town Meeting. For Town Meeting there 
are three-year terms open in all 
precincts; one one-year term open in 
precincts, one, four, six and seven; two 
one-year terms open in precinct five; one 
two-year term open in precinct six; and 
two two-year terms open in precincts 
foul* and eight.

Editorial ... 

Town Election 

With seven days to go for candidates to take out nomination 
papers for town office, it’s all quiet on the Winchester front. 

Too quiet. 

There is only one candidate for two vacancies on the School 
Committee, no candidates for Planning Board, one for Assessor, one 
for Board of Health, one for Moderator and one for Housing 
Authority. Across the board, there are only 19 candidates for 19 
Town Meeting Member vacancies, distributed unevenly, but with 
few contests. 

Winchester has been fortunate for many years in having a large 
population of well-qualified people answering the call to public 
service. But in the last few years, people concerned about town 
government have been seized by nervous apprehension every 
February as the town is faced with a lack of candidates for major 
office. 

The time is upon us again. 

Of all factors which may contribute to this unhealthy situation, 
lack of issues can’t be one of them. The School Committee this year 
will be closing three elementary schools and facing redistricting. 
One junior high will close and we’ll go to a four-year high school. 
These proposals and plans have been fraught with controversy and 
the implementation in the coming year will be just as challenging. 

The Chamber of Commerce is geared up to backing establish¬ 
ment of a professional planning department to work with the Town 
Manager, Selectmen and Planning Board, concentrating full time on 
planning and community development. People have talked about the 
"center problem” and have been encouraging development for 
years, but the efforts have been uncoordinated and little has been 
accomplished. 

It would seem that this area alone would offer sufficient 
challenge to attract candidates for both Selectmen and Planning 
Board. With community backing, there is an opportunity for con- 
' crete progress if there is proper leadership. 

But where are the candidates? 

In the last few years when a similar problem has existed, small 
groups of public spirited people have put the pressure on qualified 
friends and neighbors who have come to the forefront at the last 
minute to run. If that’s what it will take this time, do it. The need Is 
there. 

If you are a person who has a reputation for clear thinking, 
organizational ability, fairness, success and leadership, perhaps it is 
time that you added community service to the list. 

By becoming a candidate, focusing on issues, generating public 
discussion, taking a position and becoming involved, win or lose, you 
are performing an important public service. It is your town. We are 
all the losers when town government positions go by default. 

The time is short. Seven days left to take out nomination papers. 
If you know you are qualified, consider running for the post best 
suited to your background and interests. If you know of people who 
would make good candidates, talk to them and encourage them to 
come forward. 

Winchester needs your concern.

By a unanimous vote of 4-0, the Board 
of Selectmen voted not to place a non- 
bindi:ng referendum question regarding 
garbage collection on the March 25 
election. 

In giving their reasons why they were 
against the proposal, the Selectmen 
basically felt that they may be taking an 
unnecessary step, since the question of 
providing garbage collection would 
eventually be decided by Town Meeting. 

“I would rather see it put before Town 
Meeting,” suggested Selectman Arthur 
Dunbar. “I would support a question 
being put on the Town Warrant to 
reestablish the collection of garbage. I’m 
not saying I’d support it, but I’d support a 
question.” 

Garbage collection in Winchester is in 
the process of being phased out as a 
result of of a vote of the Town Meeting in 
May. Presently there is a plan to have it 
eliminated by April 1. 

Former State Representative and 
Town Moderator Harrison Chadwick, a 
present Town Meeting member, has led 
the resistance against eliminating the 
garbage collection. At last week’s 
meeting, he asked the Selectmen to 
consider placing the question on the 
ballot.

“This is a contentious question,” said 
Chadwick before the vote on Monday. “It 
does effect a sizable number of people in 
this town. I still think it is a vital service 
and important to us.” 

Chadwick chose not to follow the 
petition route for this issue because he 
wanted the Selectmen to make a 
decision. “I would much rather do it this 
way than force the issue,” he said. 

He did point out that if the Board 
didn’t allow the question on the ballot, the 
townspeople will feel “bureaucracy has 
come to Winchester.” 

He added that “if this Board were to 
put it on the ballot and get the reaction of 
the citizens, they could then give good, 
valid reasons, in spite of public reaction 
in favor of it, why they feel it isn’t in the 
favor of the town.” 

Selectman Barbara Hankins stated 
that “I have problems with what 
amounts to a public opinion poll,” and 
expressed her concerns that putting the 
question on the ballot could develop 
single issue candidates in the future. “I 
would be very concerned about setting 
some sort of precedent by starting this 
now,” said Hankins. 

But Chadwick, who said he could 
understand Hankins’ concerns, told her 
that “unfortunately for you, you live in a 
state where there has been a law enacted 


and it’s on the books.” Chadwick was 
referring to Chapter 53, Section 18A of the 
Massachusetts General Laws, which 
gives the Selectmen the power to place a 
non-binding question on the ballot. 

Chadwick conceded that he is in the 
minority, but the group was still a good 
size. He noted that should the garbage 
collection be stopped on April 1, the 
Selectmen will hear the protest of that 
group. “When it does happen, the protest 
will be loud and clear and long,” said 
Chadwick. 

Chadwick is against having the 
question on the Town Warrant since that 
would probably lead to a referendum 
vote in July. He noted that at the special 
election for School Committee held last 
summer, fewer than 20 percent of the 
registered voters turned out. 

On Tuesday, Chadwick stated that at 
the Town Meeting, 42 percent of the 
members voted in favor of keeping 
garbage collection.8 “You really can’t 
brush that off,” said the Town Meeting 
member. 

Chadwick is hoping that the public 
will make their feelings known to the 
Selectmen despite the absence of an 
advisory vote. 

“I don’t think that the topic is dead,” 
said Chadwick. “I think that the real 
public reaction will come after April 1 
when the collection is discontinued.” He 
added that “I was disappointed but not 
discouraged,” about the Selectmen’s 
vote. “I think to refuse to ask for a public 
opinion on something which is as historic 
and fundamental as this is really in¬ 
defensible. If I was in public office I 
would want to get the public’s reaction.” 


The vote of the Selectmen was only 4-0 
due to the absence of Board member 
Wade Welch.

It may be 
necessary to show the 
ticket again in order to 
leave the station plat¬ 
form at destination. 
Consider buying 
railroad passes through 
a travel agency before 
leaving home.

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Grant Application 


Multicultural specialist Lee Behnke 
last week told the School Committee that 
she is applying for a $60,000 federal grant 
to create an international education 
center for the town. 

Behnke told the Committee that the 
grant, established in 1958 by a national 
defense education act, is “geared 
towards exposing the local citizenry and 
children to a variety of cross-cultural 
issues through the dissemination of 
books, movies, teachings.” 

Two fulltime staff members and one 
parttime worker, possibly a high school 
student, would be provided by the grant. 
Behnke said that although only eight 
percent of the applicants receive the 
grant, she felt that Winchester had as 
good a chance as any since “Winchester 
has already taken concrete steps in 
providing international related 


programs both within the high school and 
within the town. 

The School Committee supported 
Behnke’s proposal and told her they 
would provide a school facility for the 
center. A room in the Lynch Jr. High 
School was mentioned as a possibility. 

The application is due Feb. 25. A final 
decision will be made in June. 


In-service Day 


The School Committee last week 
endorsed an April 17 in-service day for 
fourth grade teachers and voted $300 to 
pay for the day’s substitute teachers. 

The in-service day will be used to 
focus on a variety of multicultural issues 
through a series of discussions and 
lectures. Behnke said she invited a 
Harvard professor to supervise the all 
day affair.

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Bullet Shot Through Window 
Of Winchester Savings Bank 


A bullet was fired through the front 
window of the Winchester Savings Bank 
on Main street Saturday, bouncing off a 
steel beam, but not injuring anyone, 
according to the Winchester Police. 

Police could not determine the exact 
size of the bullet, which was never found, 
but based on the size of the hole in the 
window it is believed to be possibly a .38 
caliber. 

An eight piece set of sterling silver 
and approximately $25 were stolen from 
a Nathanial road home that was illegally 
entered last week. 

Police also received a report from a 
Pond street resident in his mid-seventies, 
who stated that several windows of his 
home have been broken recently by 
youths trespassing on his property. 

According to a friend of the elderly 
man, who was concerned for his safety 
according to the police, approximately 14 
windows have been broken by vandals as 
they travel to school in the morning and 
on their return trips in the afternoon. The 
windows have been boarded up and the 
man’s lawn has also been destroyed. 

The police are starting to look into the 
problem by observing the area during the 
times in question and by speaking with 
Lynch Junior High authorities. 

A Winchester man reported that his 
car was assaulted by a bat wielding 
motorist on Monday. According to the 
police report, the Winchester man stated 
he was travelling south on Cambridge 
street when a car passed him, pulled in 
front of him and then slammed on the 
brakes, causing him to stop short. 

The Winchester man stated that the 
driver of the other car, which was 
registered to a man in Wilmington, got 
out of his car with a baseball bat, 
shouting obscenities, and then struck the 
car with his bat. The attacker then 
returned to his car and drove off. 

The Winchester man told the police 
that he would confer with his lawyer 
before taking any action. 

A woman reported that the battery 


Irom her 1970 Pontiac was stolen as the 
car was parked at Winchester Train 
Station last Friday. On Thursday, 
another battery was stolen, this time 
from a 1969 Dodge which was parked in 
the lot . 

Police report that 40 gallons of 
gasoline were stolen from two cars 
belonging to a Yale street resident, while 
the cars were parked in the garage. The 
gasoline was valued at $58. 

Saturday Fire On 
Cambridge St. 
Called Suspicious 

An early morning fire on Cambridge 
street last Saturday, burning the back of 
an abandoned building and part of the 
inside, is under investigation and 
regarded as of suspicious origin, ac¬ 
cording to Chief Robert McElhinney. 

“I doubt if it was arson for profit,” 
McElhinney said earlier this week. “The 
building was wasn’t worth that much.” 

The fire was reported around 4 a.m. 
by a call from a passing motorist. All 
apparatus responded and on arrival 
found the rear of the building between 295 
and 353 Cambridge st. involved in fire. 

Winchester firefighters quickly ex- 
tinguised the larger outside blaze, then 
entered and put out a smaller fire.

The fire was the second on Cambridge 
street in recent weeks. On Jan. 17, an 
early evening fire at 354 Cambridge st., 
killed 54-year old Kamalini Irving. That 
fire, though the exact cause is still under 
investigation, was caused by an elec¬ 
trical shortcircuit. 



355 Persons

According to the Town Clerk’s Office 
Wednesday, 355 persons registered 
Tuesday, the last day of registration, to 
vote in the March 4 presidential primary. 

Since June 1, 1979, 1055 persons have 
registered. However, no breakdown was 
available to how many Republicans, 
Independents and Democrats this 
calculates to be. The Clerk’s Office 
called the 362 Tuesday registrations a 
“very heavy” turnout. However, no 
speculation was made as to why so many 
registered to vote. 

The general feeling in the Clerk’s 
Office was that the greatest number of 
those registered signed up as Indepen¬ 
dents. Although voters will have to 
declare a particular party at the polls, 
the Clerk’s Office believes that those 
registering were unsure as to which 
party to side with.

But Not In The Schools 

The puzzling part of it all is whether it was really necessary. 
Should there be a law on the books that says a teacher has to offer 
her class an opportunity to join in prayer? Was there that much 
opposition brewing against the moment of meditation the public 
schools in the Commonwealth have been starting each day with 
since 1976 when the law was enacted? 

The answer is no on both accounts. But according to the Attorney 
General’s office, the moment of silence really hasn’t been observed. 
Teachers have just been starting the school day without any pause so 
the student is not given the opportunity to reflect for a moment. 

The danger with this issue is that it is easy to be taken for an 
atheist if you oppose the new law, or a religious fanatic if you support 
it. The average person could be deeply religious and believe in 
prayer, but contend that the function of the schools is to educate, not 
to pray. 

It would be easy to ask how much harm saying a prayer could do. 
But look at the controversy that has been rekindled, as well as the 
problems of actually putting the new law into practice. The prospect 
of 20 or 30 high school students lingering in the hall while the 
teachers remain in the classroom praying with the rest of their class 
poses some supervision dilemmas. Who is responsible for the 
students should they be injured horsing around in the hall? Is there a 
legal obligation on a teacher who can’t be two places at once? 

What was wrong with a moment of meditation? The state may 
have been concerned that the teachers weren’t providing this for 
their students, but what guarantee is there that a year from now 
these same teachers will still be offering the chance for prayer? 
With a moment of silence, the students could reflect on the day 
ahead, gather their thoughts for a test the following period, shake 
any lingering hints of sleep from their heads, or yes, even say a 
silent prayer to themselves. 

Religion is a personal pursuit. There may be hundreds of students 
who are deeply religious, but yet really don’t want to start the day 
listening to someone say the Lords’ Prayer. But they also don’t want 
to leave the room. To them, this law is offensive. 

What could grow out of this law is that some of the students who 
are more up to date with current events, might ask for a moment of 
silence for the safety of the hostages in Iran, for example. It would 
be hard to consider such a plea religious or offensive. 

Religion has played a large part in the history of our country. The 
first settlers arrived here to escape religious persecution. They 
sought the freedom to practice their faith. The writers of the Con¬ 
stitution made the distinction between Church and State, but there is 
no denying it has had an effect on the development of our nation. 

But in our society today, religion does not have a place in the 
classroom, in terms of the total student body. But to reject it from 
the schools does not imply that we reject it from our lives.

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Open Letter 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

An open letter to the Citizens of 
America, The President and Congress: 

As a 41-year-old mother of two sons 18 
and 14, one who loves my country, I have 
very serious questions I want answered 
before committing our boys to what 
might be the ter to end all wars or the 
war to save oil for our gas tanks.

Why aren’t we questioning the lack of 
information? Instead, we are calling up 
the young to lay their lives on the line for 
the stupidities of the old. Tell me 
something, do you really want your son 
or daughter to die for this reason or to 
keep your gas tank filled? 

The Questions 

1. What has the government done 
about the Viet Nam MIA’s and POW’s? Is 
that resolved yet? 

2. Why have the Viet Nam veterans 
been treated as second class citizens 
upon their return when they were only 
doing the bidding of the government to 
fight a war that we citizens were told was 
necessary to “save the U.S. honor?” 
Remember? More political rhetoric and 
no action. 

3. President Carter had the lowest 
poll reports prior to November, while we 
had three years of passivity and neglect 
in foreign policy. He cut our defense 
budget and said three years ago that he 
rid the nation of an “inordinate fear of 
Communism.” He came into office when 
there was a 4.4 percent rate of inflation. 
At the end of 1979, there was a 13.3 per¬ 
cent rate of inflation. He has not coped • 
with the energy problems.

At Columbia University in 
New Yorit for example, a new process for 
combining municipal waste (garbage 
and sewage sludge) with coal to produce 
gas fuel competitive with oil at $15.00 a 
barrel is being developed. A pilot plant 
has already conducted tests. Why aren’t 
we hearing about this? 

5. Why aren’t we told that we could 
become self-reliant on energy through 
the use of coal because new processes are 
coming on line to remove all the im¬ 
purities from coal that create pollution 
problems? Energy will never be cheap 
again, but with American’s can-do at¬ 
titude we don’t have to end the world over 
our thirst for oil.

6. Why aren’t we told that the Iran 
situation would never have happened if 
our intelligence branch was given the 
proper backing? Why? Is it because it is 
more expedient for Carter to get re¬ 
elected under the crisis, that way we 
can’t focus on other problems? 

7. Why aren’t we told that with oil 
topping $30 per barrel, a long line of 
innovations through the ingenious of 
American businesses is close to com¬ 
mercialization? We might not be so 
ready to fight in the Persian Gulf, is that 
why?

14. If there are no exemptions for 
college students in the draft or a lottery 
where everyone takes a chance aren’t we 
asking for the annihilation of a future 
intelligent population? But then, college 
students will be killed and a generation of 
uneducated people will emerge. 

Come to think of it, we would really be 
a nation of sheep then and wouldn’t 
question the leadership. College students 
are no longer represented by the 
privileged few but the majority are from 
the poor and middle class families. 

15. Have we forgotten Viet Nam so 
quickly? Is it that we glamorize a war 
because our daily lives are so dull? Is it 
that we think that Carter really knows 
what he is doing and will solve the in¬ 
flation and unemployment problems and 
get re-elected if there is a war?

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Learning To Cope With Stress; 
First Identify The Source

Hob sits in his office, working on this 
year’s income tax forms. He fills in all 
the lines, checks the tax sheet and finds 
that he owes the government $1000. 
Never having had to pay before, Rob is 
shocked. “Where am I going to get 
$1000,” he worries to himself. His 
heartbeat accelerates, his bloodpressure 
goes up, he may even begin to perspire. 

Naturally, Rob rechecks his figures. 
As he goes over the W-2 forms he realizes 
he made an error in his figuring and in 
fact, the government owes him $500. His 
feelings of shock are replaced by a sense 
of relief, then joy because of his good 
fortune. Again, his heartbeat increases, 
his bloodpressure goes up, he begins to 
pace the room in excitement. 

Rob has just been on an emotional 
seesaw. At one point he felt almost panic, 
then moments later he was overjoyed. 
Both reactions were symptoms of stress, 
a fact of life which we all deal with and in 
fact, even seek. 

When a person is under stress, it’s not 
necessarily a negative experience. 
Though it is common to consider things 
like the loss of a loved one, problems at 
work or a failed marriage as stress 
agents which cause anxiety, winning the 
lottery, playing tennis or going to the 
movies are also stressful events, though 
not unfortunate ones. 

“A stressful event is one you have to 
pay attention to,” said Dr. Edward Heck 
from his Winchester office recently. 
“The net effect of stress is anxiety. But a 
certain amount of anxiety is natural in 
life.” 

Heck, a clinical psychologist, pointed 
out that it’s almost unthinkable that 
anyone could, or would want to, avoid 
stress. It is an essential life ingredient. 
“We court a certain amount of stress. We 
go and we look for it.” 

The process involved in life’s daily 
battle with stress is a fairly basic one. 
When we encounter a stress agent, it 
could be a slap in the face or a passionate 
kiss, both make certain common 
demands which require one’s body to 
adapt to a change from the normal 
resting state. Though one causes anxiety 
while the other causes a good stress, or 
eustress, both still make demands. 

On the negative side, it could take 
time for any effects to show. “If you have 
enough of an accumulation of things 
you’ll get the anxiety response,” Heck 
points out. 

As we saw with Rob, a typical anxiety 
response is an accelerated heartbeat, 
high blood pressure, perspiration. But 
there are other anxiety “warning signs” 
such as the inability to concentrate, 
insomnia, impulsive behavior, pain in the 
neck or lower back or loss of appetite. 

Heck is quick to point out however, 
that there are steps that need to be taken 
when combatting stress and the first is to 
“make sure what you’re dealing with is 


anxiety." 

The Winchester psychologist, who 
bears a slight resemblence to 
presidential candidate George Bush, 
despite his mustache, noted that there 
are many exterior elements that could be 
the cause of some tense or anxious 
feelings. For example, a coffee addict 
might be tense because of a high caffeine 
intake and not really because of anxiety. 

Quoting a phrase one of his colleagues 
once used, Heck pointed out that in these 
days of “psychobabble,” people im¬ 
mediately feel they are “uptight” if 
something is wrong and not necessarily 
effected by some exterior circumstance. 
He added that ideally, people should 
know themselves physically, survey 
their lifestyles and thus become familiar 
with their “anxiety fingerprint.” 

Once a person has determined that the 
cause of their anxiety is not an exterior 
element, the next step is logical: figure 
out the situations which cause stress and 
avoid them. 

Finally, and this is something Heck 
emphasizes, people must learn to relax. 
This is not all that easy in the “more 
society” we live in, according to Heck. 
When people try to relax, they usually 
take their mind off something that’s 
bothering them and concentrate on 
something else. 

This is the common flaw in trying to 
relax, Heck contends. “You think about 
nothing,” he says. “I’m talking about 
taking the energy out of the system. It 
doesn’t mean thinking about something 
else, it means turning off thought.” 

Which is itself a paradox, since how 
does one do something with out con¬ 
centrating on it. Heck agrees, but holds 
firm. “Believe me, it can be done.” 

This is no novel idea and Heck is the 
first to point t at out. The idea of selective 
inattentiveness, tuning out what is 
around you, has been around for cen¬ 
turies. 

Heck used a modern example of the 
movies in explaining selective inat¬ 
tentiveness, noting that when a person is 
sitting in the theatre, in his mind he is 
placing himself in the situation that is on 
the screen. By becoming involved in the 
actual story, the viewer can tune out any 
distractions around him. 

Another example of this would be 
some religious groups who chant a word 
or a phrase. They become involved with 
that one idea to such a degree, they 
remove other thoughts. The pinnacle of 
this process, one which Heck points out 
the average man simply can’t reach in 
our sociey society, would be the state 
where that last thought was eliminated 
so that no concentration was required at 
all. 

"Strategically you don’t start living in 
a tense way, you start living in a relaxed 
way,” says Heck. As an example he 
noted people who try to quit smoking. Is 
it easier to quit smoking or adopt a new 


lifestyle without it? One is suppression, 
requiring added concentration, a symp¬ 
tom of the “more” syndrome, while the 
other is simply adopting a new life. 

“The average person, in my 
judgement, does have the ability to 
relax,” Heck feels. “It is not similar to 
the state your mind is in when you are 
sleeping. You can still be alert. That’s not 
the most obvious parallel.” 

So the plan when coping with stress, is 
to know your “anxiety fingerprint,” 
know yourself physically, and then locate 
the source of your anxiety. Finally, learn 
to relax by thinking less, not by thinking 
more.

He spoke of the need for a give and 
take, of the need to give back something 
to a society which has given so much. He 
spoke of a “turn around of the ‘me’ 
generation.” 

He, who is now part of the Washington 
political process, spoke of his two-year 
stint in the Peace Corps as having been 
one of the greatest experiences of his life. 
He, the junior senator from 
Massachusetts, spoke of the possibility of 
a draft registration and the need to 
consider one’s obligation to the larger 
society, of a semblance of balance. He, a 
Lowell born and raised boy, spoke of the 
need for national energy conservation 
and environmentally protective 
measures. 

He talked in concepts, of issues and 
questions and solutions that transcend 
municipalities and socio-economic-racial 
barriers. 

And he spoke in a gentle, quiet voice. 
He spoke to the crowd recently assem¬ 
bled at Woburn City Hall and he an¬ 
swered their questions - calmly, politely, 


carefully. 

And the morning wore on while his 
audience all the while turned a deaf ear. 
His audience didn’t care about in¬ 
tangibles. They cared about traffic 
patterns and pollutant odors and home 
rule and the rights of senior citizens. And 
they couldn’t see beyond their 
municipalities and their socio-economic- 
racial barriers. And when they no longer 
had anything to say, they up and left. 

Indulged. Spoiled. Selfish. They who 
are too often too willing to attach similar 
labels to others, and yet can’t see beyond 
the resolutions passed by their Boaras of 
Selectmen to be handed to **The 
Senator.” Personal resolutions, personal 
requests. The kind that speak of what my 
country can do for me. 

And the irony of it all is that they then 
wonder why there are so many questions, 
so few answers. They have no right to 
wonder - the answer is closer than the 
nose they can’t see beyond. Sen. Paul 
Tsongas is right. It’s time to con¬ 
ceptualize of a larger society, of a give 
and take, of a turn around by this 
generation. Only then are answers even 
remotely possible. 


Advice For The Consumer 
When The Delivery Is Late

deal with some of the many problems 
lacing consumers today). 

A family in western Massachusetts 
ordered a ski rack for their car and for 
their children’s vacation. It arrived in 
mid-March, long after their scheduled 
ski trip. 

Another family ordered an oven and a 
refrigerator to be delivered on the date' 


they were moving into their new house. 
The goods were not delivered on time, 
forcing them to eat out for two w'eeks, at 
considerable expense and inconvenience. 

These are examples of problems 
which can occur when a merchant 
delivers merchandise late to a consumer. 
Often, a product will be of little or no use 
to the buyer if it is not delivered on time. 
Massachusetts law protects consumers

“Moving Bight Along,” gave birth to 
some new talent and some not-so-new. 

John Keller was Seymour the Snail 
who sought adventure and excitement in 
the Big Apple, a witches’ grotto and his 
own garden.

One who did have abudnant op¬ 
portunity to display her “charms” was 
Carol O’Shaugnessy from Lexington, a 
seven-year veteran of the cabaret. Her 
portrayal of the man-starved witch was 
fantastic and when she sang “Look at 
that Face” to herself in her hand mirror, 
the audience responded with barely 
stifled comments of "She’s marvelous!”

believable!” Equally marvelous and 
unbelievable was the set, a grotto of blue 
and green which must have taken hours 
and hours of time. It enhanced rather 
than overwhelmed O’Shaughnessy and 
her small but vocal coven of sidekicks. 

There was another excellent set, that 
depicting Seymour’s garden as seen by 
Seymour Giant blades of grass and 
flower stalks stretched to the top of the 
set while Seymour, ants, lady bugs and 
bees gallivanted around. The kickline of 
swarming bees has to be particularly 
mentioned for the way in which the six 
women carried out a very intricate and 
demanding exhibition. One of the bees 
told me during intermission that this 
kickline was one of the most exhausting 
she had ever heard of at a Winton Club 
cabaret. 

Also included in the garden scene 
were several gnomes who sang “Short 
People” in a very bass gnome-like way.

who do not receive goods they have or¬ 
dered within a reasonable amount of 
time. 

A seller may have advertised or told a 
consumer that goods will be delivered 
promptly. If so, the merchant is bound to 
the agreement, whether the promised 
delivery date is written on the contract or 
merely given to the consumer orally. 

When a delivery date is agreed on and 
the goods do not arrive on time, the buyer 
should notify the seller (preferably in 
writing) that either: 1. he does not want 
the goods or, 2. he will give the seller 
more time to deliver, but will deduct his 
losses and expenses from the price of the 
goods. 

If the consumer failed to obtain a 
delivery date in writing, he should ask 
the merchant for a written commitment 
as soon as he has reason to believe the 
goods will arrive late. If the seller 
refuses, the buyer may cancel the deal 
and demand any losses or expenses he 
has reasonably incurred. 

If the consumer decides to cancel the 
contract, he is entitled to: 1. Get back 
any money he paid; 2. Buy the same 
goods from someone else. If they cost 
more, the original seller is legally 
responsible for paying the difference; 3. 
Hold the seller responsible for any 
reasonable expenses caused by the late 
delivery. For example, if the consumer

Bantam AA’s Win Third Straight 


But Again Fall To Melrose With 5-2 Victory Over Watertown 


The Winchester High varsity hockey 
team came away with a tie and a loss in 
two Middlesex League contests this 
week, tying Reading 4-4 and then losing 
to the Red Raiders of Melrose 8-3 on 
Saturday. 

“I think we should have won the 
game,” said Sachem coach Mike 
Houghton of the Reading affair. “We had 
our opportunities and we missed some 
nets.” 

Actually the Sachems also had some 
tough luck with two goals being called 
back. Both of them were judgement calls 
in Houghton’s mind and “I can live with 
those.” 

But he couldn’t live with a goal 
Reading scored that the referee allowed. 
“The goal was illegal,” said the Sachem 
coach. “The kid came out of their penalty 
box, took a pass from a kid behind their 
own blueline. He got the puck on the other 
side of our blueline.” According to the 
rules, a player has to either touch the 
puck before it crosses the offensive 
blueline, or one of the opponents must 
touch the puck at some point between the 
passer and the receiver. “We’re just not 


going to see that refereee again. 

Ian Donaghey scored two goals for the 
Sachems with Mike Jackson and Bill 
Ferry also scoring. 

In the Melrose game, the Sachems 
actually took a 2-0 lead in the first period 
and had a chance to up it to 3-0. But 
matching penalties caused the two teams 
to play shorthanded for a minute and a 
half, opening up the ice and causing 
problems for Winchester. 

“We were ahead 2-0 and playing very 
well and one of the kids said to me that 
the next goal was going to be real im¬ 
portant,” recalled Houghton. “Well 
that’s when we got the matching penalty 
and they got the next goal. A minute and 
a half it later it was 3-2 Melrose. That 
matching penalty really killed us.” 

Buddy Pronski opened the scoring in 
the first period with Jackson giving the 
Sachems their second goal at about the 
five minute mark. Then came the 
matching penalties and bang, bang, bang 
Melrose had gone up 3-2. 

The Sachems came back however, as 
Jackson, who seems to have found his 
scoring touch of late, tied it at 3-3.

Selectmen’s Handbook 

Selectman Barbara Hankins asked 
he Board for their reaction to compiling 
handbook of all policies and Board 
egulations for use by future Boards and- 
,r town departments. 

Cable TV Reports 

William McCarter, chairman of the 
Cable TV Committee, appeared before 
the Board of Selectmen Monday night to 
discuss reports which his committee has 
submitted to the Board, analyzing and 
comparing the eight cable television 
companies. 

The information, some of which was 
delivered to the Selectmen last Friday, 
will be used by the Selectmen during the 
current hearings with the companies and 
will also be considered when making 
their final decision. 

Chairman Richard Wilsack, noting 
the work that McCarter’s committee has 
done throughout the entire licensing 
process, stated that their efforts have 
been “outstanding.” 

The Selectmen refused to release this 
information to the public before they 
make their decision, claiming they were 
working papers. They also pointed out, as 
did McCarter, that there might be some 
errors in their material. 

Representatives of the The Star 
argued this point on Tuesday, stating 
that the Board did not have the authority 
to withhold the material, since it was 
derived from the reports submitted by 
the companies which are public record, 
thus making them public record. 

Community Residence Committee 

Richard Riclltnond, a formCY “Town 
Meeting member and chairman of the 
Finance Committee, was interviewed by 
the Board Monday night for appointment 
to the Community Residence Study 
Committee. 

Richmond, a graduate of Harvard 
who works for Mitre corporation, told the 
Selectmen that “I have no special ex¬ 
pertise with mental health per se.” 

Nevertheless the Selectmen, familiar 
with Richmond’s town service in the 
past, were happy he was interested. “As 
far as I’m concerned, welcome aboard,” 
said Selectman Arthur Dunbar. “We’re 
very pleased you’ve stepped forward,” 
added Chairman Richard Wilsack. 

Resource Recovery Committee 

Three members of the Resource 
Recovery Study Committee met with the 
Selectmen Monday night to discuss the 


direction which their group should be 
heading. 

Sally Kincaid, William Daggart and 
W. Thompson Lawrence were told by 
Chairman Wilsack that their charge was 
to look at how the town can dispose of 
refuge, to look at other alternatives, 
including the North Andover site that has 
been discussed in the past and to study 
transportation costs. 

It was suggested by Selectman 
Edward O’Connell that the copimittee’s 
first priority be to determine what they 
sought in terms of a consultant. At the 
November Town Meeting, the members 
appropriated $15,000 for the purpose of 
hiring a consultant. 

Kincaid stated that she felt that the 
$15,000 indicated the seriousness which 
the Town Meeting views the issue of 
waste disposal. 

Chairman Wilsack asked the com¬ 
mittee, which totals five members, to 
report back to the Selectmen by May 1. 

Warrant Opened 

The Selectmen voted to open the Town 
Warrant for articles in the May Town 
Meeting Warrant Monday night, and 
agreed to set March 11 as the closing 
date. 


Cooperative Nursery School 
Plans Fall Registration 


The Neighborhood Cooperative 
Nursery School, which meets at the Fisrt 
Congregational Church, is preparing to 
register children for the fall. 

There will be separate classes of 
three, four and five-year-olds. Three- 
year-olds will come Monday and Tuesday 
mornigns and will be in two classes of 10 
children, each with a professional 
teacher and a parent-helper. 

For part of the morning all 20 children 
and four adults use all three rooms for 
nursery school free play activities. This 
includes painting, carpentry, climbing 
and dress-up. Children are then dividied 
into classes, depending on whether they 
were bom into the first or second half of 
1977. 

Each class has story time, an art 
project and a musical or pre-academic - 
activity suitable for the developmental 
level of the children. 

Four-year-olds come on Wednesday, 
Thursday and Friday mornings and 
follow a similar although more advanced 
schedule. There is a teacher and a 
parent-helper with each group of 12 four- 
year-olds 

This year the school is adding a 
prekindergarten program for children 
born in 1975 who would be legally old 
enough to attend public school kin¬ 
dergarten classes. However, many 
children who are young or small for their 
grade level have problems as they 
progress through elementary school, 
even if they are of above-average in¬ 
telligence. Other children may benefit 
from the security of another year in a 
small class in a friendly atmosphere 
before they face the rigors of a large 
public school. 

The curriculum will be considerably 
more structured than that in the nursery 
school morning classes. Some children 
may choose to attend kindergarten in 
1981 while others attend first grade. The 
children will come Wednesday, Thursday 
and Fridays, bringing a box lunch and

Recreation Department 

Recreation Department Director 
Kenneth Cereghino and new Recreation 
Coordinator Chris Clark met with the 
Selectmen Monday to discuss new 
programs being prepared by the 
Recreation Department. 

Cereghino introduced Clark to the 
Board and stated that in Clark’s first 
month “already we’ve been able to see 
some really encouraging results from 
Chris’ background.” 

Cereghino stated that Clark’s areas of 
concentration would be working with the 
senior citizens in Winchester, super¬ 
vising youth programs as well as com¬ 
munications and assisting with the 
student union at the high school. 

Concerning programs going on in 
town now, the Recreation Department 
Director stated that “all of the programs 
are filled and have waiting lists.” 

In his 1981 fiscal budget, Cereghino 
said that his department is presenting a 
“very basic program that at least 
touches upon the different age group 
populations in this town.” 

He did note that his total 1981 budget is 
approximately $30,000 over last year’s 
budget. This caused dome some concern 
with at least one Selectman since Town 
Manager Thomas Groux has asked all 
departments to come in under the four 
percent cap. 

“The basic approach I felt I had to 
take was to offer what I felt the com¬ 
munity has been without,” said 
Cereghino in explaining his budget. 

Selectman Edward O’Connell 
suggested that the Recreation Depart¬ 
ment could be useful in helping to solve 
the vandalism problems in Winchester.

Possible reductions in the number of 
teacher conference days and changes in 
the vacation schedule were discussed al 
the School Committee meeting Monday. 

Due to the apparent dismay expressed 
by both parents and teachers about the 
disruptive effect that the current six 
conference days have had on the school 
year, School Committee member 
Catherine Alexander said the Committee 
should re-evaluate the “appropriateness 
and the timing” of the conference days 
before scheduling them for next year’s 
calendar. 

In opening the discussion, Alexander 
stated “that it no longer seemed 
necessary to cancel afternoon classes 
three days in a row both in November 
and in February for the teacher-parent 
conferences. A large number of parents 
weren’t able to meet with teachers at 
that time of day, nor were they able to 
pick up their children three days in a row 
halfway through the day." 

School Committee Chairman Con¬ 
stance ’\apas opposed the timing of the 
conference days this year one week 
before Thanksgiving and one week 
before the February break. They 
disrupted “the continuity of the 
children’s educational process ’by 
lumping too many vacation blocs 
together,” she said. 

Other Committee members felt the 
conference days would possibly be more 
valuable if they were scheduled the week 
before report cards were turned in. 
Parents might then he ab c to realize a 
problem a child might have before the 
damage occurred. 

None of the Committee members 
opposed the idea of having conference 
days, although a few suggested possible 
reductions. “Even if the parents weren’t 
able to come to any of them,” Supt. of 
Schools William MacDonald remarked, 
“we have to show- the parents that we 
want to make the effort to create specific 
time slots for matters concerning the 
education of their children.” 

MacDonald, however, was*slightly 
wary of how parents viewed the con¬ 
ference days. Some of them may put off 
more immediate problems their child 
might have by waiting two or three 
weeks to talk about it, rather than simply 
calling and meeting the teacher before or 
after school. 

“We’ve got to make them realize that 
they are welcome to v all teachers and 
meet with them at any time during the 
school year, not just during the con¬ 
ference days,” he said. » 

Committee members agreed to 
discuss the issue with parents during the 


upcoming weeks to help them decide how 
conference days might he better used 
when next year’s calendar is made up 

Also discussed Monday was Papas’s 
suggestion that the Committee consider 
changing the school system’s vacation 
calendar. Under this proposal there 
would be a one week vacation in March 
and students would be released one week 
early for summer vacation. Vacations in 
February and April would he eliminated 
“Just because that is the way public 
schools do it in New England doesn’t 
mean that it is correct," she said 

Papas, who noted that the proposed 
vacation plan is in effect in 47 states and 
most colleges and private schools, said. 
“The educational process would be more 
continuous and students would have a 
better opportunity in obtaining cm 
ployment at the beginning of the sum 
mer.” The total number of school days 
would remain the same. 

Mary Jean Weylman and Sandra 
Rodgers agreed with the vacation plan, 
saying the April vacation was somewhat 
useless and boring for children, since the 
weather is neither spring nor winter 

Although Papas initially stated her 
idea might bo considered for the 1981-1982 
school year, A, under felt the Pom 
mittee should attempt to implement the 
vacation scheme next year. Proposals 
for next year’s school calendar must hi 
submitted to the administration by April 
1 . 

Papas said she would bring her idea 
up when she meets with members Iron 
other Mass.

Water Supply Keeps Dropping, 
Town Gets More MDC Relief 

flow througn the pipes. 

Tonaszuck noted that “we’ve had an 
extremely dry fall and winter,” when 
explaining the shortage. But there are 
critics who say that Friday’s problem 
could have been averted had the town 
purchased the water which the MDC 
drained from Spot Pond last fall. 

Tonaszuck pointed out that Win¬ 
chester did buy about 48,000 of the ap¬ 
proximately two billion gallons of water 
drained from the pond, but was unable to 
acquire any more water because the 
pond was drained quickly due to con¬ 
tractual requirements. 

The town hopes to eventually become 
100 percent dependent upon MDC water 
supplies, which Olsen feels will be 
possible in the future, especially with a 
full Spot Pond. “As far was water quality 
goes, it appears that that’s the most 
economical solution,” said Tonaszuck on 
of switching totally to MDC. He added 


The distressing state of the town’s 
dwindling water supply, termed 
“critical” by Department of Public 
Works Director Walter Tonaszuck, took 
another turn for the worse Friday as the 
water level at the North Reservoir 
dropped below the suction level, forcing a 
switch to the South Resevoir to supply the 
east high water system in Winchester. 

In addition, Tonaszuck told The Star 
Friday that the Metropolitan District 
Commission opened a water valve on 
Forest street to further help alleviate the 
problem. With the additional MDC water, 
the town is now approximately 75 percent 
dependent on the MDC for its water. 

“There was no interruption in ser¬ 
vice,” Tonaszuck said Friday afternoon. 
“But the flow in the pipes was reversed 
and it may cause some dirty water in the 
taps.” 

The additional water from the MDC 
will cost the town about $24 a day. The 
MDC charges towns $1000 for every one 
million gallons of water, according to 
Charles Olsen of the MDC. Olsen also 
stated that the water valve on Forest 
street, which was opened one turn, will 
allow another 100,000 gallons a day to 


As of today seven companies applying 
for the town’s Cable TV license have been 
interviewed by the Board of Selectmen 
and the Cable Advisory Committee. The 
Board of Selectmen will now determine 
which company to award the license. 
Last night's interview with Continental 
Cable will be reported in next week’s 
Star. 

Adams-Russell Company 

Adams-Russell and Warner Cable 
both appeared before the Cable Advisory 
Committee and the Board of Selectmen 
last Wednesday to discuss their 
respective proposals. 

Each candidate had a half-hour to 
present its own particular proposal . 
Members of 6oth committees then 
questioned each cable group for an hour. 

The first applicant interviewed was 
Adams-Russell, a group based in 
Waltham and which operates two other 
cable stations in Massachusetts. Adams- 
Russell is also applying for a cable 
license in Arlington. 

William Henchy, vice president of 
Adams-Russell, presented their proposal 
for a 10-year license and stated that “he 
felt the Adams-Russell proposal was 
much more realistic than any of the other 
applications.” 

“I am very skeptical of certain cable 
groups that are talking about providing 
52-channel systems for Winchester when 
it is clearly evident that the commercial 
equipment for 52 channel capacity won’t 
be available for at least another 15-17 
months,” said Henchy. 

The cable facility that Adams-Russell 
will install will provide 42 channels, but 
would also have an 84 channel capacity 
once the necessary equipment is 
available. 

Henchy said after the meeting that 
certain parts that are necessary for 52 
-rhannel cable systems aren’t yet 
available even for experiments. After 
talking with the engineers from RCA and 
Magnavox, Henchy learned that line- 
extender amplifiers with a 52-channel 
capacity won’t be available on the 
commercial market for at least another 
15-17 months. “Without them the system 
can’t possibly work,” Henchy added. 

Henchy assured committee members 
that they could finish the cable project on 
time. Tne Adams-Russell proposal says 
that construction would begin within six 
months of receiving the provisional 
license from the town, and that the entire 
cable system would be installed within 
eighteen months. 


Henchy felt that some of the cable 
groups might have a difficult time 
financing the project with interest rates 
at 15 percent while others would have a 
hard time locating viable headend 
locations. “We are one of only three 
groups that has already assured our¬ 
selves of a headend location,” he said. 

Henchy indicated that one of the head 
end sites that could be used is the WHUE 
tower near Route 2 in Waltham. He 
added that they have another option on a 
head end closer to Winchester, but he 
wouldn’t indicate where. 

Henchy also assured the Selectmen 
and the Cable advisers that Adams- 
Russell wouldn’t have any difficulty 
finishing on time if Adams-Russell were 
to receive all seven of the licenses that 
they have recently applied for. 

Selectman Wade Welch asked Henchy 
if Adams-Russell would be willing to sell 
shares of cable stock to the town of 
Winchester. Hency indicated that they 
did not plan on selling any stock, but that 
they would be willing to negotiate a profit 
sharing scheme with the town that would 
be similar in kind to a plan being offered 
to Arlington. 

The proposal in their Arlington ap¬ 
plication would allow 10 percent of the 
net pretax profits after the second year to 
be funnelled into a non-profit community 
foundation. Henchy indicated that the 
money from the foundation could be used 
by local interest groups that might want 
to get involved in the cable facility. "The 
foundation would not be run by a few 
people, but by a more diverse cross- 
section of the local community,” he 
added. 

The reason why Adams-Russell 
hadn’t included a profit sharing proposal 
of this kind in the Winchester proposal 
was because it hadn’t become a distinct 
possibility until after the Winchester 
application was due. Winchester 
proposals were turned in two weeks 
before the Arlington proposals. 

Henchy added that Adams-Russell 
would be happy to negotiate the 
possibility of a non-profit foundation 
before the Selectmen decide to grant the 
cable license. 

Toward the end of the interview Fred 
Murray, a member of the Cable Advisory 
Committee, indicated that he had visited 
a three-year old Adams-Russell facility 
in Albany, New York. He said that he was 
quite impressed with the cable station 
there, and that he had also received 
positive reports about Adams-Russell 
from an official of the New York Cable 
Commission. 


Warner Cable 

The second cable group to appear 
before the Selectmen and the Cable 
Advisory Committee was Warner Cable, 
an affiliate of Warner Communications, 
that has been operating since 1972. 

Warner owns a number of cable 
facilities in Massachusetts, including 
ones in Somerville and Medford, and is 
also applying for the Arlington license. 

Robert Carr, director of community 
development, presented the Warner 
application for a 15-year license and 
stated that “more than any of the other 
proposals ours has been the most 
significantly amended to suit the 
demands of the Winchester community .” 

Warner Cable is the only cable group 
that promises to install the cable system 
and have it operating within seven 
months of receiving the provisional 
license from the town. “We would also be 
happy to negotiate a penalty clause tying 
us to that promise,” John Fletcher, vice 
president of Warner, told the two groups. 

The construction time schedule is a 
main criteria that the Selectmen will use 
in evaluating the eight applicants. All of 
the other applicants stated that it would 
take them approximately 18 months to 
finish the entire cable system. 

“We’ve got the capital — $250 million 
in extended credit and extensive internal 
cash flow, and we have the headend 
site,” Carr said. 

Fletcher also promised Selectman 
Hankins that Warner would not pull-out 
of either a 10 or 15-year license for 
Winchester if they found that it wasn’t 
“economically viable.” 

“The times have changed for cable 
operators," Fletcher told the com¬ 
mittees, “so I can guarantee that we will 
not have a hard time making the Win¬ 
chester facility a viable operation.” 

Hankins was concerned about the 
Brockton cable license that Warner had 
bought from another group in 1972, and 
ultimately let expire in 1979 because they 
had felt it wasn’t “economically viable.” 

“Anybody in the cable industry will 
tell you how difficult it was to operate 
small cable stations early in the 1970’s,”

Bill McCarter, chairman of the 
Advisory Committee, supported Flet¬ 
cher’s point by reminding both coin 
mittees that Winchester had decided 
against a Winchester cable facility in 
1972 because they had concluded that it 
wasn’t "economically viable."

A Small New York Town 
Throws An Olympic Party

But, the “Welcome World, We’re Ready” 
banners hoisted up all over town finally 
approached the truth this week when 
thousands of spectators, athletes, 
coaches and personnel began arriving for 
a continuous winter carnival-cocktail 
party-ceremonial tribute. 

Here is Lake Placid, population 3,000, 
where the speed skating oval could just 
as easily by the center track at Man¬ 
chester Field, and the husUing almost 
overshadows the games. They are all 
hustling — reporters hoping for a hot 
story on a Moscow boycott; the sponsors 
whose product names are splashed on 
every ski hat appearing in town; the local 
ski bums trying to get jobs on the slopes 
so they can be completely outfitted from 
goggles to skis; and the restaurants and 
nightclubs whose dinner dinner and 
cover prices have been climbing 
steadily. 

American commercialism has peaked 
in Lake Placid, home of the official 
Olympic contact lens and margarine. 
And while the elegantly framed posters 
of batteries and Vitamins, which line the 
Hall of Walls of “Sponsors Hall” may be 
too much at first, it’s really not so bad 
considering the private sector is helping

Center itself, located in the four-story 
Lake Placid High School, is an incredible 
accomplishment.

And within one week, some $750,000 of 
overseas telephone equipment, 
televisions, monitors, typewriters in 20 
languages, darkroom labs and new office 
furniture were installed for journalists 
from over from 35 countries. 

While the latecomers waited to have 
their telex’s connected and their ter¬ 
minals delviered, the official Olympic 
camera distributor had thrown open the 
doors of its press lounge. Associated 
Press and United Press International 
were sending photos to the world and 
everybody in the Press Center were 
soliciting pins and logos from the 
agencies and national delegations. 

When journalists weren’t setting up 
their bureaus, or trying to communicate 
with their foreign neighbors in agencies 
down the hall, they were out doing 
features on dog sled rides across Mirror 
Lake, or catching a down hill practice

Rotondi Files 
Bill On Pension 
Investments 

Calling it “the most significant bill in 
the area of state pensions in the state’s 
hisory,” Sen. Samuel Rotondi of Win¬ 
chester has filed legislation which would 
allow state pension funds to be invested 
in home mortgages in Massachusetts. 

According to Rotondi, the bill is 
significant because it will help the 
Massachusetts economy in general by 
adding approximately $200,000 to $300,000 
into the home market pool. “It’s a secure 
investment with a pretty good rate of 
return,” said Rotondi earlier this week. 
By freeing this money to the banks in the 
Commonwealth, Rotondi hopes that it 
will cause an increase in loans for buying 
or building homes. Rotondi stated that a 
study was conducted by his office to see 
where the pension pool money was being 
invested by the state. "We found that 
mo6t of the money was not being invested 
in the Massachusetts economy,” he 
noted. “A large amount of the investment 
of the pension was in the Sunbelt states. A 
lot of money seemed to be invested in 
that area.” 

This bill refers to the money con- 


maximum of 18 units. Originally it was 
intended to house only 16. 

Plans for a parking lot in the rear of 
the school were also included, as well as 
a stipulation that any changes the 
developer would like to make to the 
outside of the building would have to 
meet the committee's approval. 

The committee will advertise for 
developers four times in four different 
publications, including The Star, next 
week.

On Feb. 29, the committee will hold an 
informational meeting at 3 p.m. at the 
Noonan School. From this point, 
developers have until March 28 at 3 p.m. 
to submit proposals. The committee will 
review all of the proposed plans from 
March 28 to April 18, at which point a 
recommendation is due to the Selectmen. 

A zoning change is required before the 


conversion can be made, which includes 
a public hearing by the Planning Board 
and then a vote of approval by the Spring 
Town Meeting. The Selectmen must also 
vote to dispose of the property. 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall, in an 
attempt to protect the town from a 
potentially wasted effort, suggested 
having the developer sign a purchase and 
sales agreement with the town to 
guarantee he will stay with the project 
after the approval process. 

The three elementary schools are 
being closed as a result of declining 
enrollments. Presently the plans for the 
Parkhurst and Washington schools are 
still being negotiated. Residents of the 
Parkhurst neighborhood are opposed to 
the School Reuse Committee’s recom 
mendation that the sight be converted to 
single family residences and con¬ 
dominiums. The Selectmen are still 
talking with the Winchester Hospital 
about any possible plans they might have 
for the Washington School.

The reason for cable televisions’ 
difficulties in the early 1970’s, everyone 
agreed, was lack of technology in the new 
field. 

Selectman Arthur Dunbar ended this 
particular discussion by pointing out that 
Warner Cable hadn’t sold or terminated 
any of the 23 cable licenses it received 
since 1972, when Warner was the original 
recipient of the cable license. 

When asked by Selectman Wade 
Welch if Winchester could be involved 
financially in the station, Fletcher 
replied that “they would be willing to 
negotiate a non profit franchise like the 
one that they have set up for the Pitt¬ 
sburgh cable station.” Warner and the 
city of Pittsburgh worked out an 
agreement whereby 20 percent of the 
station’s net profits each year are 
channelled into a non-profit franchise. 

Even if an agreement was worked out 
Carr didn’t feel that it would be 
beneficial to Winchester since Warner’s 
proposal doesn’t foresee any net profits 
until the fourth or fifth year of 
operation.” This is because Warner has 
committed $000,000 to upgrading the 
system during that time period,” he 
added. 

The Selectmen and the Advisory 
Committee were also concerned with the 
legitimacy of the Warner claim “that it 
would probably have 52-channel capacity 
by the end of 1980.” 

“We didn’t promise 52 channels,” 
Fletcher said. “We said that we will 


probably have 52 channels within the 
year.” 

Warner promises that it will provide 
50 channel service by the end of 1980. 

The 52-channel service is dependent 
on Gerald company an equipment 
manufacturer that has already made 
announcements about the imminency of 
the 52 channel equipment for the cable 
industry. 

In a telephone interview, Carr said 
that “they were confident that they 
would be one of the first cable groups to 
receive the equipment from Gerald when 
it is available. Carr admitted that there 
were still imperfections in the 52 channel 
system and that the converters that are 
necessary aren’t existent. 

Warner has also promised to in¬ 
troduce CUBE-a two-way interactive 
cable system, once it gets 100,000 sub¬ 
scribers in the Boston area. Carr reduced 
that figure to 73,000 because Warner has 
already received a license to provide 
cable for 27,000 subscribers in Lynn. 

“Once CUBE does come to Boston,” 
Fletcher added, “we think it will work 
more efficiently, and at a cheaper cost 
than our present CUBE system in 
Columbus, Ohio.” 

Colonial Cable 

”1 see a situation where cable com¬ 
panies are coming in and making a shell 
game,” George Duffy, president of 
Colonial Cable, told the Cable Advisory 
Committee and Board of Selectmen last 
Saturday morning. 

“We’re a service business. If we don’t 
provide good service you don’t want us 








here. We’re here to provide a com¬ 
munication and entertainment business 
and make a profit at the same time,” he 
added. 

“A cable company should be serving 
the needs of the community,” he said. 
Duffy said that Colonial Cable was the 
first in the area to offer movies and the 
first to look at tiered service. “We’re a 
small company but these two things were 
started by us to respond to the requests, 
needs and aspirations of our com¬ 
munity.” 

One of the features Colonial Cable 
claims as its own is providing every 
resident in the community with access to 
the local channel free of charge. 

In Revere, where Colonial Cable is 
headquartered and where they have 
provided Revere High School with its 
own cable channel, all residents in the 
community can subscribe to the local 
channel. This channel was installed free 
of charge at the high school and to all 
interested residents by Colonial Cable. 

Duffy says Colonial Cable would be 
willing to provide Winchester High 
School with a similar arrangement. At 
• Revere High School the local channel is 
staffed with Colonial employees’ high 
school students and volunteer interns 
from surrounding colleges. 

Duffy says the local channel is very 
important in broadcasting both school 
and community events. During the 
Blizzard of ’78 the channel provided 
extended local coverage of news and 
information to area residents. 

When asked by Selectman Wade 
Welch of the possibility of the town 
purchasing stock in the cable facility, 
Duffy said this was not possible. Instead, 
the company would choose to pass along 
any savings to the customer in the form 
of a rate reduction. As of Jan. 1 the rate 
for subscribers was reduced three 
percent. 

Colonial Cable is proposing $ 70- 
channel system, with two cables, that 
could be expanded to 84 channels when 
necessary. 

Colonial Cable, which starte- in 1968, 
was originally known as Colonial 
Cablevision. The company split in 1975 
and divided into Greater Boston and 


Colonial Cable companies. Before the 
split the company installed cable tv in 
Burlington, Woburn, Stoneham, 
Wilmington and Billerica. Colonial Cable 
now has solely the Revere license. 

Cable Advisory Committee member 
Constance Papas asked Duffy to com¬ 
ment on the company’s service 
capabilities. Since she heard that in 1977 
several Woburn subscribers were not 
satisfied, she wanted to know if the 
service since had improved. 

Duffy said, “I don’t know what you’re 
talking about because service has always 
been a criterion with us,” speaking of 
Colonial Cable. 

Earlier in the hearing Duffy said, “We 
listen, we’re attentive, and we do make 
an effort to do a good job. Our philosophy 
is that the sun should never set on a 
subscriber’s problem.” 

Winchester Cable TV 

Richard L. Sampson, president of 
Winchester Cable TV, told the Board of 
Selectmen, the Cable Advisory Com¬ 
mittee and a number of residents at¬ 
tending last Saturday afternoon’s 
hearing, that his company could begin 
construction of a Cable TV system within 
six months of receiving a license and that 
within nine to 12 months the system will 
be “essentially complete.” 

Sampson, who heads a local based 
group composed of 34 limited partners, 
all from Winchester, told the hearing that 
the biggest problem would be installing 
underground cables, especially during 
the winter. When asked if he would be 
willing to post a bond guaranteeing the 
turn-on date, Sampson replied “ab¬ 
solutely.” 

CTV also submitted a proposal when 
asked by Selectman Wade Welch if they 
would be willing to give the town stock in 
their company. According to Sampson, a 
number of partners have agreed to put 
their ownership units into the Winchester 
Hospital and the Jenks Senior Center. 
This would mean a financial benefit of 
$50,000 to $100,000 for the two groups over 
the next 10 years. 

On Monday Sampson said that the 
hospital and the Senior Center were 
selected because they would affect the

most people in Winchester. “Those two 
institutions benefit a wide range of 
people in town,” said Sampson. “It’s 
hard to think of any institution that would 
serve as broad a cross section in the 
community.” 

Sampson added that the two groups 
are safeguarded should the donating 
owners decide to sell their shares. “They 
are committeed to giving their units to 
the two groups" he noted. 

Welch had reserved the right to 
question all of the cable companies of the 
possibility of the town being a minority 
stock holder at a Selectmen’s meeting 
several weeks ago. At that time, his 
suggestion was attached to the report of 
the Selectmen and the Cable TV Advisory 
Committee as a minority opinion. On 
Saturday, Sampson stated that his 
committee agrees with “the basic aim of 
the minority position,” that being to add 
money to the town’s tax base. 

During the 30-minute presentation at 
the hearing, Sampson, Lawrence 
Murray, attorney for WCTV and W. 
Edwin Jarmain, chairman of the board 
for WCTV, stated that most of what 
WCTV’s competitors are offering, WCTV 
offered first. 

“Whoever is ultimately licensed in 
Winchester,” said Sampson, “they’re 
going to give us service that was 
originally conceived by WCTV.” Samp¬ 
son backed up this claim by pointing to a 
chart which showed only a few com¬ 
panies offering all of the services WCTV 
did in October, when the first proposal 
was to be submitted. He then noted a 
second column, reng the proposals from 
the final deadline in January, which 
showed the other companies offering 
basically the same service as WCTV. 

The WCTV representatives em¬ 
phasized that their company is locally 
owned and ir—c- - “Virtually 100 percent 
of the ownership is sitting here in this 
room,” said Sampson. He added that 
with local management, the decisions for 
the company will be made in Winchester, 
“not in New York or Boston.” 

Murray highlighted the financial 
backing WCTV has, noting that the $1.7 
million capital supply is “more than 
enough to carry out every bit of our 
proposal.” But Selectman Barbara 
Hankins asked if that sum would be 
sufficient should some unexpected 
problems arise. Sampson answered in 
the affirmative and reemphasized to The 
Star on Monday that along with the ad¬ 
ditional sources thev have in the general 


partnership, “I don’t think the bank 
would let the system go down the tubes no 
matter what.” 

WCTV was the first company to offer 
52 channels to its customers stated 
Sampson, with Jarmain terming an 
offering lower than that “foolish.” 
Selectman Edward O’Connell appeared 
slightly angered later with Jarmain, 
terming his choice of words as “harsh.” 

Jarmain, who is president of Jarmain 
Enterprises, a Canadian based com¬ 
munications company and who has a 
deep background in cable television, 
responded by saying that “I didn’t mean 
to belittle the conversation that’s gone on 
here this morning. But there’s a certain 
inevitability for 52 channels.” 

Sampson supported Jarmain on 
Monday, pointing out that the 15 empty 
channels on the WCTV proposal will be 
filled in a short time by special interest 
programming. “We know that in the next 
two years there’ll probably be another 40- 
50 services added,” said Sampson. 

It was noted by a member of the Cable 
Advisory Committee that at least one 
cable television expert feels that it takes 
at least 18 months to two years to work 
out possible problems with 52 channels. 
Sampson responded that it’s normal for 
anyone to be “leery” of something new. 
But he pointed out that 52 channels really 
don’t represent new technology. 

Greater Boston Cable 

Stating that they will eventually have 
the capacity to offer 87 channels, the 
Greater Boston Cable Television Com¬ 
pany appeared before the Board of 
Selectmen and the Cable TV Advisory 
Committee Tuesday night. 

The fifth company of the seven ap- 
pying for the cable tv franchise in 
Winchester to be interviewed, Bruce 
Clark, regional manager for Greater 
Boston Cable, explained to the hearing 
that his company will offer a duel cable 
system which will provide 35 channels on 
one cable at first, then 52 more on the 
second cable in the future. 

“We do not feel the availability of a 52- 
channel system would fit into our con¬ 
struction schedule,” said Clark, “nor is it 
a proven commodity.” 

Greater Boston Cable has given a 12- 
18 month time schedule for construction 
of their system, despite the fact that the 
headend, or receiver, which the Win-

Chester system would use is already built 
and located in Woburn. Clark told the 
hearing that his company feels this is a 
‘‘realistic” projection of a construction 
schedule 

Clark also stated that Greater Boston 
Cable, which also operates systems in 
Billerica, Burlington, Wilmington and 
Stoneham, would not donate stock to the 
town, citing Federal Communications 
Commission laws, as well as a state 
statute which prohibit such action. 

When asked by Welch if they would 
donate to any group in Winchester, Clark 
replied that his company would not 
because the subscription rates for their 
services would be effected, resulting in 
an increase. 

Cable Advisory Committee member 
Larry Worthen asked Clark how much 
local originating programming would be 
done in Winchester. “We hope that you 
will be able to do all that programming in 
our studio and with the equipment 
donated to the high school,” Clark 
responded. Clark mentioned that their 
Winchester studio would be set up at a 
Swanton street site, though he would not 
reveal where. He added that if needed, 
the company’s Woburn studio would be 
available to Winchester for original 
programming. 

Constance Papas, a member of the 
Cable Advisory Committee and chair¬ 
man of the School Committee, told Clark 
that she had spoken with school officials 
in other towns about Greater Boston 
Cables programs for the schools and was 
impressed with what she heard. When 
she asked about plans for Winchester’s 
schools, Clark responded that "it 
depends on the interest shown by a school 
system. It’s the interest generated by 
that community as to what our response 
is." 

Clark did confirm that among the 
school services his company would offer 
were technical assistance and internship 
programs for the students. 

Clark told the hearing that although 
Greater Boston Cable will have a repair 
man on duty 24 hours each day, he 
wouldn’t be available to make individual 
service visits. 

. That comment brought a question by 
a Cable Advisory Committee member 
wondering if those companies who had 
stated they could have repairmen make 


individual repair visits were being 
“optimistic.” 

Clark answered that “that has not 
been the practice of cable companies in 
this area in the past.” He pointed out 
however, that he couldn’t comment on 
whether the other applicants could follow 
through on their proposals. 

American Cable 

Barry D. Lemieux, executive vice 
president of American Cable Systems, 
told the hearing Tuesday night that 
should his group be awarded the Win¬ 
chester franchise, it would be their 
“third or fourth” largest system and 
would therefore receive “some special 
attention.” 

Lemieux, who stated his company 
would form a subsidiary cable company 
called Winchester Cablesystems Cor¬ 
poration which would be 20 percent 
owned by local investors, also agreed 
that Winchester has special significance 
in that it would be American’s first 
franchise in the New England area. 
Presently, American ownes and operates 
27 cable tv systems in New York, 
Virginia, West Virginia and Tennessee. 

The ownership of the subsidiary 
company caused some questioning from 
Selectman Edward O’Connell, who noted 
that the local investors involved were 
selected by American, while the general 
public was not given the opportunity to 
buy in. 

Steven Dodge, president of American 
explained that there would have been 
legal complications had they offered 
ownership shares to the public that only 
lived in Winchester and excluded those 
outside of town. 

According to American, the 10 Win¬ 
chester investors include: Dr. Donald J. 
Annino of 61 Oxford st., Dr. Richard H. 
Bush of 12 Nassau dr.. Anne-Marie Casey 
of 44 Wedgemere ave., Daniel B. Ciotti of 
331 Main st.. Dr. Harris Gibson of 6 Fox 
Hunt Lane. Joseph F. Kane of 6 Wyman 
Court, William F. McCall of 78 Yale st.. 
Dr. James-F. McDonough of 71 Wildwood 
s., Janice Monteith of 22 Clematis st. and 
John J. Mulkerin of 41 Wedgemere ave. 

When asked if they would be willing to 
donate stock to the town, Dodge replied 
that they would not, stating that “if we 
were to open up the question of in¬ 
cremental sharing of profits with the 
townwe’d have to open up the question of 
rates.” 

Dodge continued that American’s rate 
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structure was not designed with the idea 
of sharing profits with the town in mind. 
Restated that eventually the loss of that 
revenue would have to be made up by the 
subscriber. “Really it’s a question of 
who’s to bear the burden." 

According to the American proposal, 
construction would be done in three 
phases with the first phase being com¬ 
pleted in about eight months, the second 
in 10 and the final leg complete in 12 
months. They have chosen not to install a 
duel cable but will still eventually offer 52 
channels, although they will begin by 
offering 36. 

Unlike their competitors, American 
has projected that 60 percent of the 
homes in Winchester would ultimately be 
subscribers. Other cable companies are 
predicting more in the area of 40-50 
percent penetration. 

There were two characteristics in 
Winchester which prompted that 
projection, according to Lemieux. The 
first was that many areas in Winchester 
experience reception problems and the 
second is that this town is an affluent 
community. Dodge noted a similar town 
in New York, which wasn’t quite as af¬ 
fluent as Winchester, yet still had a 
subscription percentage of around 55 
percent. 

American, which has a local 
programming budget of $420,000, with 
actual assets over $15 million and a 
principal banker in the First National 
Bank of Boston, has acquired and rebuilt 
most of their systems, rather than 
construct them themselves. 

“The rebuilding of a plant is often 
times more challenging and more 
complicated than building from scrat¬ 
ch,” Lemieux commented on that fact.

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Winchester’s Out, But Choate, Symmes 
Continue Negotiations For Merger 


Choate Hospital in Woburn and 
Symmes Hospital in Arlington have 
announced their intent to develop a plan 
for consolidation that can be brought 
Itefore the corporations of the respective 
hospitals for thier approval. 

The entire Hoard of Trustees at 
Choate Hospital and the Executive and 
Long-Range Planning Committees of the 
Symmes board voted last week to 
develop a certificate of need to be sub¬ 
mitted to the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Health in May calling for a 
consolidation of Choate and Symmes and 
the upgrading of their facilities. A new 
central hospital is not planned for the 
near future. 

Health Systems, Inc. (IISI), Boston- 
based hospital consulting firm, has been 
retained to help prepare the certificate of 
need, which will ultimately be presented 
to the Massachusetts Public Health 
Council for approval. Two-thirds vote of 
the respective hospital corporations is 
required for submission to the state. The 
votes are scheduled for mid-April, ac¬ 
cording to a Symmes press release. 

The certificate of need application 
will finalize details on such matters as 
program planning, physical upgrading, 
financing, and corporate organization. 
Those plans will be part of the presen¬ 
tation to the corporations prior to their 
votes. 

The concept of consolidation and the 
development of a “health delivery 


facilities of Choate and Symmes will 
include the two hospitals as well as the 
Regional Health Center in Wilmington, a 
new subsidiary ambulatory care center 
of Choate Hospital. The consolidated 
system will serve approximately 300,000 
persons in the primary service areas of 
Arlington, Lexington, Winchester, 
Woburn, Burlington, Billerica, Reading, 
North Reading, Wilmington, Tewksbury 
and Andover. 

The announcement comes one month 
after Winchester Hospital dropped out of 
negotiations with Choate and Symmes 
that would have resulted in merger of the 
three. Instead, Winchester plans to 
submit its own certificate of need for a 
major renovation and upgrading. 

According to a Symmes spokesman 
the Choate-Symmes plan is essentially 
the same as the three-hospital proposal, 
also recommended by HSI. Relying on 
the hospital as the institutional center of 
the lieatlh care delivery system, it 
recognizes that although hospitals have 
done an outstanding job in providing 
treatment services for the sick, if the 
goal of the system is to be health im¬ 
provement. those same hospitals must 
become a major force in health 
promotion and disease prevention in 
order to maintain their central postiion. 

Under the Choate-Symmes proposal, 
commitment is made for a broad range 
of health services to the communities. 
Ambulatory and outpatient care services

lacilities are also called for to promote 
health maintenance and continuity of 
care. 

Hospital professionals call this the 
“systems approach” to health planning 
and delivery and point to the Wilmington 


lacility as a good example. The center 
provides and coordinates a broad range 
of health services in a community set¬ 
ting, using the hospital as back-up. These 
include social service, health education, 
mental health, nutrition and oc¬ 
cupational health as well as more 
traditional elements such as 24-hour 
walk-in care, X-ray, laboratory, physical 
therapy, and primary and speciality 
physician care. 

Choate Hospital president Paul L. 
Downey feels that consolidation of 
Choate and Symmes is a valid un¬ 
dertaking. “Consolidation of the two 
allows us to address the problems of the 
1980’s in systems terms,” he said. “We 
can focus on health care rather than just 
hospital care.” 

Downey points out that the con¬ 
solidation plan is responsive to federal 
guidelines mandating more cost- 
effective ambulatory care and in¬ 
novative programs for the elderly. 

Symmes’ administrator, G. Roger 
Martin, agrees. “The concept we are 
talking about can provide great returns 
to the community in terms of new 
programs of care, health promotion and 
enchancement of the quality of life.” 

According to Martin, consolidation 
gives the hospitals “the opportunity and 
the responsibility to address fun¬ 
damental issues regarding the needs of 
our service areas. As a health system, we 
will have the strength and the resources 
to take actions which will be responsible 
to those needs. 

“Individual hospitals can face up only 
to those aspects that affect their neigh¬ 
borhood and primary care area. As a 
regional entity, the system will have an 
opportunity to evaluate regional needs, 
to work to meet these needs, and to do it 
more effectively.” 


The medical staffs of both hospitals 
also strongly support a consolidation of 
Choate and Symmes. Their support does 
not appear to be based upon a consensus 
that such a plan is merely another 
alternative, but rather emanates from 
their belief that the concept is ap¬ 
propriate, feasible and will be successful. 

Merger discussions date back to 1976 
when it was discovered that Choate, 
Symmes and Winchester Hospitals, 
whose facilities were built at about the 
same time and which serve essentially 
the same area, were preparing to seek 
state approval to make renovations. 

The three hired HSI and together they 
examined all aspects of consolidation as 
a means of maximizing the delivery of 
health care to the communities served. 
Their findings led to HSI’s recom- 
• mendation of a corporate merger, with 
upgrading of each facility and the 
development of the systems approach to 
health care delivery and planning. 

Two alternatives which were rejected 
were merger into a single new facility 
and maintaining the status quo. Although 
an option was obtained to purchase a 
portion of the Winning Farm land at the 
borders of Woburn, Lexington and 
Winchester for location of a new hospital, 
its construction, estimated at $70 million, 
was rejected as being financially un¬ 
feasible. The second alternative, it was 
determined, would not meet the 
challenges of the future.

employees and teachers. Rotondi points 
out however, that this proposal does not 
mandate the investment of of these funds 
into the home mortgage market, but 
merely authorizes such a move. Con¬ 
sequently, those employees need not 
worry that these monies will be suddenly 
invested for purposes of social policy 
without a high economic yield. Presently, 
investment into the home mortgage 
fnarket is not allowed by law. 

"This is one move by the state of 
Massachusetts to at least concentrate 
what assets they have to begin 
stimulating the economy,” pointed out 
Rotondi. 

Rotondi also pointed out that since the 
state also contributes to the state em¬ 
ployees’ pensions, a substantial return 
could be used to help the burden of the 
tax payer.

On a wet, rainy Saturday in April, 1950, 
Winchester staged the largest and 
longest parade in the town's history.The 
10 bands, 3200 marchers and 41 floats 
tramped through the street's in 
celebration of the town’s 100th birthday. 


In the races for School Committee, 
Planning Board and Board of Selectmen, 
incumbents not seeking re-election have 
cited a variety of reasons for their 
decisions not to be candidates. 

First term School Committee member 
Heinrich Holland, a Harvard University 
geology professor, is not seeking re- 
election because of his planned sab¬ 
batical leave next year from the 
University. Holland has received a grant 
to study in Germany the history of the 
atmosphere pnd oceans. The remainder 
of next year he will be in Hawaii. 

In commenting on his term of office, 
Holland said, "I think the experiences 
have been excellent. It’s been a 
tremendous amount of work but it’s been 
very satisfying." 

Holland says lie’s delighted with 
changes (specifically, consolidation, 
curriculum and budgeting), he has seen 
during his three-year term. 

One of the reasons he ran for the 
Committee, Holland said, was the 
manner in which the Wyman School 
closing had been handled. Saying that it 
was done without sufficient planning and 
in a manner to arouse people in that 
district, Holland said that he felt future 
school closings should be done "on a long 
range plan and with much discussion 
between the administration, School 
Committee and the town.” Holland says 
that since that time a plan has been 
developed that has "set the pattern for 
planning of schools in the next decide.” 

The entire School Committee, Holland 
says, has worked hard to improve quality 
at the high school and to integrate 
curricula all the way down to the 
elementary schools. Saying that when his 
now college age children were in high 
school he was upset with conditions in the 
English Department and a continued 
decrease in aptitude scores, Holland 
says, "now we’ve seen a reversal in the 
trend of the aptitude and achievement 
tests and I believe the school system has 
been set on a better path.” 

A streamlined budgeting process that 
has led to better communication b6tween 
the Finance Committee, School Com¬ 
mittee and administration has also been 
achieved within the last few years, he 
says. 

Selectman Arthlir Dunbar is not 
seeking a fourth term to the Board for a 


"multitude of reasons.” Time off to 
himself, feeling that the town is in good 
hands and giving a "a chance for 
someone else to get involved" are 
reasons he cited when asked why he is 
not seeking re-election. 

"I’m very pleased that in my term of 
office taxes* have increased well below 
the inflationary rate,” and he’s "darned 
well pleased” that he’s been able to serve 
the town. 

Dunbar says his tenure on the Board 
has been a broadening experience and 
that he has often with wished that 

"everybody in town could relive my 
experiences to get an overall picture of 
how the town operates.” 

Fellow Board member Richard 
Wilsack, chairman, told The Star three 
weeks ago that he will not be a candidate 
for a second term “for personal reasons 
and some career needs.” 

Wilsack concurs with Dunbar in the 
Board having kept a fairly stable tax 
base. "We’ve kept the tax rate, even

though we have a poor tax base, as low as 
we have over the three years and that’s 
something I’ll always look back on as a 
particular achievement.” 

"We’ve handled a wide variety of 
issues. I think Cable TV will be a high 
point. I think the whole relatioship we’ve 
had with State Senator Samuel Rotondi 
and Representative Sherman Saltmarsh 
has been an example for the town on how 
to work effectively with your 
legislators.” 

The town’s awarding of the first liquor 
license, the beginnings of the 
revitilization of Winchester Center and 
the DPW project he also cited as 
highlights. 

"It’s been one of the most impressive 
and meaningful experiences in my life. 
I’m going to miss it," he concluded. 

Planning Board member Anthony 
Pelletier is leaving his seat after a two- 
year 'term which resulted from the 
unexpired term of former Board member 
Bill Cummings. 

Pelletier, a salesman, says that he is 
not seeking re-election because of lack of 
time necessary to devote to the Board. 
His occupation plus other things he’s now 
involved in require time he feels he is 
unable to devote to Planning Board 
activities. "Basically it comes down to 
having X amount of time and not having 
enough time to do it all,” he said. 

Prior to his time on the Planning 
Board, Pelletier was a member of the 
Finance Committee and is a former 
chairman of the that Committee. He says 
he has found the Planning Board "quite 
challenging” because it requires a lot of 
technical knowledge many people or¬ 
dinarily don’t have. 

Pelletier says there are a lot of 
"excellent people” on the Planning 
Board and says that "even though the 
Planning Board works rather quietly in 
its own way, there’s a lot of input and 
work that goes on down there.”

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A High School Curtain & Cue Show At Its Best, 
Students Make ‘Hello, Dolly’ A Smashing Success

Dazzling, overpowering and un 
believable were words which quickly 
came to mind after the final curtain 
closed for the cast of “Hello, Dolly! ” last 
Saturday night. Brilliant Symphonic. 
Synchronized in talent and performance. 

Last weekend the WHS Curtain & Cue 
Society and Music Department produced 
a stunning show meeting and extending 
beyond the expectations set by such 
previous WHS hit musicals as “Anything 
Goes" (1979), “Kiss Me, Kate” (1978). 
and “How To Succeed in Businss Without 
Really Trying” (1970). Hats off, kudos 
and congratulations are insignificant 
phrases which don’t even attemtp to do 
the cast justice. Perfection might be a 
beginning... 

Senior Anne-Louise Casey in the title 
role, inherently the centerpiece of plot 
flow and audience attention by mere 
script designation, walked away with top 
honors for the three eveings. Her 
professional mannerisms, previously 
exhibited to their highest in the role of 
Mrs. Frank in “The Diary of Anne 
Frank” (this fall at WHS) and before that 
in roles which stretch as far back as to 
Sarah in a sixth grade production of 


“Abe" at Ambrose School, filled gaps an 
amateur actress would not even know 
existed. 

“Stage presence” exuded from every 
set and corner Casey touched. Her 
singing was carefully chiseled to ex¬ 
cellence in such difficult numbers as 
“Before the Parade Passes By” and the 
traditional spine-tingling “Hello, Dolly!" 
while mischievously impressive in the 
vampish “So Long, Dearie.” 

Casey was magnificent; her natural 
feeling for dramatic symmetry brought 
the audience to its feet clapping and 
cheering wishes for another three hours, 
at the end She established a fulcrum of 
balance between a brassy matchmaker 
and a considerate woman, and main¬ 
tained it perfectly. Like water over a 
waterfall, her songs and specific touch 
branded on certain key moments kept 
coming through the two acts never 
weakening for an instant. Casey has left 
her mark on Winchester. 

In the role of the hard nosed Horace 
Vandergelder. Senior Robert Hallisey, 
an inborn native of the WHS stage, ended 
his Winchester acting career (which 
stretches back to early junior high) with 
a flourish. Hallisey is easily the master of 


Winchester dramatics, having adapted 
his surplus of talent to numerous 
characters and situations. 

Lighting up the stage with his 
charismatic grouchiness in the “Dolly” 
role he surprised his collected train of 
followers with a big singing part-one 
which he carried off splendidly, with the 
ncessary Hallisey touch of class. What 
else can be said about the actor who, in 
seventh grade, was already amazing 
people with only a minor role’.’ 

“Hello, Dolly!” is one of a distinct 
group of musicals where the leads spin 
the coin of success for the rest of the cast. 
The collected chorus of singers and 
dancers was precise and practiced in a 
series of well-choreographed scenes 
(particularly the all-cast hit “Before the 
Parade Passes By”); the green 
uniformed waiters performed a perfect 
percussion to the orchestrated work of 
choreographer Jean Pendergrass. 

But the major characters 
maneuvered the heaviest work for the 
show; at WHS their talents and sparkles 
clarified the distinction between great 
and superb. 

Of particular note was Junior Criss 
Currier An experienced actress and 


singer, she presented an unequaled 
rendition of “I’ll Be Wearing Ribbons 
Down My Back” in her interpretation of 
Irene Molloy, the New York Millinress 
who sought to alter her widowed status. 
Currier was pretentious and stirring and 
altogether unforgettable. 

Two of the leads of the show were a 
constant threat to Casey and Hallisey’s 
limelight Sophomore Chad Rosenberger 
and senior Jeff Richmond spieled and 
frolicked magnificently as the lowly 
clerks under Vandergelder's watchful 
eye.

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Ownership Of Cable TV 

Just as the Board of Selectmen and the Cable TV Advisory 
Committee have diligently studied the proposals, backgrounds and 
performances in other communities of the seven cable companies 
applying for the Winchester franchise, of equal importance is the 
question of whose hands the ownership of that franchise will be in 10 
years from now. 

The concern of the two groups during the recent hearings has 
been focused on this first pass of ownership. Indeed, the need to 
begin a cable television system in Winchester on the right foot can 
not be stressed enough. 

But the fact is that cable tv franchises are sometimes swapped 
back and forth In such wheeler-dealer fashion between companies 
the host community is left dizzy trying to keep tabs on what’s hap¬ 
pening in their own town. 

Many of the companies seeking a license in Winchester have been 
involved in the dropping and acquiring of existing systems. In fact 
transactions have actually taken place between a couple of the 
competing companies. 

The fact is the cable television industry means bigger money with 
every new channel that’s added or every new program conceived. To 
say it would be a lucrative venture for a company to enter a com¬ 
munity, establish a system and then sell it, would be a slight un¬ 
derstatement. 

This is not to demean the proposals we have heard during the past 
week. As always, competition breeds excellence and the cable tv 
services this town eventually receives will be outstanding. 

But before'the Selectmen award anyone anything, it would be 
wise to look beyond the initial franchise pass and question who’ll be 
running cable television in Winchester in the future.

^Editor’s note: the Senate did 
not hold any roll calls last week). 

The Massachusetts House has 
been in session since Jan. 2, but 
until now had held only informal 
sessions and no roll call votes. 
Important matters and roll call 
votes can be held during formal 
sessions, but not at informal ones 
which are mostly routine. This is 
generally the rule of thumb for 
the first few weeks of the 
legislative session, and the 
leadership explains that 
hearings for the bills take up 

rrThey contend tljat.gvep lgter, 
in the session, the Speaker must 
have flexibility in scheduling 
full, formal working sessions and 
informal sessions because the 
workings of state government 
are very complicated. A group of 
legislators, however, claims the 
legislature should hold formal 
sessions with roll call votes 
Monday through Thursday. They 
say this would lead to early and 
timely adjournment and would 
stop wasting the legislature’s 
time and the people’s money. 

As 8428 bills awajt legislative 
action, the House debate last 
week centered around how long 
and under what circumstances 
that action should be. 

State House observers, as 
usual, are predicting an early 
adjournment in this 1980 election 
year, so that legislators can go 
home to re-election campaigns 
and also get involved in the 1980 
Presidential sweepstakes. These 
same observers were correct in 
1978 when the legislature ad¬ 
journed in July, but they were off 
the mark in 1976 when the 
session dragged on until mid- 
October. The only thing we state 
for certain is the uncertainty of 
the projected adjournment date. 

Monday through Thursday - 
House refused 102-49, to suspend 
rules to allow introduction of an 
order requiring the House to 
meet in full, formal working 


schedules Monday through 
Thursday until the legislature 
adjourns. 

Supporters argued this order 
would allow members to finish 
business in the House and get 
back to their districts for con¬ 
stituent business. They said it is 
ridiculous for the House to meet 
one hour on some days as it has 
been doing. 

Opponents said committee 
hearings are important and take 
up time early in the session. 
They contended that because of 
the intricate workings of the 
Legislature, th$i leadership 
needs the flexibility, throughout 
the year, to schedule formal and 
informal sessions. 

Rep. Sherman W. Saltmarsh 
Jr. voted in favor of the in¬ 
troduction. 

Roll calls - House refused 102- 
44, to suspend rules to allow 
introduction of an order 
requiring the House to hold a 
recorded roll call vote on any 
measure involving an ex¬ 
penditure of state and-or other 
local government monies. 

Supporters argued the people 
have a right to know how their 
representatives vote on all 
money matters during these 
difficult fiscal times. They said 
people are getting angry and 
noted many things in 1979 were 
passed without recorded votes. 

Opponents said that House 
rules make it easy to demand a 
roll call. They said it takes only 
20 legislators to force a recorded 
vote and therefore there is no 
reason to adopt the order. 

Saltmarsh voted in favor.

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Garbage 

EDITOR OF TIIK ST All: 

Last week’s action of our Board of 
Selectmen in voting against putting the 
garbage collection nonbinding 
referendum question on the March 25th 
ballot was exceedingly thoughtless, and 
also most inconsiderate as regards the 
needs of a large percentage of our elderly 
citizens. 

To this day, without a single ex¬ 
ception, the five municipalities that 
border the Town of Winchester have 
public garbage collection service for all 
of their residents. Arlington, Medford, 
Stoneham and Woburn also have trash 
collection service, and the Town of 
Lexington has regular house-to-house 
weekly pick-up of garbage. 

If this essential service should be 
discontinued it would result in a severe 
hardship for the great many local home 
owner taxpaying residents who are 
either unable to have a garbage disposal 
unit installed in their homes, or who can 
no longer personally drive to the Tran¬ 
sfer Station themselves, due to some 
physical incapacitation. 

In addition, to allow garbage to ac¬ 
cumulate either within or outside the 
home would be a definite health hazard 
lor the town of Winchester. 

The cost of continuing such a vital 
service should not be considered a large 
sum (29,000 or 30,000..?) when related to 
the town’s total budget of a number of 
millions each year. If a certain per¬ 
centage of our townspeople do not need 
such pick *up garbage service, it would 
nevertheless be an act of justice to retain 
such necessary collection for the limited 
but substantial number of longtime 
residents of the town who are obliged to 
rely on it. 

In this connection, it is hoped that the 
genuinely concerned Winchester officials 
and citizens will reconsider the plight of 
many of their elderly fellow townspeople.

I would like to submit the following 
news item as printed in The Daily 
Graphic, New York, Saturday, Dec. 15, 
1883. 

“The caterer of the Ichthyophagous 
Club, Mr. Thomas J. Murray, cooks 
angle worms, eats them and calls them 
delicious.

Radio Station 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

WHSR-FM, the Winchester High 
School Radio Station, has been serving 
its community for 25 years. WHSR 
broadcasts Town Meetings, Town 
Elections, Candidates Night, town fairs, 
home football and basketball games, 
concerts, daily news, sports and weather, 
local and elderly calendar, educational 
material and diverse music program¬ 
ming. WHSR now needs the support of 
the community it serves. 

The FCC, under pressure from the 
Corporation for Public Broadcasting, has 
made it virtually impossible for small 10- 
watt stations, like WHSR, to survive. The 
ulterior motive is to replace the small 
stations with much more powerful ones. 
The small stations have been given the 
choice to increase power to at least 100 
watts, or remain as they are and become 
unprotected once the old license expires 
and the renewed license commences. 

Unprotected means that the small 
stations would be subject to interference 
from the more powerful stations. The 
smaller stations would not be permitted 
to disrupt any other signal however. 
Because the low power stations, for the 
most part, do not have the money to 
increase power, the bigger stations can 
take over the airwaves. 

The little community oriented station, 
like the corner grocer, becomes the 
victim of an increasingly monopolistic- 
society. WHSR, due to the lack of funds, 
was unable to increase power, the 
deadline for application being Jan. 1. 
Now the other alternatives must be 
explored. WHSR’s license expires April 
1, 1981. 

At present, U. Mass Boston has filed 
an application Tor a 1,000-watt station at 
the 91.9 MHZ spot which WHSR now 
occupies. If U Mass is granted the license 
by the FCC, WHSR would have to find a 
new spot on the band, as 10 watts would 
l>e completely drowned out by a station 
100 times stronger. Finding a new 
location on the band where it could 
broadcast effectively would be difficult, 
since the band will soon consist of higher 
power stations, and would interfere with 
our signal. 

However, if it is shown that WHSR is 
“serving its community,” the station 
might have a chance to stay right where 
it is and broadcast protected as it does 
now. But that depends on how much 
support you, the people of Winchester, 
decide to lend to WHSR. 

Think, for a moment, what WHSR is 
all about. It is the oldest of about a dozen 
high school radio stations in 
Massachusetts. The Corporation for 
public Broadcasting claims that the 
higher power stations will be more ef¬ 
fective in serving the community. WHSR 
provides a unique service enjoyed by 
very few communities. 

Once WHSR is gone, where else could 
an ill Town Meeting member or an in¬ 
valid senior citizen tune into the Town 
Meeting and keep up with the issues? 
Where else could Mom tune into and 
share in the excitement of the 
Thanksgiving Day Football game that 
her son is playing in or her daughter 
cheering for when she is stuffing the 
turkey? Where else could a town can¬ 
didate tune in to find out the latest 
results? And where else could the 
citizens of Winchester tune in to hear 
their own youth speak over the airwaves 
and provide musical entertainment? 
Certainly non on WEEI or WHDH! You 
may not have realized it before, but 
WHSR is out there, responsive to the 
needs of the community, and ready to 
contribute what it can. 

WHSR is not a toy. It is a real live 


radio station run by a staff of 40 FCC 
licensed students. They volunteer their 
time, energies and creative talent in 
operating the station. Many students, 
because of their involvement with 
WHSR, have pursued a career in com¬ 
munications. 

Obviously, WHSR is serving the 
community and its absence would be a 
loss to Winchester. Any show of support 
by the community to the FCC would be a 
step toward saving the station. But this 
action must be taken now. By writing to 
Edward J. Markey, The FCC, or by 
publicly showing support in some other 
way, the bleak and uncertain future of 
WHSR may be converted instead into a 
bright and promising one. 

We are not asking for money, only for 
public support. Disinterest and apathy 
will only reinforce the misconception 
that 10-watt stations are not worth 
saving. Show that the voice of the 
majority can overcome the wishes of a 
lew power hungry business tycoons. Any 
comments or suggestions will be ap¬ 
preciated.

WHSR is in a dilemma. Please help 
save our station.

Winchester . . . 

It was gratifying to see some additional 
candidates come forward to take out papers for 
town election this week. Today is the final day 
for obtaining nomination papers. If you’re still 
on the fence, make up your mind before 5 p.m. 
There are now three good candidates for 
Planning Board and one for each of the School 
Committee openings and 11 more Town Meeting 
Member candidates than at this time last week. 

Also encouraging was the fact that Alan 
Macdonald of Bacon st. has joined the Select¬ 
man’s race. The 35-year-old former Assistant 
Attorney General is a product of the Winchester 
school system a graduate of Dartmouth College 
and BC law school. 

Massachusetts . • . 

The 1979 totals were published this week. 

In Boston and across the state, once again, 
much to the dismay of Middlesex County Sheriff 
John Buckley and other anti-gun fanatics, there 
were more murders committed with knives last 
year than with handguns. 

Of the 93 Boston murders, 36 were facilitated 
by knives, 27 by handguns and 30 by other 
means. State Police figures published in The 
Boston Herald for the rest of Massachusetts, 
excluding Worcester and Springfield, show 94 
murders, 27 by knife, 23 by handgun and the 
balancp by other means. 

That doesn’t make sense. Not if you’ve he^rd 
the scare stories of the anti-gunners. 

With 63 stabbed, 74 killed by other means and 
only 50 by handgun, The Boston Globe and 
WCVB-TV Ch.5 who are constantly trying to 
arouse public sympathy for more handgun laws 
are losing credibility. 

There are one million handguns in 


Massachusetts, but 74 percent of all murders 
were by other means, with knives leading the 
list. 

Does this indicate we need more handgun 
laws? 

Such laws are already very strict in this state. 
To obtain a handgun license a Massachusetts 
resident must be personally interviewed by his 
local police chief who must then recommend 
approval to the State Police. The applicant must 
be fingerprinted, photographed and pass a 
records check. And his prints are filed with the 
FBI in Washington in case he should sub¬ 
sequently get in trouble anywhere in the country. 

More handgun laws only harass the 
legitimate owner. The criminal doesn’t drop in to 
see his local police chief to apply for a license. 

Every murder, whether by gun, knife or other 
means, involves a story of personal tragedy. But 
those who focus emotion against the weapon 
instead of the murderer offer an unrealistic and 
unwarranted scapegoat. And these statistics 
show their argument doesn’t stand up. 

Some think the Bartley-Fox gun law passed a 
few years ago, which provides for a mandatory 
one year jail sentence for illegal handgun 
possession has contributed to the low percentage 
of handgun murders. 

Perhaps it has. But the Bartley-Fox law is 
often circumvented by judges and police who 
find a mandatory sentence for mere possession 
results in awkward situations where the penalty 
doesn’t fit inadvertent violations involving no 
other crime. 

Bartley-Fox and similar laws should be 
directed at criminal misuse of firearms instead 
of illegal possession. Something is out of whack 
when an offender can plead guilty to using a 
firearm to commit a crime and get less of a 
sentence than if he were convicted of just illegal 
possession. 

While knives are the reigning murder weapon 
in Massachusetts, our Sen. Edward M. Kennedy 
recently introduced extremely restrictive 
federal legislation to govern the manufacture, 
sale and possession of handguns and long guns. 

This Kennedy bill is unlikely to get far but it is 
interesting to note that while one section imposes 
harsh restrictions on illegal firearms possession, 
another section would relax existing federal laws 
covering tH^es committed with firearms. The 
bill provides a loophole for someone who, for 
instance, robs a bank with a gun while “under 
duress.” But there is no such loophole for the 
person whose only crime is not to have his 
firearm registration papers up to date. 

This whole line of reasoning is a little hard to 
understand. 


Pakistan And Presidents

President Carter’s handling of Pakistan in 
recent weeks has been good Presidential politics 
but bad foreign policy. His efforts to improve his 
popularity have increased Pakistan’s danger. 

Soon after Moscow invaded Afghanistan, 
Carter informed Pakistan’s President Zia that 
Deputy Secretary of State Warren Christopher 
would come to Pakistan to consult on military 
aid. Zia asked whether existing punitive 
Congressional limitations would prevent aid to 
Pakistan. Washington satisfied Zia that a way 
would be found. 

On the weekend of January 12, two teams 
each from the U.S. and Pakistan met — one on 
foreign policy, the other on military aid. The U.S. 
and Pakistani members of the military aid team 
were in total agreement on the scale and general 
types of military equipment required by 
Pakistan’s military. 

U.S. members of the joint policy team then 
informed the Pakistanis that the U.S. planned to 
provide military aid of $100 million per year for 
two years and a like amount of economic 
assistance. The stunned Pakistanis protested 
that this wouldn’t buy even two squadrons of 
modern aircraft. The U.S. team replied that 
NATO nations and Japan were also being asked 
to contribute. 

The Pakistanis pointed out that allied nations 
always provide only a fraction of U.S. con¬ 
tributions, urging, therefore, a much larger U.S. 
sum. Reluctantly the Pakistanis forwarded the 
offer to President Zia, while warning that it 
would be unacceptable. 

The Pakistanis had concluded from their own 
soundings with key Senators that the Senate 
would now support a treaty guaranteeing the 
freedom and territorial integrity of Pakistan, 
replacing the loophole-ridden 1959 Executive 
Agreement. But the State Department team told 
the Pakistanis that Congress would be asked to 
reaffirm the 1959 agreement which would have 
the same force as a treaty. 

The Pakistanis replied that if this were the 
case, then why not have a treaty. They pointed 
out that Henry Kissinger, in his memoirs 
discussing the 1971 India-Pakistan War, had 
written that the State Department did not, even 
then, consider that the 1959 agreement bound the 
U.S. to come to Pakistan’s assistance. 

.The Pakistanis stressed the need to observe 
secrecy regarding the negotiations until 


agreement was achieved. They were shocked 
when the White House leaked the news of the 
U.S. offer. The news stories contributed to the 
picture of a newly bold President Carter moving 
to shore up free world defenses. But these same 
stories badly embarrassed Pakistan. 

Pakistan, its neighbors in the Middle East, 
and Its fellow Moslem nations: 

— Perceive the U.S. as an unreliable ally 
which disowned Taiwan and failed to support the 
Shah. 

- Have little confidence in Carter’s word 
based on his continual backdowns in the face of 
previous Soviet challenges. 

— Judge that U.S. military force is 
Inadequate to stem a Soviet invasion. 

- Recognize that the Soviet divisions just 
across the Pakistan border in Afghanistan 
require Pakistan to behave circumspectly. 

— Are aware that Moscow has already 
warned Pakistan that it cannot accept guerrilla 
activity based in Pakistan. 

- Conclude that it would be safer to reject 
any aid than to accept inadequate amounts while 
risking Soviet retaliation. 

In that light, when the White House leaked the 
story, President Zia had to move quickly to 
emphasize his conclusion that a firm treaty and 
billions in aid are required if Pakistan is to take 
the risk of offending Moscow. His curt 
description of Carter’s offer as “peanuts” was 
designed to deliver the signal to all interested 
nations. 

President Carter now faces the following 
dilemma. He has finally become aware that U.S. 
forces today cannot back up his new promise to 
prevent Soviet penetration of the Middle East. 
This incapability makes it dangerous for him to 
put U.S. honor irretrievably on the line by a firm 
treaty commitment. Yet, anything less than an 
offer of a formal treaty and adequate military 
aid will lead Pakistan and its neighbors to begin 
to accommodate an enlarged Soviet sphere of 
influence. 

A frank admission of U.S. military weakness 
is the required first Presidential step in 
generating public support of rapid defense in¬ 
creases. But Carter has concluded, his staff 
reports, that such an admission would be a 
setback to the campaign of an incumbent 
Presidential candidate. 


The Rails and Reason

The United States railway system is. going to 
have to undergo some radical changes or it will 
become a tar baby for the taxpayers, like those 
nationalized systems abroad which American 
tourists admire because they don't have to pay 
their staggering annual deficits. 

In crisis there is opportunity, and a possibility 
that a viable rail network, capable of seizing its 
unique advantages in times of rising fuel costs, 
can be created. But it will require a lot of give. 

It will require give on the part of rail 
managements. There are too many railroad 
companies, and too much obstructionism to 
necessary mergers. Merger is no cure-all, as 
Penn Central and its successor, Conrail, proved, 
but the consolidation of yards and the free in¬ 
terchange of trackage rights to eliminate 
redundant mileage are necessities. 

Rails need realistic accounting. To post a 
“profit” while deferring maintenance, simply 
means that a carrier is letting rust and rot eat up 
its assets. 

It will require give on the part of railroad 
labor. The success of the intrastate Florida East 
Coast, which took a strike and considerable 
sabdtage to rid itself of restrictive work rules 
still imposed on interstate carriers, demon¬ 
strated the difference between the efficient and 
inefficient use of a railroad payroll. 

And, finally, shippers are going to have to bite 
some bullets. Although a branch line feeds the 
main, when it generates less revenue than the 
cost of its maintenance and taxes, it becomes a 
charge against all shippers. Freight rates are 
inflated in an effort to equalize the drain of those 
parts of a railroad that can’t meet expenses. 

Against these gloomy considerations, a new 
railway age may be dawning. The attractiveness 
of railway shipment of Highway trailers will 
increase as the spread widens between rail 
tariffs and over-the-road costs. Unit trains for 
massive coal hauls are proven. Container trains 
are in their infancy. 

It is, therefore, possible that some rail 
trackage, long in the red, will return to 
profitability. But, without substantial aban¬ 
donments, Americans will soon be paying 
escalating subsidies. 

Right now, rail systems are confused by 
conflicting government orders. As Gus Welty, 


senior editor of Railway Age, points out, the 
Rock Island’s management, which tried to keep 
that system Intact, has been ordered by the 
Department of Transportation to sell it off in 
pieces, wliile the Milwaukee Road, which wanted 
to divest itself of half its trackage, has been 
voted money by Congress to keep the system as 
is, pending some reorganization scheme to turn 
the line over to employees or shippers or both. 

There is also danger that the government will 
simply inherit the railroad dogs. A “Comrail” 
has been talked about, under which Washington 
would take over bankrupt Midwest railway 
companies, drop a Hose into the presumably 
bottomless well of the U.S. Treasury, and run 
them in competition with successful lines. 

Canada has tried this. The government- 
owned Canadian National has been in com¬ 
petition with the Canadian Pacific for 61 years, 
all the time losing money magnificently. 

It is doubtful if many Americans want the 
Treasury Department to develop another in¬ 
curable hemorrhage. If hopelessly losing 
railroads are to continue in operation as public 
service, it is much more just to require those 
states and communities that enjoy the service to 
meet the deficits. This is already being done with 
big-city commuter lines, in contrast to Amtrak, 
the losses of which are charged to all American 
taxpayers, whether Amtrak serves their states 
or not. 

Amtrak, incidentally, illustrates the labor- 
intensive quality of rail passenger service wh'ch 
will require enormous increases in patronage to 
reach a break-even point. Stacked up against the 
nearest comparable trunk airline, National, 
Amtrak last year delivered 4.9 billion passenger 
miles against National’s 5.8 billion. Amtrak had 
21,700 employees, compared to National's 7,900. 
Amtrak revenues covered only 42 percent of Its 
expenses, while National made money. 

We need railroads. We will need them even 
more as we are driven to search for the 
maximum haul per gallon of fuel. But we are 
approaching the hour when we must choose 
between rail systems that support themselves or 
new pigs to suckle at the Treasury sow. 

Considering present tax rates, the choice 
should be easy. 


Causes and Results

The civilized world, its leaders and news 
media, are now engaged in analyzing Russia’s 
recent rape of Afghanistan. The principal 
speculation concerns its causes and results. The 
conclusions reached and the actions taken will 
determine whether the decade of the 1980s brings 
fair weather or foul, peace or war. 

The London Economist, on January 5, ex¬ 
pressed a cryptic and critical view on the basic 
cause of Afghanistan under the title “America 
Gone Soft.” The opening paragraph reads, "Who 
invited 40,000 Russian soldiers complete with 
their Quisling into Afghanistan? Answer: 
President Carter, the American Congress and 
American opinion — and those American allies 
who have dared not believe, and have done little 
to remedy or reverse the crumbling of America’s 
willingness to exercise its power.” 

President Carter’s decision to unilaterally 
reduce our defense appropriations undoubtedly 
hastened Afghanistan since it convinced the 
realists in the Kremlin that the U.S. had neither 
the power nor the will to oppose Soviet 
aggressions. 

President Carter’s belated response to the 
callous invasion of Afghanistan on the evening of 
January 4, was eagerly awaited in the hope that 
adequate steps were about to be taken to 
discourage Soviet expansion by conquest. 

Alas, the announcement that no military 
action was contemplated gave the Kremlin all 
the assurance it needed. When this was followed 
immediately by apologies from the White House 
staff and the liberals in the State Department for 
the wrist-slapping the President’s speech 
outlined, all hope here and abroad faded. 

The futile, frantic, diplomatic dashes abroad 


in the search for support for our half-hearted 
response to the raid on Afghanistan from our 
NATO allies, the Arab, OPEC states, Japan, 
India and even the Red Chinese, was the final 
proof that our present leadership lacked the will 
and the power for reliable leadership of the Free 
World. 

When Carter divulged that he had but 
recently become convinced that Brezhnev had 
lied to him and that Russia was an enemy, an 
incredulous news media gasped, “Where has 
Carter been?” 

Thus, it is now clear what caused the 
Russians to launch the attack on Afghanistan: 
Because it was in their national interest and they 
reckoned rightly that they would suffer no 
serious penalties. 

What then are the most likely consequences? 

— Afghanistan is rudely jerked behind the 
Iron Curtain and the Russian bear now has his 
paws in warm water. 

— It is quite likely that Pakistan and Iran will 
follow as Soviet satellites after a decent interval. 

— It advances the ultimate tragedy when the 
U.S. is denied access to Middle East oil. 

In view of these intolerable consequences, 
what is the rational answer? 

— Short range: Stop immediately all aid to 
Russia which we have given copiously and 
mistakenly in the past three years In grain, 
technology and industrial help such as truck 
factories and oil well drilling equipment. 

— Long range: Restore our military power, 
now dangerously inferior to that of the USSR. 

— Elect national leaders who have the will 
and courage to use our military and economic 
strength boldly In our national interest. 



EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

The Iranian incident has triggered all 
sorts of side issues and actions which the 
American public has not become aware 

of. 

For instance, President Carter has 
issued an executive order freezing the 
cash assets of Iran. He has no such 
constitutional authority to do this 
whatever, and actually invoked the 
Emergency Powers Act (50 USCA 1701 et 
seq.). In so doing, he has technically also 
assumed powers over your bank account, 
too! 

If you do not believe me, may I 
suggest that you go to any law library 
and read this 50 USCA 1701 and 1601 for 
yourself. I believe that Carter’s use of the 
Emergency Powers Act was actually for 
the purpose of freezing your (our) bank 
accounts in the near future. 

Your bank account is now operating 
under a declaration of National 
Emergency. At this time Carter has the 
power to close banks, ration withdrawals 
of cash, suspend maturities of a cer¬ 
tificates of deposit in banks, and he can 
even confiscate gold and silver at below 
market prices - if he can find it. 

The Iranian incident is another in a

This 
plant is manned by IBM computers - 
while the former president of IBM, 
Thomas J. Watson (C.F.R.) is 
Ambassador to the USSR. 

But, how do the Russians get their 
tanks and trucks over the Hindu-Kush 
mountains? This road is part of a high¬ 
way system actually built for the Soviets 
by the US Corps of Engineers under 
contract No. DA-92-144-ENG-73! 

This "treason highway’’ was revealed 
in a private "letter” in August, 1967, and 
showed a photograph of a bridge being 
built at, you guessed it, Kabul, 
Afghanistan! It is a secret highway, 
though it was reported in the back pages 
of the Christian Science Monitor and the 


Philadelphia Evening Bulletin, March 29, 
1966. Yes, your taxes have paved the road 
from Moscow to the Mideast. 

We are told on the one hand that 
Russia is our mortal enemy. On the 
other, we are sending them grain, 
building military truck factories, sending 
them IBM computers and helping them 
build highways with which to effect 
totalitarian socialist expansion.

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Sachemettes Top Lexington 
After Last Second Wakefield Loss 


A freshman made the difference. 
Scratch that. A super ballplayer who just 
happens to be a freshman made the 
difference in last week’s 46-44 Wakefield 
victory over the Winchester High girls’ 
varsity basketball team. 

“She scored 19 points in the game, 17 
in the fourth quarter,’’ said Sachemette 
coach Barbara Hollis o( Wakefield’s 
freshman sensation Henee Najarian. 
Included in those 17 points was the game 
winning hoop with about five seconds 
remaining. 

For the Sachemettes it was a tough 
loss as they controlled the game against 
the first place and undefeated 
Warriorettes for three periods. “Then 
their press stated clicking and we 
started falling apart,” said Hollis. 

The Sachemettes lead 22-19 at the half 
and 36-25 after three quarters and had 
been handling the Wakefield press and 
Najarian quite well.

Community Residence Committee 

The Board of Selectmen, still sear¬ 
ching for two or three more applicants 
for the Community Residence Study 
Committee, interviewed Cabot road 
resident Steven E. Hengen for a spot on 
that five member board on Monday 
night. 

Hengen, a neighbor of Selectman 
Barbara Hankins who has lived in 
Winchester since December of 1978, is a 
graduate of Harvard college and law 
school and a practicing attorney in 
Boston. He told the Selectmen that he had 
no experience with community 
residences in the past. “I have absolutely 
no preconceived notions.” 

Chairman Richard Wilsack suggested 
that Hengen’s presence on the committee 
as an attorney could be a big asset to that 
group. But Hengen made it clear that lie 
was interested in the committee from a 
citizens point of view and no! as a lawyer. 

'Fhe purpose of the committee is to 
develop a set of ground rules between 
any interested health groups with the 
intent of establishing a community 
residence in Winchester, so that there 
would be sufficient communication 
between the two parties before the home 
is actually occupied. 

Alcohol, Drug, Child Abuse 

Elizabeth Kenney, June Austin and 
Itev. Don Kawlingson appeared before 
the Selectmen to discuss a report 
prepared by the sub-committee of the 
Winchester Interagency Council on 
alcohol,drug and child abuse in Win¬ 
chester. 

"I’m seeing more of the openness of 
talking about it, but I’m also seeing the 
lack of the network of family that would 
keep the kids in tow," said Kenney on the 
problem of drug abuse in town. 

Austin, commenting on child abuse, 
slated that "nationwide there is more 
consciousness of child abuse and 
neglect.” She added that the fact that 
more people are coming forward lor help 
with this problem, doesn’t indicate that it 
is growing. 

Kenney stated that she leels the 
problems in Winchester can be im¬ 
proved. "I do see Winchester able to 
come to grips with its problems,” she 


noted. “That is what i think is so special 
about Winchester in that people are 
concerned." 

“It seems to me, on the drug-alcohol 
scene, there is a switch from hard drugs 
to a lowering ol the ages in the alcohol.” 
said Kawlingson, implying that more 
youths were drinking in today’s society. 

Selectman Barbara Hankins agreed, 
pointing out how she is alarmed about 
now marijuana use has become an ac¬ 
cepted practice among younger children. 
On the topic of a youth center in town, 
Selectman Edward O’Connell mentioned 
that he felt the last center, located above 
the Purity Supreme on Mt. Vernon street, 
tailed because of the lack of participation 
by the parents. Hankins agreed with 
(FConnell, citing the student union at the 
higli school 

Kenney agreed with O'Connell, ad¬ 
ding that “I would say a professional 
should get in there and be in charge.” 

Hankins pointed out that the in¬ 
volvement of a paid professional and the 
parents with the student union at the high 
school has contributed a good deal to the 
success ol that group. 

Sign By-Law 

Members ol the Winchester Chamber 
of Commerce appeared before the 
Selectmen to discuss a proposed new sign 
by-law lor merchants in Winchester, 
highlighting their report with slides of 
various store signs throughout town. 

After viewing the presentation, the 
Selectmen were in support of the 
Chamber’s proposal, bui preferred to get 
Ihe perspective of the Planning Board 
before taking any action on it. 

“I lor one, think the Chamber’s effort 
is the most reasoned approach,” said 
Selectman Wade Welch. ”1 don’t feel the 
current sign by-law is legal, con¬ 
stitutional or could possibly stand.” 

"In general I think this is a fine by¬ 
law.” commented Hankins. Her opinion 
was echoed by Wilsack who added that 
the Chamber had has done a "first rate 
job.” _ 

On a wet, rainy Saturday in April, 1950, 
Winchester staged the largest and 
longest parade in the town's history.The 
10 hands, 3200 marchers and II floats 
tramped through the street's in 
celebration of the town’s 100th birthday.

HUMIDITY AND COMFORT 


During the hot sum¬ 
mer months, humidity 
forces you to take 
refuge in the drier at¬ 
mosphere of air con¬ 
ditioning. In the winter, 
you wonder why the air 
is so dry that your lips 
are parched and static 
electricity pops all over. 

Why does the humi¬ 
dity quotient vary from 
summer to winter? 
Because relative 
humidity is a function of 
both moisture and 
temperature. The 
warmer the air, the 
more moisture it can 
hold. 

If too much humidity 
is your problem you 
may be able to deal with 
it at the source by in¬ 
stalling ducted fans that 
vent vapors outdoors 
from the kitchen, 
laundry and bath. In the 
summer, if you don't 
have air conditioning, 
you may want to invest 
in a mechanical 
dehumidifier. 


The problem of too 
little moisture may 
occur during cold snaps 
If you need more mois 
ture, you have two main 
types of automatic 
humidifiers to choose 
from. One kind is built 
into the heating system 
and spreads moisture 
through the heating 
ducts. The other 
requires no ducts and 
functions much in the 
manner of a window air- 
conditioner.

Advance Placement Physics 

The School Committee Monday ap¬ 
proved the institution of Advanced 
Placement Physics into the high school 
science curriculum next year in place of 
the current Advanced Placement 
Anatomy, Physiology and Genetics 
course offered. 

The approval came as a request from 
Science Director Francis X. Finigan. 
Finigan’s request originated as a 
parental petition. By law, if the required 
number of students and-or parents 
request a course, that course must be 
offered. 

School Committee member Sandra 
Rodgers said Finigan at an earlier 
meeting said that of the 23 interested 
students, one or two might not be 
qualified and an additional few might 
decide not to take it. 

Supt. of Schools William MacDonald 
said that the course could be offered with 
a “reasonable assurance’’ that no ad¬ 
ditional costs would be incurred. “I feel 
reasonably comfortable that the money 
is available,” MacDonald said. 

Musicales 

Whether or not the School Committee 
should have a policy on the rehearsal 
time and duration for annual school 
productions was discussed this week. 

Mary Jean Weylman said that while 
she is very supportive of these programs, 
she is also supportive of academics. 
Taking students out of classrooms on a 
regular basis for rehearsal, she said, 
concerned her. She said she is also 
concerned that students should be made 
aware from the outset if and when their 
class grade is based on participation in 
that program. 

MacDonald said he didn’t feel a policy 
statement is necessary, that there has to 
l>e “some judgment exercised” by each 
ol the prinicpals. At the elementary 
level, where there is one major school 
production annually, MacDonald said 


that rehearsals are usually done in a time 
set aside for that activity. Classroom 
instruction would not be taken away 
unless it was one or two days prior to the 
production itself. 

Committee Chairman Constance 
Papas said that these are administrative, 
not School Committee, issues and should 
be left to the decision of the Superin¬ 
tendent and administration. 

Open Campus 

A letter was received by the Com¬ 
mittee from the Winchester High School 
Faculty Council regarding8 the Com¬ 
mittee’s Dec. 10 decision to further 
restrict open campus at the high school 
The letter was read into the minutes of 
the meeting at the request Council’s 
request. 

In essence, the letter noted the 
Council’s dismay that the School Com¬ 
mittee chose to reject the recom 
inendations made by the Open Campus 
Evaluation Committee which had 
“Carefully evaluated the effectiveness of 
open campus.’ This School Committee 
action has had a “serious effect” on the 
staff at the high school, according to the 
letter. 

School Committee member Catherine 
Alexander noted that the Council never 
identified themselves until the issue was 
”a fait accompli.” 

Heinrich Holland, saying that it was 
unreasonable the issue should come 
forward now after the item had already 
been voted, asked MacDonald whether 
the policy should be re-evaluated. 

MacDonald said he didn’t think the 
letter was of sufficient gravity to re-open 
the question.

Line Up Your Front End 

For Safer, Better Ride 


Have you ever been shopping in a supermarket with 
a cart whose wheels are fighting you up one aisle and 
down another? The casters aren’t castering properly 
and it becomes harder to steer and to push as you add 
more weight to the shopping basket. 

Incorrect front wheel alignment on your car causes 
similar problems, resulting in hard steering, wan-' 
dering, rapid tire wear and increased gas con¬ 
sumption. 

In addition to the obvious safety considerations, the 
latter two efects of worn and misaligned steering and 
suspension parts of your car affect your pocketbook. 

To take some of the mystery out of steering and 
suspension maintenance, Car Care Council offers 
answers to some of the most commonly asked 
questions. 

Q. What causes wheels to go out of Alignment? 

A. The most common causes are: a) damaging 
blows from chuck holes or curbs, b) accident damage 
or c i wear of steering and-or suspension parts. 

<h How often should wheel alignment be checked? 

A This depends upon your kind of driving. If most 
of your travel is on smooth roads, a yearly check 
should be ample But if you do a lot of driving over 
unpaved or poorly maintained roads, you could be 
.knocking your wheels out. of alignment rather 
' 'frequently, tinder severe tondilions check wheel 
' "alignment at least every six months and keep a close* 
watch for abnormal tire wear, steering abnormalities 


or vibrations that are the tip-off to trouble. 

Q.. What does wheel alignment cost? 

A. On the typical U.S. midsize car it will range from 
$15 to $20. On some compacts, especially front drive 
cars on which both front and rear wheels must be 
aligned, the price may be as much as $40 

Q..How long should front end and steering parts 
last? 

A. When properly lubricated, they should last in¬ 
definitely. The more severe the use, the more 
frequently they should be lubricated. 

Q.. Is this true of shock absorbers as w ell? 

A. You cannot lubricate shock absorbers. And, as 
the name implies, they are the hardest-working parts 
of the suspension system. Under light duty service they 
could last for several years. Severe service could wear 
out a set of shocks in six months. 

Q..llow do you know when shock absorbers are 
worn out? 

.... Handling characteristics change; the car may bob 
and weave and possibly bottom out (the springs “hit 
bottom ;;) when the car is loaded. The wheels will hop 
up and down and, if the seals are worn, you may see 
signs of leakage on the shock. 

(J. . What happens if I delay replacing worn shocks? 

. A. You.may accelerate the wear and wear of the 
steering and suspension parts. Also, because your car 
* will have lost some of its handling capability, you’re a 
potential hazard on the road.

Wipers Need 
Attention 

Windshield wiper care is frequently neglected when 
spring and summer weather arrive. Too often, 
motorists believe that winter is the only time for 
special concern about windshield visibility. 

You can eliminate streaking and smearing caused 
by contaminated wiper blades by simply washing the 
windshield and wiper with soap and water. If this 
doesn’t do the job the wiper blades probably need to be 
replaced — especially if they are over a year old. 

Rubber refills that have stiffened and lost flexibility 
can cause chattering and skipping. If that happens, 
these rubber refills should be replaced. Chattering can 
also occur if the metal part of the blade is bent. 

It is also wise to make sure your windshield washer 
system is functioning properly and that the fluid tank is 
filled 

Proper maintenance of wiper blades and their 
replacement when needed can help insure accident- 
free, vacation-time driving.

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Garbage Is One Of Many New Sources Of Alternate Fuels 


If you believe that the idea of driving 
your car with a tankful of fuel other than 
gasoline is so much garbage, you may be 
right. The material that fills garbage 
dumps is one source of automotive fuel 
being developed with hopes of 
diminishing the nation’s dependence on 
imported oil. 

Ethyl alcohol, a source of which is 
household refuse, is one of the substances 
being used as a substitute for gasoline. It 
is one of several alternate fuel sources 
being developed by the world’s scientific 
community eventually expected to solve 
problems created by petroleum depletion 
and rising prices. 

(Jasohol one answer 

In a review of alternate sources of ' 
automotive fuel, ethyl alcohol (or 
methanol) is a possible gasoline extender 
for cars of the near future. 

Powering internal combustion 
engines with a mixture of 90 percent 
gasoline and ten percent ethanol (called 


gasohol) is cited by some experts as a 
partial answer to reducing dependence 
on foreign oil supplies. 

Among the sources of these alcohols 
are coal, shale, grains plus waste 
material. 

If the energy growth rate of three 
percent a year, we have at least enough 
coal for 120-150 years. Oil shale will 
provide at least a 100 years’ supply. 

Corn, grain, sugar cane and other 
agricultural and waste products are 
renewable sources of ethanol. 

Costs are high 

While fuel made from oil shale is more 
likely to be competitive with petroleum 
prices in the future, it is now estimated to 
cost 50 percent more than current 
petroleum prices. 

Gasoline made from coal would cost 
100 percent more — methanol and 
ethanol made from coal would cost twice 
as much as petroleum fuels, and alcohol 
from agricultural and waste products 
about 2.5 times as much. 


Constantly rising petroleum prices 
and possible efficiencies in producing 
synthetic fuels would narrow the 
margins between the costs, he said. 

Another alternative fuel source being 
developed is hydrogen. The hydrogen-air 
engine could be conceivably comparable 
to the gasoline engine costwise, given 
then a predictable further rise in 
petroleum prices. 

Hydrogen which can be extracted 
from coal and other non-petroleum 
sources including water (which is part 
hydrogen) has the highest energy content 
per pound of fuel. 

Huge tank needed 

But hydrogen requires a huge tank to 
hold enough to provide a reasonable 
driving range including the weight of the 
necessary storage container a liquid 
hydrogen fuel system weighs about three 
times as much and requires four times t- 
he room as a gasoline tank. 

Because of this problem, current 
research is being directed toward 


developing metal hydrides which would 
readily absorb hydrogen and store the 
gas in a more compact container. 

First car sold 

One firm has made impressive strides 
in hydrogen engine development. It 
recently sold its first hydrogen engine- 
powered passenger car to a private in¬ 
dividual. 

A fleet of hydrogen-powered postal 
trucks is now operating in Provo, Utah. 

It is believed that eventually cars can 
be modified and equipped with con¬ 
ventional gasoline-powered engines and 
converted to a dual gasoline-hydrogen 
system. 

It is conceivable that engine con¬ 
version kits will be available in the next 
four or five years which could sell for 
only a few hundred dollars.

Gas-Saving 

Hints 

Motorists observing the national 55 
m.p.h. speed limit are both life-savers 
and gas-savers. 

The national highway death toll was 
approximately 10,000 deaths lower in 1974 
when drivers were carefully observing 
the 55 m.p.h. limit, but it is creeping up 
again as speed limit observance wanes. 

Park and walk should be the motto of 
all shoppers. Plan shopping trips to in¬ 
clude as many of your family’s needs in 
one trip as you can. 

And then, park your car in a central 
location downtown or at shopping areas 
and walk to the various stores — making 
frequent return trips to unload your 
purchases. It’s healthier and saves 
money, too. 

If tires squeal in a gentle turn, that 
means they’re under-inflated. When.that 
happens, your car uses more gas and 
tires wear out quicker. Keep them in¬ 
flated to the maximum recommended by 
the manufact* rer. 


Pressure 
Cap Should 
Be Checked 


If you do your own cooling system 
check and service in the spring, there is 
one thing you may want to leave for the 
service dealer. That’s the checking of the 
radiator pressure cap, which keeps the 
engine's cooling system pressurized for 
efficient operation. 

Sometimes the spring becomes weak; 
often it’s the rubber gasket that gives 
out, becoming brittle or otherwise 
damaged. 

Once the cap fails to hold pressure 
your engine^ will be subject to 
overheating and coolant loss. 

Most service shops have a cooling 
system pressure tester which not only 
locates leaks in the system but also 
determines proper functioning of the 
pressure cap.

Don’t Forget To Clean Tires 


If the whitewall tires on your car look 
more like graywalls because of winter’s 
suit and slush, it’s time to add them to the 
spring cleaning list for your car. 

It's an easy job to scrub them up and 
make them good-looking again. 

Several packaged cleaners are 
commercially available, but a steel wool 
scrub pad or a stiff bristle brush and 
kitchen cleanser will do just as well. 


One caution, however; don’t use 
gasoline, kerosene or other petroleum 
derived products because they will 
discolor the whitewall and could 
deteriorate the rubber 

After you’ve cleaned the sidewalls 
inspect the tires for cuts or other damage 
and remove stones from the tread. 
Finally, check the air pressure. 
Underinflated tires can waste up to one 
gallon out of 20 gallons of gasoline

Free Air Can Save 


Just like the paint finish on your car, 
the vinyl top needs periodic cleaning and 
waxing to preserve its like-new 
apOearance. 

Rut do not use regular car-paint 
cleaners of wax. Specially formulated 
coatings for vinyl are available at auto 
dealerships and auto-supply centers. 

Almost half of all new cars sold in 
recent model years have vinyl tops, 
many of which are the object or neglect. 

Many car owners neglect the vinyl top 
because they believe it needs no at¬ 
tention. Not so. 

Car owners are advised to apply a 
dress coating when the car is fairly new, 
before dirt and grime settle Into the top’s 
texture. 


It also should lie washed regularly. 

The vinyl top should be recoated 
whenever water fails to “bead up” on the 
surface, just as the car should be waxed 
under the same circumstances. 

Old wax should tie removed with a 
vinyl cleaner before a new coat is ap¬ 
plied. 

If neglected, the top will have to lie 
cleaned with a soft brush while using the 
cleaner. 

Do not use abraisive materials such 
as kitchen cleansers, which can remove 
the protective vinyl surface coating. 

Neglect can cause fading and 
cracking.

What costs nothing (usually! and can 
save gasoline? Answer: Air in your car’s 
tires. 

Motorists are wasting precious and 
costly fuel when they neglect the air 
pressure in the tires. 

Underinflated tires increase the 
rolling resistance on the road surface and 
that condition makes the engine and 
transmission and other components work 
harder to move tin* car. £ 

Survey after survey by lire companies 
and other sources show that up to 9(> 
percent of the tires on the road are un- 
derinllated, many to the point of being 
not only wasteful of gas, but of being 
dangerous. 

And. ironically, air is free, although 
some stations have installed coin- 
operated air pumps. 

“Perhaps if a motorist has to pay for 
air he will value it more than if it’s free,” 
said one tire official, only partly in jest. 

Improper air pressure not only euts 
intogas mileage by about 5 percent but it 
also reduces tin* life of a tire because of 
heat build-up eausod by too much 
sidewall Hexing 


Air is us important to the life of a tire 
as oil is to the life of an engine; therefore, 
they deserve better care than they 
receive. 

Perhaps one of the reasons for tire 
neglect is that tires have become so 
reliable that they are taken for granted. 
Too often they are forgotten until one 
gets a puncture. 

Some motorists also check the 
pressure by “eyeballing” them. That 
system won’t work with radials, which 
have a natural appearance of being too 
low. so the car owner becomes ac¬ 
customed to that look 

Rut put one inflated to 24 pounds next 
to one with lti pounds — a difference of 
one third and the tires will look vir¬ 
tually the same. That’s why it’s im¬ 
portant to check the air pressure with a 
guage, available at tire and auto stores 
lor less than two dollars. Recommended 
air pressure is listed in the car’s owner’s 
manual. 

Two dollars and a few minutes to 
obtain free air will help the wallet by both 
saving gasoline and increasing the life of 
the tire.

Avoid co.tact with skin, eyes or clothing, 
in the event of an accident, flush with 
water and call a physician immediately. 

(j. Always keep batteries out of the 
reach of children. 


7. Always be careful when using tools 
around the battery. You may ac¬ 
cidentally make connection across the 
battery posts or to a part of the vehicle 
creating a very hot spark or a battery 
explosion. 

8. Use caution if you connect a bat¬ 
tery charger. Be sure the charger is 
turned off or disconnected from the 110- 
volt source before making any con¬ 
nection to the battery or disconnecting it. 

9. Always handle batteries carefully. 
Spilled acid can cause severe burns. 
Safety goggles are a good safety device.

tree is attacked by insects, which in turn 
provide food for birds. The fungus 
growing on a dead tree may be eaten by 
chipmunks, or provide food and shelter 
for more insects. 

When fallen and decayed, the tree at 
last returns to the soil. A dead tree in the 
woods is an essential part of- the 
natural cycle of the land. The Con¬ 
servation Commission’s reminder that 
“Thou shalt not cut or remove a dead 
tree” Should help preserve Winchester’s 
green belt. 


In 1886 Winchester saw its first street 
cars.

Selectmen Trim Cable TV Field 
Continental, WCTV, Warner Remain 
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With the Board of Selectmen thinning 
the field Tuesday night, the race for the 
cable tv license in Winchester has turned 
into a sprint between three companies 
over the next month, Continental 
Cablevision, Winchester Cable TV and 
Warner Cable. 

The Selectmen, who finished in¬ 
terviewing the seven competing com¬ 
panies last week, eliminated the other 
four by taking a poll of each Board 
member for their lop four preferences. 
However, after hearing all of the lists, it 
was decided that the fourth place finisher 
American Cablesystems Corporation, 
was far enough behind the other three to 
allow the Selectmen to concentrate on the 
top finisherst 

“We had seven very remarkable 
applicants for a Winchester cable tv 
license,” said Richard Wilsack, chair¬ 
man of the Board of Selectmen. His 
feelings were supported by the other 
members of the Board as well as William 
McCarter, chairman of the Cable TV 
Advisory Committee who was also 
present at the meeting. 

The Selectmen went around the table, 
with each member listing their top four 
choices. In the end, each company was 
given a number of points for each spot it 
finished, four points for first, three points 
for second, two points for third and 
point for fourth. A couple of Selectmen 
indicated that some companies were tied 
for second or third places on their lists, 
with the points for that spot being split. 
The final totals showed Continental with 
17 and one-half points, WCTV with 14 and 
one-half and Warner with 11. 

Selectman Barbara Hankins revealed 
her top four choices first, prefixing her 
list by stating she felt the town should go 
with the company which offered 52 
channels as opposed to 36. 

Hankins stated that Continental was 
her clear first choice, noting that “I felt 
they had a superior written proposal, 
“excellent written specifications, a head- 
end located in town.” She also called 
their financial predictions “realistic.” 

Hankins noted that Continental was a 
Massachusetts based company that was 
obviously financially secure. On the 
minus side she pointed out that their 
rates are “slightly higher” than the 
competing companies. 

Hankins had a tie for her second spot 
between Wincheser Cable TV and 
Warner Cable. She said that WCTV also 
had a “superior proposal” and that they 
planned to locate their head-end in 
Winchester also. 

But she noted that WCTV has no prior 
record in the field of cable television and 
that Edwin Jarmain, the companys most 
experienced executive in cable 
television, has built systems in Canada 
but would only be with WCTV for half his 

Selectmen Pick 
Comm. Residence 
Study Committee 

The Board of Selectmen voted 3-2 on a 
final five-member Community 
Residence Study Committee Tuesday 
night, with one of the selections being 
interviewed only moments before. 

Deborah Cary, Robert Brine, Richard 
Richmond, Steven Hengen and Daniel 
Whalen were all named to the com¬ 
mittee, which is being formed to 
establish guildlines that organizations 
interested in creating community 
residences in Winchester can follow. 

Whalen was interviewed Tuesday 
night, saying that “I had voiced an in¬ 
terest in town government a few years 
ago. This seems like it’s a committee that 
would be something that would interest 
me.” 

Whalen, a Boston based lawyer, has 
lived in Winchester for 13 years after 
moving from Burlington. In that com¬ 
munity he served on the Board of 
Appeals 


time. 

Hankins pointed out that Warner has 
“guaranteed equipment and the fastest 
proposed construction time.” But she 
touched on the .fact that the company has 
sold many of its franchises. She also 
stated that they have a good deal of 
experience, having built large cable 
systems in Ohio and in the South, but she 
questioned whether Winchester might be 
“too small” to get the attention they need 
from Warner. 

Hankins placed American 
Cablesystems as her fourth choice, 
noting that they have the lowest rates Of 
her four selections. But she felt that their 
lack of prior experience in 
Massachusetts and their unrealistic 
penetration predictions were detriments. 

Selectman Edward O’Connell had the 
same order as Hankins with the ex¬ 
ception of substituting Colonial Cable TV 
in pldce of Afnerican in the fourth slot. 

O’Connell cited Continental’s ex¬ 
perience as a factor in their favor as well 
us the number of awards they have 
received in cable tv telecasting. He cited 
their high rates as a negative aspect of 
their proposal. 

Calling Warner a “giant in the in¬ 
dustry,” O’Connell pointed to the seven- 
month construction plan as an appealing 
highlight. 

O’Connell said that he felt equally 
good about WCTV, stating that there is 
‘some recognized appeal” to the 
imagination of a local organization 
owning the franchise. But he mentioned 
that he has “some reservations about 
someone who has not actually been 
tested in the field.” He added that Jar- 
main’s role in the operation was 


“pivotal.” 

On Colonial Cable TV, O’Connell 
stated that “I was impressed with their 
performance in Woburn. There is 
something to be said for less than a 
giant.” He felt that Colonial’s proposal of 
less than 52 channels was a problem. 

Selectman Wade Welch also favored 
companies offering 52 channels. He 
differed from Hankins and O’Connell in 
his top selection however, choosing 
Warner because of their added 
technology with the Qube system they 
offer. Welch was also impressed with 
Warner’s “most complete” studio 
equipment. 

On the minus side, he too was also 
concerned with Warner’s track record in 
dealing franchises. 

Welch selected Continental second 
“on the basis of experience.” He added 
that they had the best local programming 
record but was concerned with their high 
rates. 

Saying that he considers the purpose 
of cable tv to be entertaining, Welch 
picked WCTV third on his list becasue of 
the video presentation they gave at their 
hearing. 

But Welch has had problems with 
WCTV’s financing, saying that it ap¬ 
peared to be “shakier” than the top two. 
He continued that the owenrship package 
was dependent on Jarmain’s in¬ 
volvement in the company. 

Colonial was his' final choice on the 
basis of their low rates. 

Selectman Arthur Dunbar, who 
commented only that he was “very 
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Anderson Stops In Town, 
Stumps On Domestic Issues 


Saying that the United States’s 
problems are serious, but not so grave as 
to completely distract attention from 
difficulties Americans face at home, 
Republican presidential candidate John 
B. Anderson of Illinois addressed a crowd 
of about 100 people in Winchester Sunday 
night. 

Speaking at the home of Mollie 
Lisberger on Worthen road, Anderson 
told the audience that “the theme of our 
campaign has not been to distract from 
foreign issues but to remind the people 
we’re going to have to take some pretty 
tough measures here at home.” 
home.” 

The need to make hard decisions has 
been one of the constants in the liberal 
congressman’s campaign, highlighted by 
his “Anderson 50-50 Flan.” This 
proposal, which many of his competitors 
leel is political suicide, would impose a 50 
cent gas tax to force the country to cut 
hack on its fuel consumption. According 
to the 57-year old Anderson, this would 
amount to a savings of about $60 billion. 

On the other end of the plan, Anderson 
points out the revenues from the tax 
would be used to cut Social Security taxes 
by 50 percent. * 

Anderson, whose been a member of 
Congress lor 20 years, lashed out at the 
inability of the Carter Administration to 
revive the sagging economy across the 
nation. “I don’t think this administration 
has had an anti-inflation program worthy 
of the name.” 

An advocate of a balanced budget, 
Anderson told the crowd that he would 
propose a cut in the budget and that 
should labor unions negotiate contracts 
above any established monetary 
guidelines, they should be ready for a 
surcharge on the excess income. 

White haired with a thin build. 
Anderson is trying to build a coalition out 
ol moderate Republicans, independents 
and disenchanted Democrats. “I don’t 
see anything deceitful, dishonest or 
wrong about that,” he stated. 

In a recent poll published by “The 
Boston Globe,” Anderson was a distant

third in the Republican race in 
Massachusetts, only weeks before the 
Massachusetts primary. But according 
to the AndersQn camp that poll, which 
placed him well behind moderate George 
Bush and conservative Ronald Regan, 
was not a fair or accurate survey of the 
voters. According to Mark Bisnow, 
Anderson’s national press secretary, 
their polls have shown that they’re closer 
to second in Massachusetts and that they 
have a hold on third in New Hampshire. 
Bisnow also mentioned that he has found 
out polls taken by groups behind Bush 
and Sen. Howard Baker of Tennessee, 
also substantiate the Anderson polls. 

Bisnow went on to say that the 
Anderson campaign is looking for a solid 
third place in the New Hampshire 
primary, followed by a second place 
finish in Massachusetts These two 
primaries would eliminate the last of the 
recognition problems Anderson has 
I ought throughout his campaign, and 
give his march to the nomination a big 
boost as he headed into the primary in his 
home state of Illinois, which follows 
Massachusetts. 

Following the Illinois primary added 
Bisnow, the campaign swings to 
Wisconsin and by then, the Anderson 
l>eople feel the country will have realized 
that Bush is as conservative as Regan 
and the present Republican front runner 
will begin to faulter. 

Anderson, who announced his can¬ 
didacy last June, doesn’t think the way to 
restore the United States’ image as the 
most powerful nation in the world is 
simply to build more sophisticated 1 
weapons. The US should be able to act 
decisively with the problems at home. He 
stated that we will be weak il “we let 
inflation, if we let declining productivity, 
if we let the decline of the dollar eat away 
at our strength.” 

He also stated that “I am concerned 
about the image this country has 
received in the past few years. ” He again 
mentioned that by addressing the 
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Manager’s Budget 
Shows Increase In 
Tax Rate Of $7 


Town Manager Thomas Groux has 
submitted his budget for the 1981 fiscal 
year and for the residents of Winchester 
it could mean an increase of $7.05 over 
the town’s fiscal 1980 tax rate. 

The proposed budget, which must still 
be examined by the Finance Committee 
for possible revisions before being sent to 
Town Meeting for the final vote, sets the 
new tax rate at $81.85, compared to $74.80 
for ttys year. The fiscal year runs from 
July 1 to June 30 for state and local taxes. 

Total expenditures in Groux’s budget 
are projected to be $23,640,577, an in¬ 
crease of $1,679,391 over the present 
budget of $21,961,391. Groux stated in his 
budget memo that he did not “attempt to 
adhere to any artificial spending limit 
such as a four percent or level funding or 
similar kinds of standards used during 
the past few years.” 

According to James Vanaar, assistant 
to Groux in charge of budget and pur¬ 
chasing, just how much the budget is 
over the state imposed four percent 
appropriations cap has not yet been 
determined: Vanaar pointed out that it 
wasn’t a case of simply comparing last 
year’s total to this years. 

“I think Tom has presented a budget 
he feels is reasonable,” Vanaar told The 
Star on Tuesday. He added that most 
town managers are following two 
philosphies this year. “Some managers 
are presenting a budget cutting to four 
percent with the philospophy that the 
legislative body should be the body to 
override the cap. He (Groux) feels they 
should be authorized in making the cut as 
opposed to overriding the cap.” 

Groux, who is out of town due to an 
illness in his family, stated in his memo 
that any further cuts on his part would 
require service reductions which should 
be decided by Town Meeting. 


The Town Manager also projected 
that the non-property tax revenue for the 
town in Fiscal Year 1981 would be 
$6,534,000. Non-property tax revenues 
include $2,842,000 in state reim 
bursements, $1,440,000 in the motor 
excise tax and $630,000 from water 
charges. Also included are interests 
earnings, licenses, schools (local) fines, 
assessments, other departmental 
receipts and local transportation which is 
the mini-bus. All of the above come to a 
total of $5,455,000. 

The final $1,079,000 of the non¬ 
property tax revenues is derived from 
available funds. Included here is $269,000 
from School Lunches, $287,000 from 
Revenue Sharing and $200,000 from the 
Stabilization Fund which will be used to 
make a number of non-recurring capital 
improvement projects. According to 
Groux’s memo, the town’s Stabilization 
Fund is “very healthy,” containing over 
$700,000. 

Groux pointed out in his memo that no 
Surplus is projected for the 1981 fiscal 
year. Although there will be 
“significant” revenues from the fiscal 
1980 budget, Groux noted that most of the 
large employee wage agreements are not 
yet settled at this time. He added that 
these contracts will probably require 
funding from Surplus sometime after the 
Spring Town Meeting. 

In the $23,640,000 of projected ex 
penditures, $1,825,000 are charges and 
assessments by the County, State and 
other agencies such as the Metropolitan 
District Commission and the 
Massachusetts Bay Transportation 
Authority.

items of Education, Undistributed 
Expenses, Community Services (Public 
Works), Public Safety and Culture and 
Kecreation lead with the largest budgets. 

The Education budget is up to 
$9,738,1171 from last year’s $9,020,975. The 
majority of this budget is devoted to 
Personal Services at $7,286,168, followed 
by Contractual Services at $1,304,670. 
Funds have not been included to cover 
the negotiations between the Winchester 
Teacher’s Association and the School 
Committee. 

The Undistributed Expenses budget, 
totalling $3,336,630, includes all of the 
general undistributed costs of the town 
not included in departmental operating 
budgets. Among the undistributed costs 
are items such as Employee Benefits 
with a budget of $1,752,466, Debt Service 
at $1,385,314 and Unclassified (or 
miscellaneous) Expenses with a budget 
of $228,850. 

The Community Services or Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works budget has a 
proposed total of $3,050,711 by Groux, up 
from $2,847,031 of last year. The original 
department request for the 1981 fiscal 
vear was $3,109,130. Groux however, 
trimmed $20,800 from the Highways and 
Streets department request of $809,693, to 
$788,893. The Town Manager also sliced 
$17,219 off of the department Building 
and Grounds budget of $1,433,695, to get a 
final figure of $1,416,476. This is the 
largest line item in the Community 
Services budget. 

The Town Manager did not propose 


any significant changes in the Public 
Safety budget, that being the areas of 
police and fire protection, with the ex¬ 
ception of one civilian dispatcher in the 
Police Department. 

The total budget is proposed at 
$2,370,767. The budget for law en¬ 
forcement in Winchester submitted by 
Police Chief John P. McHugh was 
$1,196,772. Groux cut this to $1,181,291, 
still an increase of $64,142 from last year. 

Fire Chief Robert W. McElhinney’s 
proposed budget of $1,159,376 also met 
the same fate as McHugh’s as Groux 
trimmed $56,301 for his proposed figure 
of $1,103,075. For the Fire Department 
this was still an increase of $44,535 from 
the 1980 budget. 

Of the total budget request, $2,137,062 
is for Personnel Services, though this 
does not include negotiations presently 
going on between the town and the two 
departments. 

Other line items in the Public Safety 
budget include $77,698 for Code Enfor¬ 
cement, $2584 for Consumer Protection 
and $6119 for Civil Defense and Volunteer 
Services. 

The Culture and Recreation budget 
was increased to $583,754 this year, up 
from the $556,434 of last year. The major 
increase went to the Recreation 
Department whose budget rose from 
$114,889, to $146,277. 

In his budget memo, Groux pointed 
out that the budget for the Recreation 
Department “should provide a basic 
recreational program for a community of 
this size.” He also noted that the other 
half of the Culture and Recreation 
budget, the Library services, receives 
almost three times the Recreation 
D epart ments amount with a total of

Despite the healthy increase, the 
Recreation Department’s budget may be 
left relatively untouched by both the 
Finance Committee and the Town 
Meeting should they start trimming, 
since this department is seen as one of 
the routes to solve the town’s vandalism 
problems through programs for the 
youths. 

In the other proposed expenditures, 


from $747,319 of 1980 to $775,818 for the 
1981 fiscal year. Included in this budget is 
a new expenditure of $16,000 for an Office 
of Economic Development. According to 
Groux’s memo, this office is proposed “in 
order to strengthen the town’s ad¬ 
ministrative ability to aggressively seek 
programs and projects that will broaden 
the tax base and revitilize the economy of 
the business community." He added that 
matching funds from the business 
community will be sought for this 
program. 

The Health and Social Services budget 
rose from $172,522 in the 1980 budget to 
$177,198 in the 1981 budget. It was joined 
by the Transportation budget which 
increased from $142,881 in the 1980 fiscal 
year to $187,958 in the new budget. This 
service is basically the Mini-bus which 
wil receive $85,000 in 1981 from an MBTA 
grant and the fares. 

Finally, the Capital budget doubled 
from the 1980 figure of $401,750 to 
$814,370. This is the Town Manager’s 
proposed Capital Improvement Program 
for 1981 through 1985. 

The Capital Program for Fiscal Year 
1981 contains those items proposed to be 
started during the first year of the five 
year Capital Improvement Program. 
Among the projects that are slated to 
begin is the construction of a new Public 
Safety Building, repairs to the police and 
fire stations, repairs to the high school 
roof and walls, general public property 
improvement, work on the Public Works 


complex, water system improvement, a 
commercial sidewalk program and land 
aquisition. 

Last May, the Spring Town Meeting 
voted to override the state imposed 
appropriations cap, despite some strong 
objections by many Town Meeting 
members. With that in mind, and with 
the School Department supported by 
liscal autonomy, the makeup of Groux’s 
budget could be significantly altered by 
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$11 00 ($15 00 out ot county) single

ski exposition, barter with the athletes 
especially. 

“We’re always looking for young 
talented skiers to make a contract with,” 
the representative continues. But, 
because US Olympic Committee rules 
stipulate that the athletes can’t receive 
payments for 'endorsements, contract 
money - with an added bonus depending 
on how well the skier places - goes into 
the team budget. 

Later the same evening the 
distributors will host a reception 
honoring skiers under their contract 
(most Austrians) who competed in the 
men’s downhill that morning. And those 
skiers, hard as they are even for the 
press to track down, WILL attend. 

Here in Lake Placid, where there are 
125 “official” distributors for the 1980 
Winter Games, if it’s not a' Kodak 
cocktail party it’s a “I Love New York” 
breakfast. The American athletes have 
been well taken care of with hairdryers, 
cameras, frisbees, Lifesavers candy and 
over 100 other small gifts. 

For the opening ceremonies, the 
American team wore blue jeans, fleece 
lined suede coats and cowboy boots and 
hats - fairly typical attire for Americans. 
And they strolled casually and out of step 
around the stadium (other teams 
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resembled armies going off to war), in a 
style that one European journalist sitting 
nearby described as also being 
“typically American.” 

The Russians showed up in superbly 
elegant nutria fur coats. But, advised the 
same journalist, “don’t be intimidated by 
the coats - they belong to the state.” 

Now, as the XIII Winter Olympic 
Games approach the final day, Main 
street in Lake Placid is alive with 
swarms of spectators and enterprising 
visitors. A pretzel vendor from Brooklyn 
hawks gold medal facsimiles and photos 
of Eric Heiden. Little children sipping 
hot chocolate from styrofoam cups ($1 a 
cup) wear ski bibs printed with their 
names. And in the slanted afternoon 
sunlight, a hundred rowdy American 
college students chanting “USA! USA!” 
from the balcony of a beergarden 
overlooking the speed skating oval. 

The games are almost over, and the 
US hasn’t won nearly as many medals as 
the East Germans or Russians. But, to 
see the US hockey team play Romania in 
an Olympic arena overflowing with 
madly loyal American fans - they blast 
trumpets and wildly applaud goalie Jim 
Craig on every save and toss frisbees 
around the stands between periods - is to 
believe that the overall medal count is 
not what really matters.

Teen Volunteers 


Continental Cablevision was the last 
of seven applicants to be interviewed by 
the Board of Selectmen and Cable 
Advisory Committee last Wednesday 

Amos Hostetter, vice president of 
Cablevision, told the hearing that its 
application for a 15-year license ought to 
be seriously considered since “cable 
systems are our only business” and 
because “the average system that we are 
accustomed to providing is for com¬ 
munities the size of Winchester.” 

Hostetter, who has been involve^ with 
Cablevision since it was founded in Ohio 
in 1963, also felt that its application was 
“a little different” than others because of 
the emphasis on decentralization and the 
management owns 40 percent of the 
company. 

Cablevision also has a. very im¬ 
pressive track record, according to 
Robert Sachs, director of corporate 
development. “Of our 86 cable facilities, 
79 having been built from the ground up, 
none have ever been sold or had its 
license revoked,” Sachs said. 

Selectman Wade Welch asked the four 
Cablevision spokesmen about a fran¬ 
chise that Cablevision had purchased in 
Londonderry, N.H., and decided not to 
build. John Rakoske, vice president of 
New England operations, explained to 
the two committees that Cablevision had 
purchased a company possessing cable 
licenses in Derry, Salem and Lon¬ 
donderry, N.H. They then realized soon 
after the purchase that the Londonderry 
license was not was “not a viable venture 
because the area was 'too rural.’” 
Rakoske added that Cablevision has 
been active in helping Londonderry find 
another company to operate their cable 
facility. 

When Board of Selectmen Chairman 
Richard Wilsack asked why Cablevision 
rates were consistently higher than most 
of its competitors, Rakoske responded, 
"We are not trying to buy our way into 
Winchester. We are establishing rates 
that are realistic and that we think will 
be quite close to cable rates when they 
are deregulated.” 

Hostteter had explained earlier that 
he was 95 percent certain that the Mass. 
Cable Commission would deregulate 
cable rates for eastern Massachusetts 
within the next 18 months. 

He also indicated to the two com¬ 
mittees that Cablevision much 
preferred the 15-year to the 10-year 
license. “There is now no way we are 
going to be home free after 10 years,” he 
said. The Cable Vision proposal shows a 
net Drofit of $14,000 during its initial 10 


years. Hostetter, however, said that 
Cable Vision would be willing to accept 
the 10-year license. 

When Welch asked about possible 
shared ownership, Sachs replied that 
Cablevision would be prepared to make 
a public offering to residents of about 
$120,000 worth of stock. “It’s not going to 
be a gift though,” he added. “And there 
woun’t be any buy back guarantees.” 

Sachs described municipal owner¬ 
ship, where somebody is acting as both 
licensor and licensee, as an un¬ 
comfortable situation that Cablevision 
isn’t apt to try. 

When Selectman Edward O’Connell 
asked about the feasibility of 52-channel 
systems that Cablevision promises to 
provide, Hostetter responded that 
Gerard Company has promised delivery 
of all 52-channel equipment, except line 
extenders, by late summer or early fall. 

Hostptter also told the two Com¬ 
mittees that Cablevision would give 
Winchester an option on eitfier the 35- 
channel or the 52-channel system. “You 
can be one of the last cable facilities to 
have 35-channel capacity or one of the 
first to have a 52-channel capacity,” he 
commented. 

Constance Papas, chairman of the 


School Committee and Cable Advisory 
Committee member, told the Cablevision 
group that she was impressed with 
the awards they have received for local 
programming. Operating with only two 
percent of of the cable facilities around 
the country, Cable Vision has received 20 
percent of the cable television awards for 
successful local programming. 

When Papas asked about Cable- 
vision’s philosophy on local program¬ 
ming, Hostetter responded that “the 
success of local programming is strictly 
a function of the community itself. Our 
only task is to be there when the com¬ 
munity needs our help.” 

Ed Hicks, attorney for Cablevision, 
informed the two committees at the 
beginning of the hearing that Cablevision 
has received a written option to 
place a head end on the roof of the Mill 
Pond building. Hicks also said that they 
are considering the roof of the Park View 
Apartments as a possible head end 
location. 

According to their proposal, con¬ 
struction of the Cablevision facility 
would be finished within 12 months of 
receiving the provisional cable license.

Hearing Set For Three Men 
Involved In Midnight Ride 


A hearing has been set for March 20 at 
Woburn District Court for three Win¬ 
chester men in connection with a late 
night auto ride last Friday, which saw 
the owners vehicle damaged and he 
himself attacked. 

According to Winchester Police Lt. 
Andrew Crawford, an 18-year old Win¬ 
chester youth has signed complaints 
against the three men, ages 21, 21 and 20, 
for malicious damage to personal 
property and also assualt and battery 
against one of the three. 

According to the police report, the 18- 
year old youth was leaving an Everett 
avenue party Friday night with two 
friends, when four men, who had been 
drinking and had alcohol with them, 
entered the van and told the driver to 
take them to the Center. 

Apparently during the ride, one of the 
four intruders, the fourth of which was 
unknown to the driver or his friends, told 
the operator to take them into Boston, for 
which they gave him $2 for gas. Accor¬ 
ding to the report, this took place around 
11 p.m. 

The operator later told the police that 
they ended up in the Combat Zone where 
the four intruders got into a fight with 
some men. During the fight, a window on 
the van was broken. 

According to the police report, the 
youths eventually ended up at the Lynch 
Junior High parking lot around 4 a.m. At 
this point, the driver told the police, the 
four men began to pull the insides of the 
van out, including the rug, stereo and 
speakers, totalling approximately $70 in 
damage. 

The 18-year old driver then got into an 
argument with one of the men who 
punched him in the mouth. According to 
the police the other two youths were also 
assaulted. 

In a related incident, the young driver 
reported to the police on Monday that 
three tires, on two different vehicles, 
including his van, were slashed while 
parked in his driveway on Copley street. 
The young owner told the police that he 
was sure the damage was done by the 
same three people. 

In other police news, a Wedgemere 
avenue home was illegally entered last 


week with intruders escaping with a 
number of German Hummels. According 
to the owner, the figures have a total 
value of approximately $3200. The 
thieves also made off with a shoe box 
with $500 in it from a second floor 
bedroom.

He has been chairman of the 
Arlington Republican Town Committee, 
president of the Arlington Town Meeting 
Association, and chairman bf the 
Republican State Committee. He is 
presently chairman of the Republicans 
for Middlesex County and president and 
treasurer of two local corporations. One 
of Barnstead’s corporations supplied 
some of the original equipment used by 
Dr. Jonas Salk in his Pittsburgh Virus 
Research Lab resulting in the Polio 
Vaccine. 

One of Barnstead’s chief missions 
during his service to the Fourth District 
has been to demand a much smaller, 
more efficient government, an ideal 
which Barnstead has practiced in his own 
campaigns. With a budget of less than 
$5,000, Barnstead almost won his cam¬ 
paign for treasurer of Middlesex County 
in 1972, receiving 220,000 votes. 

Barnstead has run twice against 
Speaker of the House Thomas P. O’Neill 
with similar frugal campaign spending. 
“No politician should be given a free 
ride,’’ says Barnstead. 

Barnstead, who announced his third 
campaign against O’Neill on election day 
1978, says he is “proud” of his approach 
to "cleaning up politics. I’m proud to say 
the competition I gave Tip is now being 
taken up -by the Republican National 
Committee which is running ads showing 
Tip’s limousine running out of gas.” 

The Speaker’s limousine, fueled by a 
specially priced gasoline, was one of the 
objects of wrath in Barnstead’s cam¬ 
paign against O’Neill. Barnstead says he 
ran against O’Neill “because he’s a 
symbol of the growing elitism of a 
Congress which had the nerve to vote 
itself a $13,000 pay raise while making 
the rest of us foot the bill for the largest 
increases on federal spending this 
country has ever witnessed.” 

Barnstead, who launched his service 
to his district as Chairman of Arlington’s 
“Citizens,for Eisenhower,” says, “Why, 
the whole federal budget during the 
Eisenhower administration doesn’t even 


equal today’s deficit.” 

Barnstead said he wants to become a 
State Committee member so he can 
“reactivate the district.” He is also 
concerned because a new chairman is 
going to be elected this year and he said 
he’d like to bring some of his experience 
to the committee in this “turbulent 
period.” Barnstead says that he feels his 
expertise and his habit of “speaking out 
on the issues and taking on Herculean 


tasks is just what will help bring about 
the resurgence of the Republican party.” 

A creed under which he said he has 
operated during all his involvement in 
government affairs is, “To sin by silence 
makes cowards of men.” Barnstead also 
quotes from an Aug. 4, 1857, speech by 
Frederick Douglass: “Those who profess 
to favor freedom, and yet deprecate 
agitation, are men who want crops 
without plowing up the ground.”

Committee Re-election 


Arlington Town Treasurer John 
Bilafer, Jias announced his intention to 
seek re-election to the Massachusetts 
Democratic State Committee in the 
Presidential Primary March 4. 

Bilafer is seeking a second four-year 
term as the State Committeeman from 
the Fourth Middlesex District, which 
includes Arlington, Lexington. Win¬ 
chester and Woburn. 

The Democratic State Committee 
consists of 80 members — one man and 
one woman elected separately from each 
of the 40 State Senatorial Districts. The 
primary function of the State Committee 
is to set policy for the Democratic Party 
in Massachusetts 

In addition to being the District’s 
State Committeeman for the past four 
years, Bilafer’s service to the 
Democratic Party includes 12 years as 
an elected member of the Arlington 
Democratic Town Committee, a delegate 
to three Democratic State Conventions 
and former President of the Arlington 
Young Democrats. 

Bilafer feels that the most significant 
recent happening for the Democratic 
Party in Massachusetts has been the 
adoption of a State Charter. The Charter 
should “open up the party to a great deal 
more participation in the two most im¬ 
portant things a party does, nominating 
statewide candidates and taking 
positions on issues," Bilafer said. He 
feels that a nominating convention “is 
important to restoring the Demorcatic 
Party organization in Massachusetts.” 
"This is the most dynamic aspect of the 
Charter which requires that delegates to 
conventions will have to be chosen in 
caucuses open to all registered 
Democrats. This procedure should 
eventually result in stronger coor¬ 
dination between the statewide can¬ 
didates and the party organization," 
Bilafer stated. 

Government and its financial 
management have been part of Bilafer’s 
life for the past 16 years. He has spent the 
last eight years as Arlington’s Town 
Treasurer, and eight years as an 
Arlington Selectman, including a term as 
chairman of the Board of Selectmen. 

Bilafer has a degree in American 
government from Harvard College and a 
degree in Law from Boston College Law 
School. He served on active duty in the 
United States Navy and attained the rank

When Mass, voters go to the polls 
March 4 to choose a presidential can¬ 
didate, they will also select members to 
their party’s state and town committees 

These lour-year term committees 
make the rules and regulations of the 
party, carry out party functions and are 
in charge of recruiting candidates on the 
state and local levels, according to the 
Elections Division of the Secretary ol 
State’s Office. 

“The biggest job of the state com 
mittee is candidate recruitment and 
support," said Ann Bidinotto of the Mass. 
Republican State Committee. "They are 
also instrumental in determining the 
makeup of the National Committee." 

Members of each state committee in 
4he nation elect representatives to the 
Democratic and Republican National 
Committee, which is responsible lor the 
organization of the party on the national 
level. 

Voters in each of the 40 state 
senatorial districts will select one state 
committee man and one state committee 
woman, creating an 80-member state 
committee. Since the senatorial lines 
were recently redrawn, there are some 
districts in which two incumbents are 
running against each other. 


In Winchester, which is now in the 
Fourth Middlesex District with 
Arlington, Woburn and Lexington, 
Democratic voters will choose one 
candidate from among four candidates 
lor state committee woman, two of whom 
are incumbents.

In a way it seemed to resemble some sort of Olympic scoring with 
Continental Cablesystems capturing most of the medals with their 
three first and two second place finishes. 

Indeed, after all of the Selectmen had handed in their scoring 
sheets on Tuesday night, trimming the pack of cable television 
companies after the Winchester franchise to three, Continental was 
the favorite with its two strongest rivals, Winchester Cable TV and 
Warner Cable both saddled with some difficult drawbacks. 

Though the vote by no means guarantees Continental the Win¬ 
chester license, especially since they were second on the ballots of 
Selectmen Wade Welch and Arthur Dunbar, both of whom have been 
known to argue their positions a bit in the past, their pluses weigh 
much heavier than their minuses. 

Warner and WCTV are not so fortunate. Both of them have 
handicaps which they may not be able to overcome, at least not in 
the minds of the judges. 

For Warner the first and foremost is its record of selling off 
franchises. The number of such troubles all of the Board members. 
In fact one of the competing companies for the license in town, 
Greater Boston Cable Televison, spoke of their large set-up in Lowell 
during the recent hearings. It was Warner that sold that franchise to 
Greater Boston. 

The Selectmen’s fear, naturally, is that Warner might develop 
Winchester’s cable system, then dump it to some smaller company 
for a healthy profit. Many of the companies who were after Win¬ 
chester’s franchise were not that experienced in building systems, 
rather they would buy from larger companies and then rebuild it. 
Warner, the fourth largest company in the country, is in a position to 
buy and sell franchises. 

A smaller concern for the Selectmen is something that Warner 
considers one of its strengths. As the fourth largest group in the 
country, with a reputation of building systems in much larger cities 
and towns than Winchester, it would be natural to assume Warner 
could handle Winchester's system. This is not questioned. 

But there is some worry that Warner is actually too big for 
Winchester. Where will the town be on its list of priorities next to 
cities in Ohio or other parts of the country? Will we be somewhat 
neglected? 

The problems for WCTV are more difficult to deal with. Warner’s 
problem is one of winning the confidence of the Selectmen. WCTV 
must deal with two tangibles. 

The first is what one Selectman called their "shaky” financial 
picture. WCTV has a $1.7 million capital supply with part of that 
coming from investments by limited partners in town. By com¬ 
parison, Warner Communications has total assets of around $1.3 
billion, while Continental has a revolving account of $10 million with 
The First National Bank of Boston. 

Like Warner, WCTV also seems to be hurt by an area where they 
thought they drew their strength. The mystery of Ted Jarmain and 


Cable Stock 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

Having followed, with some interest, 
Wade Welch’s proposal that the town own 
stock in the company awarded a cable tv 
license in Winchester and after reading 
the reactions of the applicants to this 
concept, I would like to put forth a 
modest proposal: 

1. The licensee should be requried to 
pay a percentage of its revenues (not 
profits) each year from its Winchester 
operation to a non-profit foundation 
established by the twon. 

2. This foundation would be run by 
citizens of the town appointed by the 
Selectmen or some other public 
authority. 

3. This foundation would direct its 
activities and spend the revenues it 
receives for the benefit of the youth of the 
town, be it for a youth center or for ac¬ 
tivities or both. 

By awarding the license and ef¬ 
fectively creating a monopoly, the town 
will be conferring considerable value 
upon the licensee; I see no reason why 
the town should not try to recapture a 
small portion of that value to provide 
youth programs. 

As to the point that this proposal will 
only result in higher rates and be a 
discriminatory tax upon the subscribers, 
well, as anyone who owns a car and pays 
automobile excise taxes - or for that 
matter who buys a pack of cigarettes or a 
bottle of liquor - knows, such a result is 
not unprecedented. More to the point 
than rebutting the negatives is to em¬ 
phasize the positive: using the in¬ 
troduction of cable tv in Winchester to 
fund programs for the most-neglected 
group in town, Winchester’s youth. 

Such a worthy goal would, I hope, 
encourage the town to work through our 
legislators to have adopted whatever 
enabling legislation is required (or, 
better still, encourge applicants to 
voluntarily adopt this idea as an in¬ 


ducement to the Town to award them the 
license). 

And it might even allow the town to 
expand programs without affecting the 
general tax rate.

For the last six or eight months (I 
have lost track), but since early last 
summer, every time I drive over South 
Border road (which I do frequently at all 
hours of the day) I see the same two 
street lights burning brightly. 

Night or day they shine, it makes no 
difference. Even at noontime, with a 
bright sun in a cloudless sky, they shine. 
The two lights I refer to can be seen by 
anyone. One is opposite the entrance to 
the South Reservoir. The other is two 
lights further on, toward Roosevelt 
Circle, at the blocked off entrance to the 
old Nike site. 

A few poles further on, an electric 
meter is mounted about 10 feet above the 
ground. I have stopped my car at noon on 
a bright day, and the little wheel was 
turning merrily. Presumably it has been 
grinding away, 24 hours a day, ever since 
last spring! And probably longer! 

Now, in my own house I turn all lights. 
out except those in actual use. And these 
are all household bulbs, listed at 
anywhere from 25 watts to 150 watts 
apiece. The bulbs in the street lights 1 
mention are much, much larger. 

I have heard the figure 10,000. But, 
whether that is lumens or watts I cannot 
say. What I do know is that, in either 
case, the total amount of energy wasted 
by these two street lights burning 24 
hours a day for six months or over is' 
many times the total amount of energy 
expended in lighting 50 or 100 houses a 
lew hours each evening. 

The meter grinds away and runs up 
the bill. The state pays the bill and we 
pay the tax to pay the bill. I think it is 
about time that someone prods the 
Electric Light Co. to fix the automatic 
regulators so that these lights will turn 
themselves off when it is no longer dark. 

Does anyone agree?

The second high school was built on a 
lot donated to the town in 1892 by Nancy 
Symmes Howe, in memory to her father 
Zachariah Symmes. 

This lot extends from Washington 
street, along the Parkway to Main street. 
The school is located on the Washington 
street corner and was built in 1903. The 
cornerstone was laid May 6, 1903 and the 
building was dedicated on June 1, 1904. 
The architect was H.D. Hale of Boston 
and the General Contractor was H.P. 
Cummings Co. The cost was $110,000. 

Its style is that of the Georgean 
period, and it is constructed above the 
flgmvM bUft .of grw

pupils. There is also a potte cochere at 
the Washington street entrance. 

The basement contains two dressing 
rooms, a kitchen and lunch room, a 
storero6m, bicycle room, heating plant 
and a gymnasium, two stories in height. 

On the first floor are four classrooms, 
two recitation rooms, offices for the 
superintendent and principal and a 
balcony overl9oking the gymnasium. The 
vestibule which one enters on the Park¬ 
way has a mosaic floor, marble stairs 
and opens into an entrace hall in which 
there are pilasters and cornice of classic 
design. Placed in the entrance hall is a 
bronze tablet to serve both as a memorial 
to Symmes and as a testimonial of the 
gratitude of the town to his wife for her 
generous gift. 

On the second floor are four 
classrooms, two recitation rooms, the 
library with a fireplace, a teachers’ room 
and the assembly hall which is two 
stories in height. The assembly hall has a 
large stage on the side opposite the 
gallery with the entrance on the third 


floor. 

On the third floor are the physical and 
chemical laboratories, a science 
recitation room and other small rooms 
for work in physics and chemistry, a 
drawing room, a class room and a small 
lecture hall. 

The building will easily accommodate 
450 people, and nearly 100 more with 
slight crowding. 

Throughout the building are many 
gifts of paintings, photographs, busts and 
statues of famous people and places 
donated by different graduating classes 
and prominent Winchester citizens. A 
grand piano, a gift of Handel Pond, was 
given for the assembly hall. 

The^tMrriBeF'ttf pupils at this time 
attending thei'foiir-year school was 215 
and had .a graduating class of 27. The 
high school had four courses: classical, 
scientific, general and commercial, of 
which the commercial is a new in¬ 
novation. 

For 37 years Edwin N. Lovering, who 
was known as the “Gent” by his former 
pupils, served as principal of the high 
school and a teacher of Latin. He retired 
as principal to become Principal 
Emeritus in 1909, but continued as Latin 
master until he retired from the school 
system in 1924. 

He was an honorary member of the 
En Ka Society. Lovering lived in Win¬ 
chester for more than half a century and 
had been a Winchester institution; a 
leader, fine friend and courtly scholar. (I 
knew him personally as a former pupil, a 
neighbor and personal friend for 35 years 
until he left Winchester in 1945.) 

In 1909 Elbert C. Wixon became 
principal and Edwin E. Thompson was 
sub-master until 1920 when he became 
principal. Wixon left in 1916 and Charles 
L. Curtis was appointed principal until 
1920. 


Eva L. Palmer was appointed in 1891 
as a teacher of mathematics, English 
and Greek in the old high school. She was 
appointed Dean of the Girsl in 1917, a 
position she held until she retired in 1939, 
after serving the town for 48 years. No 
one can measure the inspiration and 
influence for good which she has given to 
nearly three generations of Winchester 
youth. 

The first issue of Recorder, the class 
year book, was published in 1894. Harold 
P. Huntress was founder and first editor. 
Also, the Aberjona Year book was 
published in 1927. The Red and Black, a 
semi-monthly paper, started in 1939. 

There was a change in ^inp^afs In 


through three doors in the southerly part 
of the building opening, off a walk run¬ 
ning through to both Washington and 
Main streets. It also has a large stage to 
seat 110. Extending from the side of the 
auditorium west towards Main street is 
the gymansium. 

The original building is being heated 
by the old boilers in the high school, but 
the new part of the building is heated 
from the central heating plant in the new 
Junior High School on Main street. This 
new school was built at the same time at 
a cost of approximately $252,000. The 
architect was R. Clipston Sturgis and the 
general contractor was Delaney Con¬

The evening was actually a bit of 
Americana. A home in a small town 
opens its doors to a man from Illinois, 
actively involved in the business of 
running for president. Most have never 
met the man before, he may even be a 
stranger to the hosts. Yet he’s welcomed 
by all to say what he thinks, about 
anything he wants. 

Perhaps they aren't all supporters of 
the guest of honor. They might simply be 
voters involved in the democratic 
process as much as they can be, or they 
might be closet political junkies. 
Whatever they were, they had come to 
see a man walk out of the pages of the 
The New York Times or The Boston 
Globe and into their midst. 

The party was a fundraiser, on a 
small scale, for the candidate. As the 
bartender served cocktails out on the 
veranda, the upper-middle class guests, 
the kind with a little money to give to a 
campaign, mingled about. 

The candidate was politically late for 
the party, which is perhaps somewhat 
chic lor presidential candidates these 
days. So the guests continued to meander 
around, talking political shop, looking as 
though they were waiting for a bus to an 
Olympic event. 

The candidates press secretary 
arrives first and briefly discusses the 
campaign strategy with several town¬ 
sfolk. The idea is to pick up momentum in 
New Hampshire and Massachusetts for 
the big win in the home state he points 
out. The listeners are fascinated as the 
schemes Walter Cronkite talks about and 
Tom Wicker writes about, now stand in 
action t>efore them. 

Finally the candidate, Rep. John B. 
Anderson, arrives at the home. Necks 
strain as he enters the living room For 
people who have only seen the man in his 


political ads on television, he im¬ 
mediately comes across as being much 
more human than the serious, 
straightforward politician on the tube. 
There’s no overwhelming glow of 
charisma,. but there’s an appealing 
smile. 

The house on Worthen road is only one 
of a number Of speaking engagements for 
him this day. He is in fact already 
somewhat horse from talking. As he 
moves through the crowd toward the 
makeshift podium, shaking one hand 
after another, saying it’s a pleasure to be 
there, the scene is another slice from the 
business of professional campaigning. 
It's a scene Anderson and all of his 
campetitors will repeat a hundred times 
over again throughout the summer, or 
however long they last in the race. 

Looking like Dan Rather with white 
hair and glasses, Anderson steps up to 
speak after a brief introduction. He 
speaks of the “experience” of cam¬ 
paigning and how it has affected his life. 
He spoke of the fine people he’s met along 
the way and uow it is their faith in him 
and his principles which make him press 
on, if only to justify their belief. 

He spoke of inflation, conservation, 
foreign affairs and our country’s image. 
The crowd applauds and asks a couple of 
questions, which he answers as directly 
as he had to. 

And then he left. Hurried away by 
aides to yet another town, another 
reception, another fundraiser, hopefully 
more votes. So many people for a can¬ 
didate to reach and so little time to do it. 
1’he crowd is left with only a taste of big 
time politics, perhaps a tease for those 
who want more. Was he really here? Did 
he really speak with us? 

As the candidate rode off to his next 
stop, the crowd hurried out of the home 
and on to theirs. It’s Sunday night and 
John Anderson is on Sixty Minutes. 


was given a leave of absence to enter the 
armed services and, on his return, 
served until 1956 when he retired. In the 
interim Samuel Graves served as acting 
principal. 

The crowded condition at the high 
school in 1929 caused the school to be 
placed on the two-platoon system, the 
three upper classes attending in the 
morning and the freshmen in the af¬ 
ternoon. At this time there were 557 - 
pupils with a graduating class of 90. 

At the beginning of the fall term in 
1930, the high school separated from the 
Mystic Valley League and became a 
member of the new athletic league, the 
Middlesex League, which disbanded in 
1940 and was revived in 1956. 

Due to the still overcrowded condition 
of the high school in 1931, it became 
necessary for the town to take action. 
The annual Town Meeting voted to ap¬ 
point a School Building Committee to 
alter and build an addition to the high 
school, and also build a new junior high 
school. Ralph Harrington Doane was the 
architect and Irving P. Rocheford of 
Framingham was the general contractor 
of the project, which cost approximately 
$305,000. 

The alterations included: the present 
auditorium to have two new floors, one at 
the level of the first floor and one at the 
third floor level. The third floor had two 
large study rooms and the second Ifoor 
two classrooms. In the basement the 
entire area of the present gymnasium, 
together with the space now used as a 
cafeteria and kitchen, was utilized as a 
cafeteria to seat 400. The kitchen to serve 
this cafeteria comes in the addition and 
connects with the cafeteria at the south 
end. 

These alterations in the present 
building will make available seven new 
classrooms which, with the two new 
study rooms, will give classroom 
capacity for 700 pupils. 

The addition will include a new 
auditorium with gallery with a seating 
capacity of 750. The public entrance is 


wood. The three-story 
above ground on the Main street side and 
four stories above the ground on the 
parkway. It will accommodate 450. 

Since the enrollment of the high school 
has increased to HOG in 1936, it was 
necessary to house the freshmen class in 
the Wadleigh School which consisted of 
225 pupils. 

The year 1940 saw a change in the 
athletic department. Henry Knowlton, 
former captain of the 1927 football team, 
was appointed physical director and 
coach. He resigned in 1967 after 27 years 
as football coach but stayed on as 
director and teacher. 

During his career as coach, his teams 
won 170 games, lost 64 and tied 17. His 
teams also won two Class C State 
Championships, one in 1942 and one in 
1946, and also a Class B championship 
which they shared with Gloucester, in 
1951. He developed outstanding Win¬ 
chester players who went on to national 
fame such as Joe Bellino, Bill West and 
many others. He was chosen Coach of the 
Year in 1961 by the Association of New 
England Football Officers. On his 
retirement year the town named the 
athletic field “Knowlton Stadium” in his 
honor. 

The first permanent band was started 
in 1945 under the direction of Alma 
Stoddard and has constantly grown 
under the leaderships of Fred Felmet, 
Wendall Withington, Fred Murray, John v 
Beyrant and finally the present leader, 
Priscilla Miller. It has increased to 
approximately 90 members and has 
appeared in many Winchester parades 
and civic functions. It is also one of the 
highlights at all football games. 

In the late 1940s various plans were 
afloat about the town to build a new and 
better high school. The present high 
school was just too small, too old, and too

Winchester. . . 

The Selectmen have narrowed the cable TV 
license applicants from seven down to three 
finalists: Warner Cablevislon, Continental 
Cablevision and Winchester Cable TV. 

While there is an attempt to set objective 
criteria to analyze the applications, one can’t 
deny that the broad local ownership of Win¬ 
chester Cable TV is an influential factor in its 
favor. 

Selectman Wade Welch has asked Sen. Sam 
Rotondi to file a bill permitting the town to own 
stock in the cable tv company which gets the 
license. This is not a good idea. 

As the licensing authority, the Selectmen will 
be the first ones to get public complaints about 
service problems with the franchise operator. 
They will also be the Board responsible for 
seeing that the cable TV company fulfills its 
contractual obligations to the town. The town 
should not be a stockholder in the company it is 
regulating. 

Beyond this, there is a real philosophical 
problem with the town trying to get a piece of the 
action in companies with which it does business. 

Government should not be involved in private 
business. When that happens, as it does already 
in far too many federal government programs, 
the tail soon wags the dog to the detriment of the 
original objective and to the public generally.

America has a little egg on its face. 

The Winter Olympic Games at Lake Placid 
are a disgrace. Nothing’s going right and 
nobody’s in charge. 

The competitors missed practice because of 
traffic and transportation problems, the flag 
poles wouldn’t fit into the holes at the awards 
ceremony site, and the Los Angeles Chamber 
Orchestra cancelled its remaining concerts after 
not getting paid for its first three performances. 

About the only good thing to say was that the 
events themselves went off on time. And the 
spectators who were hours late because of the 
buses were not happy about that. 

The bus transportation system is only one of 
several problems but it is a major one. If 
thousands of people had to wait two hours for a 
bus at the summer games it would be a major 
inconvenience. But in Lake Placid, with the 
temperature never, above. 20 ,degree* and tfte 
wind blowing, it’s a disaster. j 

Reading about the problem is not like ex¬ 
periencing it. There are no bus dispatchers at the 
event sites. There may be a conservation officer 
or a state trooper, but no one who knows when 
the next bus is coming, where it is coming from, 
where it will be scheduled to go, or if it is coming 
at all. 

After standing for 40 minutes and seeing no 
buses at all, you get the idea that no one knows 
you are there or knows there are 2,000 other 
people in the line with you. 

And there are three lines, each waiting for 
buses to go to different sites. A bus arrives, 
people cheer, but it stops in front of the 250 
people waiting to go back to the parking lot. 
Disappointment for the 2,000 in your line trying 
to get from the downhill run at Whiteface 
Mountain to the ski jump at Intervale. 

Another bus arrives; some people from New 
Jersey rush up the side of the line and push 
ahead of those who have been waiting patiently. 
Words are exchanged but nothing more. The only 
officer around doesn’t want to get involved. 

More buses trickle in one at a time. After an 
hour’s wait, those at the front of the line are on 
their way to the ski jump. Those at the back of 
the line may never see the ski jumping. The 
event lasts only two hours and by now it has 
already started. 

Leaving the ski jump is even worse. There are 
over 5,000 people in the line. No buses. People 


pushing ahead. People freezing. It’s 17 degrees 
and the wind is blowing about 10 mph. 

The National Guard moves in two am¬ 
bulances and the State Police bring up three 
buses and a cruiser. A bullhorn announces that 
people who are cold can go into the vehicles to 
keep warm. 

Everybody laughs. Everyone is cold. The 
crowd, now waiting over an hour, knows the 
vehicles are for those who are critically cold — 
hypothermia and frostbite cases. 

A couple of kids are put in the cruiser, some 
women are escorted to the ambulances. There 
are no bus dispatchers, but at least this time 
someone knows you are ther. A police helicopter 
circles the crowd 100 feet overhead. TV crews 
show up to film the situation as the people chant 
’'We want buses.” 

Six buses arrive, but they drive past the 
crowd. They go to the far end of the grounds and 
are parked with other silent buses and the 
drivers leave. Disappointment again. 

The Olympic Committee originally planned 
600 buses but then decided 300 would be enough. 

A week before the event the Teamsters decided 
union bus drivers must be used or they would 
picket. A compromise was reached. Fifty union 
drivers would be hired. 

On Monday, 133 union drivers showed up. 
More negotiations. The drivers were hired but 
any enthusiasm the bus contractor had for 
getting the job done disappeared. 

There was one driver for each of the 300 
buses. The buses were expected to operate 16 
hours a day. The drivers work eight hour shifts 
and can’t work more than 12 hours under state 
law. So 25 percent of the buses had to be out of 
service at any time, even with all drivers 
working 12 hours. 

It would take 660 buses to move the expected 
crowd of 60,000 people per day if they moved all 
at the same time. And that's almost what hap¬ 
pens because the events start and finish about 
the same time. And people want to go from one 
event to another. 

Even with 46 extra buses brought in by the 
Governor on Saturday, there were 86 buses out of 
service due to driver manpower. This meant 260 
available buses or 400 short of what was 
required. 

After an hour and 20 minutes and only seven 
buses showing up for over 5,000 people at the ski 
. jump,*. state,police captain Qrdmjetf one otttte .ir 
"warming” buses to move in to transportpedple; 

It was a well-used old yellow school -bus. 
Standing room only. “I can hardly make it over 
these hills with only 45 people on board,” the 
driver said. The bus was packed. Two other 
buses passed it going up hill. 

The passengers had to tell the driver how to 
get to the parking lot 14 miles out of Lake Placid. 

He made it. "Are you sure you can remember 
how to find your way back? ’ ’ 

"Hell, I’m not going back. If I do, they’ll just - 
give me another load,” he replied. 

Now, with 4,260 or so people still freezing back 
at the ski jump site, the Lake Placid Olympic 
Organizing Committee was 401 buses short. 

The current Lake Placid experience is a good 
argument to have the Olympics held at a per¬ 
manent site. Tickets were being sold on the site 
for about one-third of face value due to the 
transportation problems. The scalpers were 
getting scalped for a change. 

Do not be mislead by Jim McKay saying 
"See, there is no bus problem. An hour after this 
hockey game, all 5,000 people are on their way 
back to their cars.” 

At night, they have 260 buses available for the 
hockey crowd, but during the day, the same 260 
have to handle up to 10 times as many people. If 
they couldn’t straighten out the bus problem 
between Monday and Sunday last week, there is 
no reason to expect they can do it for this 
weekend. 



Internationalism

WASHINGTON - Most discussions of the 
political scene In 1980 are focused on the 
presidential candidates - Carter, Kennedy, 
Reagan, Bush. 

On the Republican side, however, there is an 
undercurrent of conversation concerning the 
second spot on the ticket, not all of which is 
strictly concerned with the vice presidency. The 
GOP, In fact, has two nascent and entirely 
separate movements under way to promote a 
major party figure for the vice presidential 
nomination. Both bear some looking Into. 

The first of these Involves Sen. Jesse Helms', 
the conservative GOPer from North Carolina. 
Helms In recent years has emerged as a major 
spokesman for conservative positions In the 
Senate, and within the Republican Party. He has 
been particularly effective on foreign policy 
issues such as detente, the SALT accords, 
Panama, Rhodesia, and the like. 

In ’76, Helms was a staunch supporter of 
Ronald Reagan, and.it was the Helms 
organization that pulled Reagan’s chestnuts 
from the fire with a crucial victory In North 
Carolina. Helms is still reportedly sympathetic 
to Reagan, but neither he nor his cagy campaign 
chief Tom Ellis are smitten with Reagan 
manager John. P. Sears. They thought Sears 
blew the Reagan candidacy last time around, 
and fear he could do the same in ’80. 

All of which gives special meaning to the 
blossoming of the Helms for Vice President 
Committee in Raleigh, N.C. While there are 
many GOPers who would dearly love to see 
Helms on the ticket, and while Helms and Ellis 
wouldn’t turn an offer down, it appears the 
principal object of this campaign is to give 
conservatives some leverage in Detroit, at a 
convention which might otherwise be dominated 
by the pragmatic Sears and the "moderate” 
hosts of Connally, Bush, and Baker. 

Also intriguing is a vice-presidential boomlet 
that is building on behalf of Rep. Jack Kemp of 


New York. Kemp himself is an official in the 
Reagan campaign, and has nothing to do with the 
vice-presidential effort, but a number of youthful 
turks in and around the Republican Party are 
interested in promoting him for the number-two 
spot. Like the Helms people, however, they may 
have even larger objectives in mind. 

The arguments advanced in favor of Kemp 
are persuasive. He is an articulate, attractive 
candidate, who has fastened on to the issue of tax 
reduction and almost singlehandedly turned it 
into a major Republican talking point. Few who 
have listened to him on the subject can doubt his 
expertise, he is also good on other topics, such as 
energy and national defense. 

Most of all, it is argued, Kemp has shown it is 
possible to take such themes and sell them ef¬ 
fectively to the public. He has put together 
overwhelming majorities in a blue-collar 
working class district, has good rapport with 
labor, and can bridge the gap between con¬ 
servative and moderate factions in his party. 
And, coming from New York, he could supply an 
element of geographical balance to a ticket 
headed, say, by Ronald Reagan. 

The vice-presidential spot, Of course, is 
traditionally within the gift of the presidential 
nominee, and whether Kemp or Helms would 
receive such an offer, and from whom, is 
anybody’s guess. But, like the Helms promoters, 
the Kemp aficionadoes may have something else 
in mind — like building their youthful candidate 
up for 1984. It was a vice-presidential boom for 
John F. Kennedy, after all, that positioned him 
for the Presidency in 1960. 

As has been amply shown in this election 
year, the best laid plans in U.S. politics can go 
awry — and what will eventuate from the Helms 
and Kemp initiatives cannot at this point be 
predicted. Suffice it to say that both are major 
factors in the GOP equation, and could have 
significant Impact on this summer’s proceedings 
in Detroit. 


Bad News From The Top 


When Chief of Naval Operations, A. Tom 
Hayward, testified before the House Armed 
Services Committee on January 31, his 
statement had to be cleared in advance by the 
Secretary of Defense. Changes had to be 
negotiated. 

The final version was, therefore, like all 
formal statements made by members of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, neither as candid as the 
members would like it to be, nor as optimistic as 

Administration would wanttt to be 

with which to continue their delusions. 

Nevertheless, careful naval analysts around 
the world will decode the document’s chilling 
message. 

The key passages follow: 

"Last year...I judged our Navy to have a slim 
edge over the Soviets and...I was very un¬ 
comfortable with the margin... in a time of many 
uncertainties.” 

"The past 12 months have...highlighted 
shortcomings in our ability to deploy and sustain 
adequate military force in those areas outside 
Central Europe where our interests Increasingly 
require such capability." 

*' Your Navy is stretched thinner today than at 
any time since the late 1940s.” 

"Geography demands numbers as well as 
capability... today we are trying to meet a three 
ocean requirement with a one-and-a-half ocean 
Navy.” 

"A recently released CIA study reported that 
last year Russian investments in military 
procurement, R & D, and construction exceeded 
that of the United States by 85 percent.” 

“Given the narrowness of our margin of 
superiority today, every major engagement 
must be regarded as potentially decisive in 
terms of its impact on the naval balance. With 
our numerically inferior forces, achievement of 
favorable attrition ratios offers the only prospect 
of progressively defeating the Soviet Navy in a 
worldwide war at sea.” 

Ship reductions..."limit our offensive options 
in many critical and high threat areas in time of 
war. A strategy of sequential offensive cam¬ 
paigns based on a careful prioritization of our 
objectives would be required for the U.S. to 
succeed in gaining effective control of those sea 
areas essential to our successful prosecution of a 
global war.” 


"Risk assessment...leads to the conclusion 
that today the Navy is marginally capable of 
carrying out its mission in support of national 
strategy.” 

The foregoing is about as much as any U.S. 
Navy Chief dare say. 

Loyalty to his Commander in Chief is 
required. 

Moscow would be further emboldened and 
U.S. allies further disheartened if he said it more 
precisely. ; ‘ , 

& phrases A servied chitef l ktiu*t weigh carefully the* 
impact on the morale oj his people if he says they 
would lose. 

But here is the clear meaning of Adm. 
Hayward’s words: 

If conventional war with the Soviet Union 
breaks out, major naval warfare would occur in 
the Atlantic, Pacific, Mediterranean, and Indian 
Ocean. 

Possibly winning offensive operations could 
be waged simultaneously in only two of these 
theatres — e.g., the North Atlantic to try to save 
Europe, and the Indian Ocean to try to save our 
oil. 

In order to move offensively in the other two, 
later — e.g., the Eastern Mediterranean and the 
Western Pacific, we would have to achieve 
favorable attrition ratios in the original naval 
campaigns. If we do not, the offensive operations 
in the other two theatres could not be conducted. 

In any event, Soviet air-sea-and land forces 
during the initial campaigns would have 
primary sway in the areas reserved for later 
sequential offensive campaigns. 

Not said because of the political consequences 
of saying so is that by the time those later 
operations are commenced, if ever, the allies we 
needed to save — e.g., Japan, Taiwan, South 
Korea, and the Philippines in the Pacific; Israel, 
Egypt, Turkey, Jordan in the Eastern 
Mediterranean would probably have been 
overrun by the forces of Moscow and her client 
states. 

And for wherewithal to reverse this grim 
picture in the future, Adm. Hayward is required 
to support a 1981 budget which provides neither 
ships nor aircraft at a rate which will sustain 
present numbers. He has been given a budget 
with only a 1.3 percent real increase over 1980, 
and with a 15 percent reduction in dollars for new 
ship construction. 



Markey Backs Boycott

Congressman Ed Markey, voting with 
an overwhelming majority of the House 
of Representatives, recently endorsed 
President Carter’s proposal that 
American athletes boycott the Moscow 
Olympic Games unless the Soviet Union 
withdraws its troops from Afghanistan 
within u month. 

"This is an immediate step we can 
take,” Markey said, “to signal the Soviet 
Union that its decision to move on a 
defenseless nation will have severe 
consequences. There should be no doubt 
in Moscow that we are determined to 
oppose naked aggression on the in¬ 
dependence of a free nation.” 

Markey indicated he believed the 
Soviet Union has a strong economical 
and political stake in hosting the 
Olympics. A boycott, he said, could have 
a significant impact on the Russians. 

He also viewed the boycott vote as a 


refusal by this nation to sanction the 
recent removal of dissidents from the 
Soviet capital to provincial areas. 

“When a nation cannot abide the 
dissenting views of one of its most 
notable citizens,” he said, referring to 
the exile of Andrei D. Sakharov, the 
Soviet physicist and rights advocate to 
Gorki, a city closed to foreigners, “it 
demonstrates to all the world not its 
strength, but its weakness.” 

The resolution passed by the House on 
a 386-12 vote urges the US Olympic 
Committee to honor the President s 
request to propose the transfer or can 
eellation of the 1980 summer Olympics. It 
also encourages the US Olympic Com¬ 
mittee and Olympic committees of other 
countries to boycott the Moscow games 
and to conduct their own alternative 
games if the International Olympic 
Committee rejects the proposal.

obsolete to meet the needs of a college- 
oriented age. Many plans and sites were 
discussed. 

Finally, at the November, 1953 Town 
Meeting, it was voted to convert the 
existing old high school on Washington 
street into a two-year junior high and 
make additions and alterations to the 
present junior high on Main street to 
convert it into a four-year senior high 
school with a capacity for 1000 students. 

The contract for the work on the 
junior high was awarded to J.F. Rand & 
Son in November, 1953. The cost for this 
project was approximately $2 million. 

A south wing with 15 classrooms, 
cafeteria and kitchen and a north wing 
with an auditorium seating 1100, a full 
stage and a gymnasium with folding 
bleachers for 1100 spectators were ad¬ 
ded. 

An unusual feature of the new high 
school is the WHSR radio station donated 
by the Winchester Rotary Club. The 
station went on the air June 1,1956 as the 
first and only such high school in¬ 
stallation in New England. 

The new senior high school was ready 
for occupancy in the fall of 1955 and has 
about 800 students with 170 graduates. At 
the same time a perma.ent bleacher 
structure was constructed on the east 
side of Manchester Field with a seating 
capacity of 2900. 

Alterations started on the old high 
school on the parkway in June, 1955 for 
use as a junior high school facility. The 
architect was Jerome Bailey Foster, a 
Winchester resident, and the cost was 
$600,000. The building became a 600- 
pupil, 11-classroom junior high with a 
more modern appearance. New 
industrial shops were provided in the 
basement and the old auditorium balcony 
became a music room and a bay window, 


auto canopy and lounge-lobby were 
added. It was completed in 1956. 

Grindle resigned as-principal of the 
high school in December, 1955. John D. 
Stevens served as acting principal from 
December, 1955 until June, 1956 when 
Howard Niblock was appointed. Niblock 
served as principal until 1969 when he 
was appointed Director of Pupil Services 
and served in this capacity until 1977 
when he resigned. In 1970, Vincent E. 
Larocco was appointed principal and is 
currently serving in that office. 

A reorganziation of the secondary 
schools took place in 1960 whereby the 
ninth grade was transferred to the junior 
high and the senior high became a three- 
year high school. Also, Arthur E. But¬ 
ters, a mathematics teacher in the high 
school retired after 40 years of service. 
This same year the junior high school 
was named the McCall Junior High 
School in honor of Gov. Samuel W. 
McCall, a Winchester resident. 

By 1965 the high school again became 
overcrowded and the town decided a new’ 
high school was necessary. After long 
debates over several years two sites 
were considered, one on Turkey Ridge on 
the West Side and the other on Shore 
road. At a Town Meeting of Feb. 26, 1968 
the site on Shore road was selected and 
voted $10,070,000 for constructing and 
equipping a new senior high school. 

Construction began that summer on 
channeling the Aberjona underground 
through a culvert since the new athletic 
field was to be built in the triangle- bet¬ 
ween the B & M’s main line and its 
Woburn branch. The contract for the 
architectural work was awarded to 
Crimp, Brown and Fisher. Richard White 
Sons was awarded the contract for the 
playing field. 

Opposition was still strong against the 
new school and a special Town Meeting 
was held Nov. 26,1968. But, it still refused 
‘o recind the vote of the previous 


Meeting. On Oct. 16, 1969 another Town 
Meeting was held and it voted an ad¬ 
ditional $3,100,000 to cover the increased 
costs. There was still opposition and a 
referendum was held Nov. 13, 1969 at 
which the voters supported the Oct. 16 
Town Meeting. 

In Jan., 1970 the White Construction 
Co. was awarded the contract for the new 
school. The $13.1 million, 1500-student 
high school was completed in March, 1972 
and was dedicated on April 9, 1972. 

Work on renovating the old Main 
street senior high school was started in 
Dec., 1972 to convert it back into the 
McCall Junior High School which wa 
approved at the Nov. 7, 1972 Town 
Meeting. The architect was Korslund, 
LeNormand & Quann, and the contractor 
was Dartmouth Construction Co. of 
Malden. The approximately cost was 
$500,000. It was renamed McCall Junior 
High School; the old McCall Junior High 
School on the parkway was refurbished 


in 1973 into an elementary school and 
renamed the Lincoln School. 

The High School today has grown to 
approximately 1200 students and has a 
graduating class of approximately 400. 
The curriculum has been expanded and 
improved and the activities in all various 
sports, clubs and groups, have increased 
tremendously, as well as the number of 
teachers and supervisors since the 
beginning of the high school. 

It might be interesting to list the 
Superintendents of Schools which are the 
following: since 1906; ScyuierF. Herron, 
1907-1917; John R. Fausey, 1918-1922; 
James J. Quinn, 1923-1944; Forbes H. 
Norris, 1945-1952; Dr. Harry Gilson, 1953- 
1967; Dr. Donald A. Klemer, 1968-1970; 
and William C. MacDonald, 1971 to 
present. 

During the w inter of 1859-1860 Winchester 
was hit by a scarlet fever epidemic in 
which 10 children died.

Vinson-Owen School 
Holds Music, Dance Festival 


A Renaissance Festival of Music and 
Dance was held at the Vinson-Owen 
School Feb. 15.

In Four Overtime Marathon 


It took four, count ’em, four over¬ 
times, but, they finally whupped ’em. 
Behind a fine 24-point, 19 rebound effort 
by Jimmy Kohr, the Winchester High 
varsity basketball team topped the 
Spartans of Stoneham last week 52-50 at 
the high school. 

“I think in those games somehow it 
should end in a tie,” said Sachem coach 
John Myers earlier this week. “A game 
like that would have been tough to lose.” 

A Kohr basket, and foul shot, with a 
Kevin Thomas foul shot sandwiched in 
between, gave the locals a four point lead 
with eight seconds to play in the fourth 
quarter.

The Sachems got their miracle shot of 
the night with two seconds remaining on 
the time clock. 


The first overtime ended in a 48-48 tie, 
with Billy Herder nearly winning it with 
a miracle shot at the buzzer. But the refs 
ruled that the Sachem center’s tur¬ 
naround juniper was a half-second too 
late and the two teams headed into a 
second overtime. 

Both the second and third overtimes 
were scoreless as both clubs tried to 
control the ball. Myers was quite happy 
with the way his club executed their stall. 
“We really concentrated on moving the 
ball and people coming to meet the pass 
to cut down on the interception,” the 
Sachem coach noted. “We always had an 
outlet man ready.” 

In the fourth the Sachems just decided 
to go after the game and play aggressive 
basketball. Kohr’s hoop from underneath 
gave the Sachems a lead they would 
never surrender followed by Thomas’ 
foul shot and another by Kohr. 

“It really gets wearing,” said Myers 
of a multiple overtime game.

It was a particularly satisfying win 
for the Sachems, who recalled their one 
point loss to Stoneham earlier this 
season, at Stoneham. To lose last weeks 
game would have been a heartbreaker. 

Earlier in the week the Sachems 
registered a 53-43 victory over Water- 
town, this one accomplished in the 
eonventiaonal four quarters. 

Kohr again led the locals as the tri¬ 
captain poured in 17 points and was a big 
factor on the boards. “Actually the 
rrontcourt of Kohr, Ward and Eddie 
Pratt is doing a good job on the boards for 
us,” Myers commented. 

It was a gutsy win against a club that 
has scored in the 70s against league 
powers like Burlington and Lexington.

They’re a team potentially 
that can score and I think we had them 
under good control.” 

With Thomas out sick, guards Jeff 
Cahill and Matt Groux handled the ball 
well against Watertown’s press, as well 
as tri-captain Jeff McGoldrick. 

A 22-18 Winchester halftime lead was 
advanced to 37-31 after three quarters. 
The locals, plagued with problems in 
finishing off their plays earlier in the 
season, showed a good deal of patience in 
w orking for the percentage shot and then 
making it. 

The two wins advanced the Sachems 
record to 7-11 with Myers hoping for wins 
in the final two tilts. But the fact is, after 
a 1-19 season last year, this year’s club 
would be a success if they didn’t win 
another game. 

The Sachems travel to Woburn 
tomorrow night for the season finale with 
the tournament bound Tanners. 


Pucksters End Forgetful Season 
With Consecutive Shutout Losses 


In a way, it ended in the same fashion 
as it began for the Winchester High boys’ 
varsity hockey team. In their final two 
games, the statistics read, 17 goals 
against, no goals scored and a final 
record of 1-16-1. 

It is unfortunate that the season 
should have ended as it did for the 
Sachems, a 7-0 loss to Burlington and a 
10-0 disaster to Woburn. For it wipes out 
any of the positive images of this team 
for the summer months. They were a 
young club who made some progress 
though the score did not always reflect it. 

“I think the ueartbreaker was 
Burlington,” said Sachem coach Mike 
Houghton earlier this week. “We played 
very well. We just couldn’t put one by 
(Burlington goalie Doug Collins.) The 
son of a gun is just so big he goes down 
sideways and his head is still above the 
bar." 

The Sachems were actually in the 
middle of a close game until the four 
minute mark of the final period. At that 
point, the Red Devils exploded for five 
goals as the Sachems watched helplessly. 

After a scoreless first period in which 
Winchester actually outshot Burlington, 
the Red Devils netted two in the second 
period, though the play was fairly even. 

As the final period began, the 
Sachems came out flying and really 
applied the pressure to Collins. But a 
dribbler got by Sachem goalie Bob 
Surabian and the flood began. “We just 


stood around for the last three minutes,” 
admitted Houghton. “At that point we 
were still hit with the flu epidemic and I 
don’t know if it was a combination of 
being tired or just frustrated. We just 
didn't do a damn thing.” 

The Woburn game was simply a rout. 
“They just physically abused us,” 
Houghton said of the Tanners. “They go 
out and they just wear you down 
physically.” 

Woburn scored on their first two shifts 
on the ice, added two more before the 
period ended and four more in the second 
period. Their two goals in the third made 
the final 10-0. It really was never a game. 

Houghton was not unhappy with the 
play of his team this season. “There were 
times when I’d watch them and I’d say, 
‘Gee, this is good hockey.’ But there were 
other times when I’d look and ask if there 
was anybody on the bench.” 

The Winchester coach feels there 
were two major problems for his club 
this season. “We didn’t have somebody 
that could put the puck in the net con¬ 
sistently for us," the Sachem coach 
pointed out. But he noted that Bill Ferry 
and Jeff Stackpole, two of his clubs better 
scorers, will be returning next season. 

The second drawback was that his 
team ’ was so young. “We did this 
basically with a sophomore team, which 
is going to show results next year.” He 
added that as well as physically 
developing during the off season, his 
team will simply have to become 
“tougher” if they’re going to handle 


some of the larger clubs. “I think the kids 
realized where they were going,” 
Houghton pointed out. “They really 
played with a lot more poise and con¬ 
fidence in the second half. Looking over 
the league I think there were three teams 
we were comparable with. On any given 
night we could have given them a run for 
their money. I think we’ve narrowed the 
gap in the league.” 

Beyond this is the fact that the players 
on this club are the best Winchester has 
to offer and to say that they don’t receive 
the support they deserve is an un¬ 
derstatement. For any team to be a 
winner there has to be a winning 
organization behind it. The Sachems 
have not received that support. The 
simple reality that this team doesn’t 
have a home rink and plays every game 
in the other teams pen, is nothing less 
than a disgrace for the athletic program 
in this town.

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Boy Scout Troop 507 Holds 
Court Of Honor Ceremony 


Last Monday night, the Troop 507 
meeting at Lincoln School Gymnasium 
had something special. It held a Court of 
Honor. 

A Court of Honor is held several times 
a year and is the occasion when scouting 
achievements by individual Scouts are 
recognized by the troop, and the badges 
and emblems which symbolize those 
achievements are presented. It is a 
solemn occasion in which the meaning of 
what it is to be a Scout is also remem¬ 
bered. It is also an astonishing occasion. 

The astonishment arises from the 
contrast between the Scout as a boy 
rushing, pushing, shouting, throwing a 
ball with his 30 or so fellows and the boy 
he suddenly becomes when the Court of 
Honor begins, and he stops to think of 
himself as a Scout. 

In a moment the gymnasium is 
tranformed. Chairs are put around a 
head table in a semi-circle for visiting 
parents ; candles are set up and the lights 
are put out. Usually, the senior patrol 
leader and a member of the leadership 
corps share the running of the ceremony. 
This time Senior patrol leader Steve 
Myers and Leadership Corps Scout 
Danny Perenick ran the show. 

At first, .a free candle was lit. With 
this, Danny lit three elevated center 
candles and recited the scout oath as he 
did so: 

On my honor I will do my best 

To do my duty to God and my country 

and to obey the Scout law: 

To help other people at all times; 

To keep myself physically strong, 

mentally awake, and morally 
straight. 

Then Steve Myers lit the six candles 
on either side of the three center ones, 
reciting one point from the Scout Law 
with each candle he lit: 

A Scout is trustworthy; loyal; helpful; 
friendly; courteous; kind; obedient; 
cheerful, thrifty; brave; clean; reverent. 
As each candle is lit, more and more 
laces can be seen until the whole circle is 
visible and the feeling of fellowship is 
complete. 

The awards are given out, starting 
with scouting ranks. The Scoutmaster, 
Vincent Coates, usually says a few words 
about the attributes towards which 
scouts strive, and the achivement of this 
troop in particular.

Local Dealer Joins Program 
To Reduce Oil Consumption

Oil dealers across the state have 
joined a program designed to reduce the 
amount of oil they sell to each of their 
customers this winter and in the future. 

The program is a cooperative effort 
by the Executive Office of Energy 
Resources (EOER) and the Better Home 
Heat Council (BHHC) to show consumers 
how they can increase the efficiency of 
their oil heating systems and thus 
decrease the amount of oil they use. 

A1 LaPointe, president of Federal 
Heating & Engineering Co., Inc., said 
that the “average consumer” could save 
up to 25 percent of his or her heating bill 
by making the improvements recom¬ 
mended by the program. 

“Flame retention head oil burners, 
tune-ups, and new boilers or furnaces are 
not glamorous purchases, but they can 
save moeny,” he said. 

The Department of Energy funded 
program provides for statewide radio, 
television, and direct mail media to 
suggest ways of cutting oil bills. They 
advise consumers to call a toll-free 
number for a list of oil heat dealers who 
have agreed to participate in the 
program. 

A1 LaPointe says the program has 
come at an opportune time. “Oil has 
simply gotten too expensive to waste,” he 
said. “And, from a practical business 
point of view, we want to reduce people’s 
energy costs so that they’ll be able to pay 
their bills.” 

The manager of the program for the 
EOER feels that many of the 150 par¬ 
ticipating oil heat dealers have changed 
the way they do business as a result of the 
energy crisis. 

“They are selling energy con¬ 
servation now, not just oil,” Augusta 
Hornblower said. “Some have expanded 
their services to include energy audits 
and sell a wide range of energy-saving 
products,” she added. 

As part of the procedure for qualifying 
as a participating dealer, Federal 
Heating sent its technicians back to 
school. The classes provided licensed oil 
heat technicians with an update of recent 
advances in energy conservation 
technology. 

Tom and Brian LaPointe, along with 
535 other technicians across the state 
learned the fundamentals of proper ef-

ficiency testing and when to recommend 
improvements. Participating dealers 
have agreed to perform efficiency tests 
as specified by federal and state energy 
departments, and to provide written 
recommendations to the consumer on 
request. 

An efficiency test involves checks of 
the smoke content, carbon dioxide 
content draft, and temperature of the 
flue gases. If the test result is not at least 
75 percent, the heating unit is not 
operating efficiently, and improvements 
should be made. 

Three energy saving improvements 
are stressed by the program: an annual 
tune-up, including installation of the 
proper size nozzle; replacement of an 
inefficient oil burner with a high-speed, 
llame retention head burner; and 
replacement of an inefficient boiler or 
furnace with a new one designed to save 
energy. 

Joseph S. Fitzpatrick, secretary of the 
EOER, feels the program is working. 
“Preliminary results indicate that oil 
burner sales are up substantially over 
last year and compared to other areas of 
the country,” he said. “People are maing 
their heating systems more efficient. 
Translating that into energy savings, we 
estimate that the program can help save 
Massachusetts more than three million 
gallons of oil this year alone.” 

Frank Leslie, director of the Better 
Home Heat Council, agrees. “People are 
using less oil this winter. Part of that is 
due to the mild weather, part to con¬ 
servation. The oil dealer stands to gain 
from this program,” he said. “His profit 
on energy conservation equipment will 
help make up for the fact that he is 
selling less to individual customers. And, 
he will probably attract customers in¬ 
terested in saving energy,” he added. 

LaPointe is pleased with the program. 
His company has been doing efficiency 
tests for 29 years, although demand for 
this service has been low until this year.. 

“The program can be effective in 
pointing out to people the need for ef-' 
ficiency tests,” he said. “Now they call 
us to make sure they have at least a 75 
percent reading. They know that wasting 
energy means wasting money.”

School Committee Elects 
New Director For Curriculum 


Before a standing room only crowd an 
Administrative Assistant and Project 
Director for the Newton Public Schools 
was selected by the School Committee 
Tuesday night as the new Director for 
Curriculum, effective July 1. 

David B. Ackerman, a doctoral 
candidate at Harvard University, was 
selected from three interviewees by a 
swift vote of five Committee members. 
Committee Chairman Constance Papas, 
who supported the administration’s 
recommendation that the job be awarded 
to Vinson-Owen Principal Clare M. 
Corcoran, said that although she believes 
Corcoran is the best candidate for the 
position, she didn’t want to cast any 
aspersions by voting against Ackerman. 
Thus, she abstained from both the vote to 
offer the job to Ackerman and the sub¬ 
sequently approved salary rate of $32,500 
as recommended by the Superintendent. 

A third candidate, Dr. John B. 
Barranco, director of curriculum kin¬ 
dergarten through grade 12 for the 
Ipswich Public Schools, was also in¬ 
terviewed by the Committee Tuesday 
night. 

Although the Committee’s vote 
Tuesday night was taken with no 
discussion, lengthy remarks preceeded 
the interviews on Monday when mem¬ 
bers of the Advisory Committee 
presented a report on the proceedure and 
recommendations for the Director for 
Curriculum position. 

At Monday night’s School Committee 
meeting Elaine Lowenstein, chairman of 
the Advisory Committee fdr Director for 
Curriculum, outlined to the committee 
that 172 resumes were received from a 
group of candidates representing “a 
broad geographical distribution.” From 
these candidates, 10 names were sub¬ 
mitted to Supt. of Schools William 
MacDonald for consideration. Mac¬ 
donald subsequently added his own 
recommendation, V-0 Principal Clare 
Corcoran, to the list. 

Two of the candidates subsequently 
withdrew; nine interviews were then 
held with candidates and members of the 
Advisory Committee. Lowenstein says 
that of the candidates, the Advisory 
Committee’s choice was David Acker¬ 
man, “an extraordinarily strong can¬ 
didate.” 

The second choice of the Advisory 

Barbara Bush 
Stumps Locally 
For Husband 

As Tuesday’s Massachusetts 
Presidential Primary moves closer, 
candidates, relatives and constitutents 
have begun to Hood the area, with 
Barbara Bush, the wife of Republican 
candidate George Bush, the most recent 
campaigner to visit Winchester. 

Mrs. Bush, w ho appeared at the home 
of Mr. and Mrs. Thomas Raleigh on Swan 
road last Thursday, addressed a crowd of 
about 80 people, urging them to vote for 
her husband. 

Chronicling his career since he joined 
the navy at age of 18 and received his 
wings at 19, Mrs. Bush said her husband 
w ent to Texas where he was a successful 
businessman with his own company. “He 
was part of the answer. He made jobs in 
the private sector," she said of her 
husband. 

Stating that Bush was a member of 
the US Congress for four years, Mrs. 
Bush noted that her 46 -year-old husband 
has been endorsed by more congressmen 
than any other candidate. 

She also noted that during the 
Watergate investigation, “people credit 
George with keeping the scandal from 
the party and the party from the scan¬ 
dal.” 

She did say that Bush ran for the US 
Senate and lost, “but so did Lincoln,” she 
quipped. 

Mrs. Bush, tall and thin with white 
hair, was introduced to the audience by 
State Rep. Andrew Card, the 
Massachusetts coordinator of the Bush 
campaign. 

She also noted that Bush enjoyed his 
tenure as head of the Central Intelligence 
Agency. “He knew how really important 
a strong intelligence agency is.” She 
added that “nobody has ever questioned 
George’s leadership.” 

Mrs. Bush summed up her campaign 
by stating that her husband should be 
president because he is the best can¬ 
didate for the job, has worked harder 
than the other candidates and because of 
the people who have worked for him. 


Committee was Barranco; Corcoran was 
the third by choice of the Superintendent. 

In the ensuing debate Committee 
Chairman Constance Papas said that she 
was not only upset that the Director for 
Personnel (Diane Hall) was not con¬ 
sulted in these Advisory Committee’s 
deliberations, she was also visibly upset 
that she had been receiving phone calls 
since last Friday on the candidates in¬ 
volved. 

Papas said that the nature of the 
phone calls she received were lobbying 
for candidates, the names of whom 
should only have been known to the 
School and Advisory committees. Papas 
called this kind of informational leak, 
“unprofessional.” 

Ron Skates, a member of the Advisory 
Committee, says that Corcoran was 
never among the committee’s candidates 
and was the Superintendent’s choice. 

“Was there any support for Dr. 
Corcoran on your committee?” queried 
Papas. Two members at earlier phases 
of the interviewing process, Skates said. 

Papas, calling it “an outrage that this 
is the way the community has respon¬ 
ded,” said she was very disappointed 
“when people call up having made up my 
mind.” 

George Greer, a Vinson-Owen 
teacher, characterized Corcoran as “one 
of the most professional people I have 
ever met in my life and one of the most 
capable.” 

In recommending that Corcoran be 
awarded the position of Director for 
Curriculum, MacDonald said Tuesday he 
‘ enthusiastically” Recommends Cor¬ 
coran for the following reasons: “she has 
already proven herself to be an ex¬ 
tremely intelligent, articulate ad¬ 
ministrator who has earned the respect 
of peers and the community; strong 
educational background and an earned 
doctorate from Boston University; well 
versed in curriculum theroy and the 
administrative ability to implement 
ideas; and the strength of her convictions 
to make sensitive and difficult 
decisions.” 

After the vote was taken to elect 
Ackerman as Director for Curriculum, 
Holland said he wanted to go on record 
with the School Committee as having the 
“highest regard for Dr. Corcoran.” The 
vote is in no way a vote of lack of con¬

Richard Sampson, president of 
Winchester Cable TV, said this week he 
feels there is a question of conflict of 
interest involving the attorney 
representing a competing firm, Con¬ 
tinental Cablevision, Inc. in the com¬ 
petition for the local cable franchaise 
license. 

Last week Sampson's firm, Con¬ 
tinental and another company, Warner 
Cable Corp. were chosen by the Board of 
Selectmen as finalists from the seven 
original applicants. 

Three Selectmen, Chairman Richard 
Wilsack, Edward O’Connell and Barbara 
Hankins, all rated Continental 
Cablevision as their first choice. 

On Tuesday, Sampson charged that 
the attorney representing Continental, 
Edward E. Hicks, a Winchester resident 
and partner in the law firm of Comins 
and Newbury, of Boston, served as 
campaign chairman for Hankins and 
O’Connell in the 1975 and 1976 elections 
and as campaign treasurer of Hankins 
and Wilsack in the elections of 1978 and 
1977, respectively. He also said Hicks 
was a major contributor to their cam¬ 
paigns. 

Records on file at the town clerk’s 
office confirm his statements however all 
three selectmen and attorney Hicks deny 
any conflict exists. 

Also, William McCarter, chairman of 
the Cable TV Advisory Committee, said 
yesterday “As far as our committee is 
concerned, there’s no merit to this at all, 
The Selectmen have very clearly acted in 
my mind, with the utmost integrity. 
They've done a very conscientous job.” 

Sampson said the matter "is not for 
me to make a judgment on it,” but that it 
is “a question of principle.” He noted 
that the six other applicants have spent 
as much as a quarter of a million dollars 
to prepare proposals with “full faith that 
they would be judged on their merits.” 
He said, “Naturally it’s of great concern 
that there is reasonable grounds for an 
impression that we may not have had any 
chance of being allowed to carry out our 
carefully prepared plans and proposals 
from the start,” 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall said 
that the town counsel does not give 
opinions on conflict matters until 
requested in writing by an employee of 
the town. However, he added, “the mere 
fact that someone may serve as a 
member of a political committee does not 
mean he is within the conflict of interest 
statute.” 

Sampson said he was “raising the 
question that there might be some 
violation of the (state) conflict of interest 
statute," because “For some period of 
time concern was expressed to us that 
the attorney lor Continental might have 
an especially strong influence over the 
decision making process.” 

He added "We’re very concerned as 
all the applicants I’m sure are con¬ 



cerned. We’re concerned and we’re 
studying the situation to see what our 
response will be.” 

Selectman chairman Wilsack said the 
conflict of interest implication was a 
“cheap shot” and pointed out that at¬ 
torney Hicks has been active in many 
local political campaigns over the years. 
He added, “There are a lot of people I’ve 
had contact with (regarding cable tv) but 
I don't think I’ve had any discussion with 
Ed Hicks other than in public session.” 

Wilsack said that there were a 
number of local people involved with 
Winchester Cable TV that he was closer 
to than Edward Hicks. "I deeply resent 
the implication,” he said of the conflict of 
interest charge. 

Winchester Cable TV was formed by a 
group of local investors. Continental and 
Warner are both national companies with 
interests in several states. 

Selectman O’Connell said that the 
suggestion his connection with attorney 
Hicks would influence his decision was 
"degrading" and added that "this 
situation is ludicrous. There are more 
people associated with Winchester Cable 
TV who contributed to my campaign than 
any other.” 

Selectman Hankins said “there’s no 
question that Ed Hicks was a contributor 
and worked on my campaign,” but added 
that “I’m really upset at the implication 
that I’m going to sell my vote.” She 
commented “I just think the whole thing 
is very unfortunate.” 

Hankins also noted that during the 
licensing proceedings she has been 
solicited for support by members of the 
Winchester Cable TV investment group 
on a number of occasions other than the 
public hearings and also by telephone. 

Hankins reiterated that she felt the 
ranking of the three finalists in the 
Iranchaise bidding was done “totally on 
merit.” 

Attorney Hicks reacted with anger. 
He said “I think the suggestion that 1 
would hire myself out to influence a 
decision is a dirty trick and it makes me 
lurious ... In all the years I’ve been 
involved in this town this is the first time 
this has happened to me.” 

Hicks has represented Continental 


Cablevision, Inc., since last summer. 
According to H. I. Grousebeck, president 
of Continental’s Massachusetts unit, his 
firm was unaware of attorney Hicks’ 
connection with the selectmens' cam¬ 
paigns when they first retained him. 

“We subsequently learned of that and 
retained him anyway,” he stated, adding 
that they valued the respect in which 
Hicks is held in the community and in his 
good judgment. 

Grousebeck said "The town fathers in 
Winchester are there to practice good 
government and if there was any hint of 
politics it would seem to work against 

us.” 

Among the principals in Winchester 
Cable TV are Sampson, president, and 
directors Lawrence Hutchings, an officer 
of the Winchester Seniors Association; 
Janet Pavliska, president of the 
Arlington Five Cent Savings Bank; and 
James Olivier, Jr., former president of 
the Winchester Trust Company and 
Treasurer of the Boston Red Sox

(Editor’s note: This is the last in a series 
of three articles written by Carolyn 
Mooney, a Thornberry road resident who 
spent the last month at the XIII Annual - 
Winter Olympics in Lake Placid as a 
press relations manager. She is now back 
at the University of Mass., Amherst, 
where she is a senior English major. 

The T.V. cameramen captured the 
best side of Lake Placid; the reporters 
exposed the worst. When you flipped on 
your T.V. set, and it was snowing softly 
here, and hoards of spectators were 
laughing and sliding through the streets 
and Hags from 35 nations rustled in the 
wind against snow dusted Adirondacks, 
ABC-TV knew all the good angles. 

But, the newspapers carried the 
horror stories about spectators waiting 
for hours in below zero temperatures for 
buses that never came, and even en¬ 
couraged ticketholders to stay home. The 
discrepancies between the two were 
obvious. 

For a few days there, when the bus 
system had broken down, it wasn’t 
unusual to see dozens of reporters and 
Olympic Committee staffers hitching 
along the three main roads leading into 
town. But, the transportation problems 
didn’t affect ABC-TV who had received 
permission months before to bring in 
numerous private vans. 

When the bus system finally did begin 
running regularly, some members of the 
press, always searching for the breaking 
story, then complained that it was “a 
boring Olympics.” (That was before the 
US-Soviet hockey game). 

“No upsets, no terrorism, no bomb 
scare," griped one journalist, for whom 
the games were of secondary importance 
in what had become a mere media event. 
But, the athletes - and you could pick 
them out because they always wore their 
team parkas and strolled around town in 
clusters - really commanded the most 
respect. 

Maybe it was because they simply 
went out and performed and weren’t 
interested in finding disasters or getting 
an exclusive interview. To have a ticket 
for the US-Soviet hockey game, when 
Bcalpers outside the arena were getting 
$150 a ticket, had to be the greatest 
feeling in the world, second only to seeing 
the Americans win. 

Given the political circumstances, 
and the fact that the US hasn't beaten 
Russia in 20 years, the new Olympic 
arena will never see another hockey 
game like it. You couldn’t decide whether 
to watch the crowd or the hockey players. 


Everyone was hungry for an American 
victory, and the roar in the streets 
lingered for hours after the game was 
over. If you were an American, you were 
part of it. 

At press conferences in the Press 
Center auditorium, journalists were 
amazed at how relaxed and down to earth 
many of the American athletes were. 
Some of them were also quite candid. 
Much of the US hockey team’s press 
conference after winning the ;old medal 
was full of quotes you just won’t hear on 
T.V.; it was definitely the most en¬ 
tertaining. 

And after winning his fourth gold 
medal, Eric lleiden admitted to the press 
that he would rather be watching Space 
Odyssey 2000 on T.V. “It’s on now, you 
know,” he reminded them, “but, I have 
to talk to you guys instead.” 

When 1 was nine years old, 1 
remember watching Peggy Fleming on 
television, wearing her lime green 
skating dress, win a gold medal. I though 
the ultimate honor in the world had to be 
to represent her country in the Olympics. 

But now, 11 years and six Olympic 
games later, it looks as though a press 
job - obnoxious as the press often is - may 
be the next best thing. Athletes are 
replaced (and forgotten) so quickly, but 
lor journalists there are always more 
Olympics.

Instead, 
the vote was in favor of a person who we 
didn’t think would show up.”

Selectmen Vote To Join 
Alternative Sentencing Program 


In a move that’s seen as another step 
by the Hoard of Selectmen against the 
vandalism and youth problems in Win¬ 
chester, the Board voted Monday night to 
allow the town to join an alternative 
sentencing program run through the 
Woburn District Court. 

“This is in line with the programs 
we’ve been embarking upon,” said 
Selectmen Wade Welch, moments after 
he introduced Carole McSheffery, 
•director of the Court Resource Program 
at the Woburn Court and Lt. Andrew 
Crawford of the Winchester Police 
Department. 

“The purpose is to save the records of 
most juveniles,” McSheffery told the 
Board. Outlining the program, she ex¬ 
plained that minors committing a first 
time offense such as disturbing the peace 
or possession of marijuana are assigned 
work, often through the Department' of 
Public Works of the community where 
the offense occurred. 

In exchange for the normal 25-30 hour 
fine, their case is dismissed or filed. 
“They realize that they really get a 
break,” McSheffery noted. She also 
pointed out that in the same program in 
Woburn, which began last June, she has 
never had a repeat offender. 

McSheffery explained that often the 
youths are given jobs such as cleaning 
cemetaries, playgrounds or painting 
public property. “It does a little better 


than hitting them with a $50 fine which 
their parents are going to pay anyway.” 

Selectman Edward O’Connell men¬ 
tioned that he felt for the program to be 
successful the work situation must be a 
“positive” one, with the youths taking 
the jobs seriously and putting forth an 
honest effort. 

Crawford suggested that the program 
would be most effective if a coordinating 
board with jobs they have created for the 
youths is set up to work with McSheffery. 
“You really need somebody who knows 
where a certain work is needed and can 
assign these kids.” “I’d love to see them 
cleaning up the West Side Field,” 
suggested Selectman Wade Welch. “We 
expect we’re going to have lots of public 
drinking arrests this year.” Town 
Manager Thomas Groux said that his 
office would probably contact McShef¬ 
fery about coordinating a program. Since 
a number of residents from town ap¬ 
peared at the Selectmen’s meeting in 
early January, the Selectmen have taken 
several steps to combat the vandalism 
problem in Winchester. Police Chief John 
P. McHugh was brought in for a 
discussion, the Public. Works Depart¬ 
ment has placed large stones to prevent 
cars from driving into West Side Field 
and the Recreation Department has 
incorporated a number of programs into 
its 1981 budget for junior and senior high 
school youths.

School Budget 
Shows Decrease, 
Not Increase 

The proposed school department 
budget for fiscal 1981 to date shows a 
decrease from this year’s operating 
budget, and not an increase as reported 
in last week’s Star. The reason for the 
error in reporting is due to a mistake in 
the Town Manager’s published fiscal 1981 
budget, from which the figures were 
taken. 

In the No. 2100 account the school 
department budget for fiscal 1980 was 
listed at $8,228,025 compared with this 
year’s fiscal 1981 budget request of 
$8,935,000. According to Town Manager 
Thomas Groux, the fiscal 1980 budget did 
not reflect the consolidation plans for 
next year. The actual fiscal 1980 budget 
should be shown at $9,156,535. 

With the consolidation of Lynch and 
McCall into one junior high, the two 
schools were considered as one for fiscal 
1981, instead of considering them 
separately, as had been previously done. 

Groux says this was “a mistake in the 
manner in which it was laid out” and 
notes that an addendum with other 
clarifications in the budget will be 
published later this week. He says, 
however, this will have no affect on the 
tax rate or the adopted budget. 

The school department budget to date 
does not reflect that amount of money 
expected necessary in salary 
negotiations.

Gifted and Talented 

Although Supt. of Schools William 
MacDonald says he is not ready to 
recommend that $3,000 - $5,000 be in¬ 
serted in the budget next year for a gifted 
and talented program, Reading 
specialist Jerry Goldberg says that a 
grant is being applied to conduct an in- 
service training workshop for teachers. 

This workshop would focus on training 
teachers on how to handle students who 
would qualify as gifted and talented. 

MacDonald says he is not recom¬ 
mending the budget allocation because 
he doesn’t think the expense is necessary 
at this point before "exhausting the 
talents of those available to us.” 

JR. HIGH READING PROGRAM 

The school Committee this week was 
presented with a three-part proposal of a 
junior high school reading program 
which, according to Goldberg, "there’s a 
a crying need for” at that level. 

Goldberg, on a question from Com- 
i mittee member R9ger Bauman, says the 
marginal cost of the program would be 
1.4 teachers against 2.8 teachers. 

MacDonald says that although he is 
supportive of the program, some hard 
decisions will have to be made when 
faced with evaluating the three proposed 
programs - gifted and talented, morning 
kindergarten program and jr. high 
reading program. He says that on the list 
of priorities he would place the gifted and 
talented first with the junior high reading 
program "a close third.” 

Morning Kindergarten 


Monday night the School Committee 
will vote on the administration’s 
recommendation that morning kin¬ 
dergarten sessions be instituted next 
year at all six of the elementary schools 
at an approximate cost increase of 
$13,700 over the current operating costs. 

ABC Report 

The School Committee has waived the 
full tuition requirement for 10 ABC (A 
Better Chance) students to be enrolled at 
the high school next year, following a 
request by ABC Vice President William 
Meserve. 

"I think we have 10 of the finest 
students this year we’ve ever had,” 
Meserve told the Committee. "They’ve 
added a great deal to the school and the 
Town of Winchester.” Meserve said that 
several of the students have participated 
in varsity sports, the Student Union and 
five are on the honor roll. The tuition 
waiver is "a big and necessary 
assistance,” he said. 

School Committee member Sandra 
Rodgers praised Meserve and other staff 
members coordinating the ABC 
program. School Committee Chairman 
Constance Papas said the students this 
year have been "very visible” in all 
school activities and "we’re very proud 
to have your here.” 

Music Scheduling 

In a memo addressed to Supt. of 
Schools William MacDonald, Assistant 
Superintendent Walter Gleason said that 
there "has been a question raised con¬ 
cerning the interference of instrumental 
music lessons with academic subjects in 


the elementary schools.* 

Gleason says the subject has been 
discussed for several years and that 
principals have, over the years, at¬ 
tempted to deal with this problem in 
various ways. Gleason says he has 
discussed the problem with Instrumental 
Music Specialist Burt Cowgill, and has 
discovered that in most schools some 
kind of accomodation has been made to 
keep instrumental students from missing 
the same class weekly. 

Gleason says Cowgill "is looking 
forward to consolidation of schools and 
the availability of rooms next year so 
that he can schedule all three in¬ 
strumental specialists to a school at one 
time. 

"This will thereby reduce the num¬ 
bers of students called out of a classroom 
at different times during the day and 
make it easier for teachers to ac¬ 
comodate to the ebb and flow of students 
to specialists and tutors.”

Winchester High School student 
Caroline Twomey this week told the 
Committee that the recent Alcohol and 
Drug Awareness week was "well ac¬ 
cepted" by the sophomore class.

History majors will recall that the 
Soviet Union had a new five-year plan 
every four years. “But that was in 
agriculture I think,” chuckles Town 
Manager Thomas Groux. His recently 
proposed five-year Capital Improvement 
Program deals with many things, he’ll 
agree, but agriculture is not included. 

For the first time since he began 
submitting budgets as the Town Manager 
five years ago, Groux feels that he is 
presenting to the town a comprehensive 
outline that will address some of the 
nagging needs of Winchester. “We’ve 
made a lot of strides in developing a 
Capital Improvement Program,” he said 
from his office on Tuesday. “We’ve done 
some homework on most of these areas 
now.’’ 

The Capital Improvement Program is 
part of the Town Manager’s prop osed 
budget. It includes all of the major 
Capital projects- he feels should be un¬ 
dertaken. In this years five-year plan. 
Groux also includes recommendations 
for the year in which he feels the projects 
should be undertaken and the source of 
funding. 

The budget released last week, shows 
an increase in the tax rate of $7.05. But 
Groux is quick to point out that he didn’t 
do a great deal of cutting from the 
budgets submitted by various depart¬ 
ment heads as he had in the past. There 
were some reductions, the Fire 
Department for example was seeking 
lour new men and included them in their 
budget They were not included in 
Groux’s. 

This year, Groux decided to present a 
number of programs and expenditures to 
the town and allow debate over specific 
cuts to take place from there. “It (the 
budget) identifies as far as I know, all of 
the needs of the town,” Groux pointed 
out. “Because of this the budget is up.” 

He continued that “I’ve done some 
cutting. But I think the budget ought to be 
telling the taxpayers that these are real 
needs.” He added that it wouldn’t be fair 
to the residents of Winchester if he 
simply applied his “arbitrary stan¬ 
dards” to the submitted budgets and 
denied the possibility of debate on the 
needs of Winchester. 

But in a day ol fiscal frugality where 
community administrators are seeing 
tax caps buzz in and out of their night¬ 
mares, Groux has proposed a five-year 
program ol spending. His reasoning 
stresses a sense of urgency. “Neglect of 
these facilities will result in higher costs 
once the projects are undertaken as 
clearly must be done,” he says in his 
budget report. 

It is apparent he is adopting a pay now 
or pay later outlook. But he has three 
ideas which will help offset the costs. 


First, “a lot of the funds used in this 
project will not depend on the tax rate,” 
he states. “Many one time revenue shots 
could be used in the program, such as the 
sale of land.” Which is another way of 
referring to the properties of 
Washington, Noonan and Parkhurst 
schools. 

Another source of revenue would be 
the increase of various rates for services 
in town. For example, the new budget 
proposed an increase in the water rates 
from 42 cents to 65 cents. This would 
result in an increase in water revenue 
from $410,000 to $630,000. 

The added income, Groux points out, 
would be used for improvements to the 
town’s water system, one of the major 
projects on the five-year plan, scheduled 
to start this year. Those funds could only 
be used for that project and a plan must 
be shown which would detail how the 
money would be spent. If there is an 
excess, those funds would be used for 
future work or applied to the water rates. 

The final source of revenue for the 
Capital Improvement Program would be 
to draw funds from Winchester’s 
Stabilization Fund. This account is 
similar to a second surplus fund, ac¬ 
cording to Groux. Money must be ap¬ 
propriated to be put into it, but once there 
it is invested in certificates of deposits or 
other high interest yield accounts. 

The interest on this money, which is 
presently around 12 or 13 percent, con¬ 
tinues to grow even if the town doesn’t 
add anything to it. Over a period of time 
the pot could become quite full. 

Groux is worried that the fund might 
become too healthy, thus tempting some 
people to take a very large chunk of it 
and build a grand project which would 
later reflect on the tax rate. To prevent 
this, he recommends taking small sums 
from it, $200,000 for the 1981 fiscal year, 
and investing it in neglected physical 
assets. “I’d rather keep that fund a little 
bit lower than it is,” he mentions. 

How much would be drawn from the 
Stabilization Fund in following years 
depends on the Town Meeting, who must 
vote two-thirds in favor of any amount 
they remove. Groux suggested that if the 
Town Meeting members didn’t want to 
use the Stabilization Funds for repairing 
some of Winchester’s physical assets, 
such as the high school, the police and 
lire stations, the streets and sidewalks in 
the town, the money could be applied to 
the tax rate. 

The Town Charter mandates that the 
Town Manager prepare a Capital 
Improvement Program for the budget. 
Groux has worked with the concept of a 
six-year program in the past, with the 
help of the Capital Improvement Com¬ 
mittee which has been in existence for 
the last seven years. 


Many of the projects suggested in the 
live-year plan have been studied by town 
groups, others, such as the water system 
in Winchester, have been studied by 
engineering experts like Weston and 
Sampson Engineers, Inc. of Boston. The 
figures presented for some of the later 
scheduled projects are far from refined, 
some have even been “blue-skyed” in 
Groux’s terms. The plan is actually more 
of a guide than a binding schedule and 
many of the projects could indeed take 
more than five years. 

“The important thing is to program 
your costs so that you don’t have peaks 
and valleys in your tax late,” the Tow’n 
Manager explains. It also gives residents 
the advantage of looking down the road 
at expenditures that lie ahead. 

And what’s in the future is the 
possibility of the police department and 
the fire department under a new central 
building, the new Public Works complex, 
general public property improvement, 
work on the high school, water system 
improvement and a number of other 
projects which would begin in the first 
year. 

But the main highlight of the Capital 
Improvement Project, the five-year 
plan, in the Town Manager's mind, is 
that it’s out before everyone. There’s two 
months to debate the needs ol the town 
before Town Meeting, which is much 
more valuable than any cutting he could 
have made. 

Severe Damage 
In Afternoon 
Cellar Fire 

A late afternoon cellar fire on Feb. 20 
has left a Governors avenue home with 
approximately $10,000 in damage, but 
fortunately no injuries, according to 
Winchester Fire Chief Robert 
McElhinney. 

The cause of the fire, which started in 
the basement and spread into the beams, 
has not yet been determined. All fire 
department apparatus responded to the 
fire at 22 Governors ave. and on arrival 
found the cellar involved in flames with 
heavy smoke throughout the house. 

Firefighters hosed the basement for 
45 minutes, then pullpd the cellar ceiling 
and first floor walls in the living room 
and porch to check for the extension of 
the fire. 

The home was occupied at the time 
the fire started but all members of the 
family escaped unharmed. The house is 
listed as occupied by David Doherty.

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The Skating Nowells Of Nelson St. 
Young Olympians In The Making 


The year is-1988. The site, the Winter 
Olympics at Oslo, Norway. Eric Heiden, 
the man with five gold medals and the 
largest thighs, has retired from men's 
speed skating, received his degree in 
sports medicine and joined Keith 
Jackson in the ABC broadcast booth. 

Down on the ice, the “Star Spangled 
Banner” is played after almost every 
speed skating event, with the winners not 
only from Massachusetts, but from 
Winchester. The skating Nowells of 
Nelson street, Beth, George and Debbie, 
have been the family hit of the Games. 

Fiction? A dream? Perhaps, but if 
early successes are a hint at the future, 
then who knows what’s ahead. For Beth. 
George and Debbie, ages 12, 11 and 9, 
have been doing a little skating of their 
own in their young lives, with the results 
not all that discouraging. 

Between them they have well over 100 
medals and trophies and although many 
of them have been for local races, lately 
they’ve begun to make their name in the 
national speed skating scene. In the 
recent National Championships at St. 
Paul, Minn., Beth placed third overall in 
her age group and won the 400 meter 
race. 

Then in the North American Cham¬ 
pionships at Saratoga Springs, N.Y., last 
month. Beth, a blond, slender youngster, 
placed second overall after four races 
and won the 500 meter. 

George and Debbie were also holding 
their own at Saratoga. George, who 
admittedly doesn’t like to race on outdoor 
rinks, still won a medal in every race he 
entered and finished third overall. 

Not to be outdone by her older brother 
and sister, Debbie, another blond, went 
out and won three of the four races she 
entered and finished first overall in her 
age group. By the time the competition 
was over, the rest of North America was 
glad to see the Nowells of Winchester 
return back there. 

Marion Nowell, mother of the three, 
was a skater herself when she was 


younger, but insists she didn’t push the 
kids toward racing. “It was sort of 
something they discovered on their 
own.” 

But each has taken to skating like they 
were made to travel on metal runners. 
Starting with the Bay State Skating Club 
of Boston, which met in Arlington among 
other towns, they began entering races 
within the club, then tried some of the 
regional races the club could enter them 
in. From there they began skating 
against kids from other regions of the 
country. “If you do well in your region 
it’s to your advantage to compete with 
the mid-west because that’s where the 
competition is,” points out their mother, 
Marion. 

“It’s exciting. You get to meet a lot of 
people,” says Bdth. Included in that 
group has been Heiden himself and his 
sister Beth whom Beth met when she 
attended a training camp at Madison, 
Wis. last summer. 

“I started off skating in hockey before 
I started speed skating,” says George. Of 
the three, he was the family’s biggest 
surprise at the North American 
Championships, since his forte is in in¬ 
door rinks, smaller than the outdoor 
tracks. ”1 was worried," he admits. “I 
didn’t think I would even place.” 

His sister Beth can appreciate his 
feat, commenting that Beth Heiden 
would have done much better at the 
recent Lake Placid Games if she was 
taller. “You have to be strong to fight the 
wind,” she noted. 

Although only nine, Debbie is 
somewhat of a seasoned skater already. 
"Debbie has been in it for so long I don’t 
think she even remembers starting," her 
mother laughs. Yet she’s developed 
somewhat of a killer instinct. No sooner 
had George said that they all just enjoy 
skating, she quickly added that “it’s fun 
to win though.” 

Training for the three consists mostly 
of running and bicycling, though they’re 
active in other sports such as swimming, 


soccer and baseball. For the moment, the 
serious workouts are ahead of them. “I 
think by the time they're 11 they really 
have to start working,” says Mrs. 
Nowell. Which might be a problem for 
George, as his mother and sisters kid him 
about being the “lazy one.” It would be 
easy to assume that at such a tender age 
these kids might still be working on 
double knotting their skate laces. But 
their best times are worth noticing. Beth 
has skated the 500 meters in 52:2, George 
in 56:0 and Debbie is right at 1:00. Not 
bad times when you consider the winning 
mark for the 500 at Lake Placid was 
41:78, an Olympic record. 

For the Nowell kids, any mention of 
Olympic competition right now just 
brings embarrased grins. “If I was going 
to try I’d do it in the next four years,” 
says Beth. “Then I’d have another 
chance in eight years.” The next step will 
be a tryout for a recently started junior 
team for international competition. 

But there’s nothing wrong with 
chasing a dream. Look at the US hockey 
team.

Three Contests In March 
Election Of Major Offices 


Only three of the major town offices 
will be contested in the March 25 Town 
Election while there will be a contest for 
Town Meeting Members in only three of 
eight precincts, according to papers filed 
with the Town Clerk’s office. 

Four candidates Michael Saraco, 
Clara Hewis, John Williams and Alan 
MacDonald are vying for two positions 
on the Board of Selectmen. In a three- 
way fight for one three-year Planning 
Board term, the candidates are Con¬ 
stance Williams, .Clarence S. Borggaard 
and Eric Bradlee. 

In all other major town offices, there 
is no contest for the single vacancies in 
which the majority of candidates are 
incumbents. Assessor George Andersen, 
Library Trustees Loretta Redding and 
Austin Broadhurst, Housing Authority 
member Mary Murphy. Moderator John 
Sullivan and Board of Health member 
Lawrence F. ljuigley are each unop¬ 
posed. 

Two vaeanices on the School Com¬ 
mittee are being sought by incumbent 


Catherine Alexander and John C. Duffy. 
Betty J. Haley has filed papers for the 
one-year vacancy on the Board of 
Library Trustees. 

Although 76 candidates have filed 
papers for 76 Town Meeting vacancies, 
the distribution of candidates is uneven. 
There will be contests in only Precincts 2, 
5 and 6. Eight three-year term Town 
Meeting positions in each precinct and 12 
one and two-year terms will be filled in 
this election. However, no candidates 
have filed papers for 10 three-year 
vacancies and three unexpired vacancies 
in Precincts 1,2,4,7 and 8. Precinct 2 
boasts the largest number of candidates 
for its Town Meeting race while Precinct 
8 has only three candidates running for 
its eight vacancies. 

Voters can write in names on the 
ballot to fill those vacancies, according to 
the Town Clerk’s Office. If there are no 
write-in candidates, however, a caucus of 
the Town Meeting members in the 
precinct where there is a vacancy will 
elect a new member. 


Quiet Week 
According To 
Local Police 

It was a moderately quiet week on the 
crime scene according to Winchester 
Police reports.

The Memorial Day and Independence 
Day Celebration Committee met with the 
Hoard of Selectmen Monday night to 
discuss plans for the festivities for those 
two holidays 

In the |>ast. ceremonies for those 
holidays were run under the direction of 
Jake Horn. However, he is unable to 
continue in that role because of his 
health As a result, a six man committee 
has been formed including Recreation 
Department Director Ken Cereghino and 
Veteran’s Services Director Howard 
Chase 

"The Hoard of Selectmen has been 
extremely proud for many years of the 
proceedings of Memorial Day under the 
direction of Jake Horn,” Selectmen 
Chairman Richard Wilsack stated. 

His sentiments were reinforced by 
Selectman Edward O'Connell who said 
that "even though we’ve not drawn the 
crowds, I have a sense of pride in seeing 
them go on each year." 

There has been some concern about 
the slow organizing taking place this 
year for the program. In the past, bands 
for parades have usually been scheduled 
by late I ’ecember or early January. As of 
Monda\ night, the committee had not yet 
booked any marching bands, although 
Chase told the Selectmen that "it looks 
like we're well under way for the 
Memorial Day celebration." 

O'Connell was not so confident. "I 
can l help but be a little nervous," he told 
llie committee. “There’s a lot of work 
that has to be done." 

Wilsack suggested that the committee 
designate a coordinator to oversee the 
project, as Horn did "Hours and hours of 
tendei loving care was given by Jake and 
his family," said the Chairman. 

Concerning the July 4th celebration, 
Cereghino has been put-in charge of 
organizing games and festivities, with 
the other members assisting. "It’s the 
time of the year when we have support 
staffs on band," Cereghino said of his 
department. 

Hurigct Discussion 

Town Manager Thomas Groux, who 
had been out of town last week when the 
Selectmen met for the first time after 
receiving their copy of the 1981 proposed 


budget, told the Selectmen Monday that 
"the budget doesn’t propose any changes 
in level of service." 

Groux pointed out that one of the more 
important areas in the budget was that of 
Captial Improvemen. which includes a 
number of programs Groux has outlined 
in a five-year plan. According to the 
Town Manager, the Capital 
Improvement Program deals with 
proposed expenditures for areas that 
liave been neglected in the past. 

Groux also noted that the water rates 
in Winchester have gone up to help fund 
the improvements planned for the water 
system. The rate hike would produce 
added revenue for the improvements of 
around $200,000. 

Community Residence Committee 

Four of the five members o6f the 
Community Residence Study Committee 
met with the Selectmen Monday to 
discuss the direction the group will take. 

Chairman Wilsack told the committee 
that their charge was to develop 
guidlines of communication for any 
group planning on establishing a com¬ 
munity residence in the town, with the 
Selectmen, before they establish a 
residence in the Winchester. 

The Selectmen told the committee 
that they should take the original by-law 
proposed by that board at the Fall Town 
Meeting. The committee may decided 
that a change in by-laws is necessary or 
they may find that it would not be 
needed. 

Originally, the Fall Town Meeting 
instructed the committee to report back 
to the Selectmen by Feb. 15 so that the 
Selectmen could make recommendations 
at the Spring Town Meeting. Hut because 
of the difficulty finding interested 
residents for the Community Residence 
Study Committee, that deadline became 
impossible to meet. Wilsack suggested 
that a report for the Fall Town Meeting 
would now be in order. 

Cable TV 

The Selectmen agreed to make 
available, at a cost, copies of the taped 
cable television hearings. The charge 
would be for the paper used to make the 
copies and would be 25 cents a sheet. 

The copies, which are a available to 
the general public, can be obtained at the 
Town Manager’s Office at the Town Hall. 


Veterans’ Agents Denounce 
Plan To Scuttle Benefits 


The Massachusetts Veterans’ Ser¬ 
vices Agents Association, representing 
all 851 cities and towns in (he Com 
monwealth held its annual mid-winter 
conference at the Holiday Inn in 
Marlboro recently and in an atmosphere 
of strong determination vigorously op¬ 
posed- any effort now underway to have 
services affecting veterans - changed or 
diluted in any way. 

The focus of their discussions cen¬ 
tered upon the proposal submitted by 
Gov. Edward King in his State of the 
State message to the legislature to have 
Veterans’ Services absorbed under a new 
Division of Financial Assistance which 
the Governor feels would enable some 
federal funds to be used thus effecting a 
saving to the Commonwealth. 

The agents all agreed that they have 
no objection to any attempt to save 
money for the taxpayer but at the ex¬ 
pense of the veteran would not only be 
false economy but morally indefensible. 

Attending the conference were 
several guests, all of whom shared the 
sentiments of the veterans agents. These 
included several State Commanders, 
Thomas McDonald VFW; Frank 
Champoli, Am vets, Frank Shurnski, 
DAV; Lillian Shurnski, Ladies Auxiliary 
DAV; James Denver, American Legion; 
and Hrad Hums, President of 
Massachusetts Veterans Era Veterans 
Association. 

Hums emphasized "Vietnam 
veterans need the assistance of agents 
and those who deal directly with the 
veteran. We cannot afford to have out- 
only link with understanding taken away. 
The Vietnam cet deserves no less." 

Charles Collatos, state commissioner 
of Veterans’ Services reiterated his 
claim of concern equal to that of the 
agents and indicated he had informed the 
Governor ol his opposition to any change 
in Chapter 115. 

Speaking at the evening banquet vice 
chairman of the House Ways and Means 
Committee Rep. M. Joseph Manning ol 
the 7 Norfolk District of Milton and 
Randolph strongly slated his stand of 
solid support for the aims of veterans 
agents and vowed to monitor closely any 
bill proposed lor legislation to ensure 


that it would not adversely affect 
veterans or their dependents. 

Sen. Joseph Walsh of Hoston. a 
member of the Senate Ways and Means 
Committee reported the dialogue of an 
afternoon meeting with Edward Hanley, 
director of Administration and Finance 
lor Massachusetts and assured everyone 
present that veterans interests will not be 
exploited nor benefits diminished.

Stockpiling 

By Congressman Ed Markey 

New England needs an energy insurance policy. And, up to now, 
the Carter Administration has refused to issue us one. 

A decision by foreign oil producers to hold back fuel shipments 
could spell economic disaster for the Northeast. We depend on oil for 
80 percent of our fuel needs and on petroleum imports for 80 percent 
of that oil supply. 

Information prepared for the New England Congressional 
delegation shows that, if our oil supplies were sudenly cut off, the 
region could only limp along for up to 40 days before most businesses 
would be forced to shut down. Area-wide unemployment and 
financial hard times for our citizens would quickly become endemic.

Pets 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

When pets are lost, I wonder why 
owners don’t make some effort to look for 
them. By checking lost-found and pet 
columns in the local newpapers or by 
calling local animal control offices, 
many pets would be returned to the 
familiar surroundings of their own 
homes. 


For the past several years, congressmen from the six-state 
region have tried to secure 20 million barrels of residual oil for the 
Northeast to be set aside within the nation’s Strategic Petroleum 
Reserve. The regionally-allocated reserve would provide needed 
protection in the event of an oil embargo and enable New Englan¬ 
ders to weather an oil freeze for about three months. 


Recently we picked up a tiger cat in 
the middle of the road in the Dunster- 
Ridge area of Winchester. He had been 
injured and because of shock would not 
move from the middle of the street. We 
took him to a veterinarian and with a 
little treatment, he is fine. 


A crucial element of our campaign has been to ensure that the 
petroleum reserve designated for New England be stored at an 
easily accessible location in the area. 

Recently, the Administration held out a glimmer of hope that our 
long-standing demand would be honored. In the current federal 
budget, money is included for the first time to establish a regional oil 
reserve. 

If that budget is adopted, $24 million would be spent over the next 
two years to study the feasibility of specific storage sites here. If 
construction proceeds as planned, the total cost of the regional 
petroleum reserve could reach a four-year total of $286 million. 

The plans look good, but I remain skeptical. I seriously question 
the Administration’s commitment to guarantee heating oil supplies 
for New England by building a regional petroleum reserve capacity. 
It is, of course, an election year; the crucial early primaries are 
right here; and, what better way to warm the hearts of New 
Englanders than by promising them a back-up oil supply? 

Moreover, the Administration’s track record of concern for those 
of us who are hostage to the whims of OPEC is not good. Under the 
Energy Policy and Conservation Act, passed five years ago, crucial 
oil reserves should have been in place long before this. 

The Strategic Petroleum Reserve, conceived as a one billion- 
barrel cn'de oil stockpile for the hation, now contains only about 92 
million barrels, far below the interim target of 250 million barrels. A 
new Energy Departmert study, in fact, recommends that America’s 
reserve capacity be expanded to hold between one billion and four 
billions barrels. 

In the light of these goals, the Energy Department has made a 
million dollar disaster of the national oil reserve program. After five 
years, we still do not have a practical overall plan, let alone one that 
could protect New England from an international oil hold-up. 

Even had the nation’s oil reserve supply been developed on 
schedule, direct benefits to New England would have been marginal 
at best. Because we do not have oil refineries here, we need local 
storage for at least 20 million barrels of oil products, including home 
heating oil and oil for electric power. 

National crude oil reserves will be stored in a mammoth un¬ 
derground salt dome in Louisiana. But, without a regional fuel stock¬ 
pile, we could find ourselves as deeply dependent on tanker 
operators plying the East Coast as we now are on Mid East moguls. 

Before we allow ourselves to relax our pressure to force the 
Administration to provide a regional oil supply for New England, we 
should look at the small print on the insurance policy. 

A "rider” on this policy ties construction of a regional oil reserve 
to passage of the windfall profits tax. That tax on giant oil company 
profits has yet to be passed by Congress and signed by the President. 
A conference committee of House and Senate members has only 
been able to agree on a method — non-binding so far — to distribute 
the $227.3 billion this tax is expected to raise. 

New England needs more than a non-binding promise. In a 
national energy emergency, we must be guaranteed our fair share of 
oil. We need a commitment from the Administration that, if oil 
shipments from the Persian Gulf are interrupted, enough fuel will be 
available to us to protect us from an economic shutdown. 

Just as a homeowner buys insurance to protect his investment 
against fire and flood, we in New England seek a guarantee that we 
will not be victims of circumstances beyond our control. Simple 
prudence dictates the need for protection in an energy emergency. 
Our survival depends on it. 
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We took him home confident that one 
ad in the local paper would return this 
apparently well-cared-for pet cat to his 
owner.

As a former Winchester resident and 
avid reader of The Winchester Star, I 
would like to comment on some recent 
occurrences at the Winchester High 
School which I found to be quite in¬ 
sensitive on the part of the ad¬ 
ministration.

Our leading com¬ 
petitor, on the other hand, has many 
systems operating at the preseht time, 
scattered across the country from coast 
to coast; and this fact enables them to 
display an extensive track record. 

On the surface, this fact might seem 
to be a serious handicap for our local 
group to overcome. From another 
viewpoint, however, it might well prove 
to our advantage. We are a local group, 
we live here, we love the town, we are 
vitally interested in every aspect of its 
daily affairs - we pay our taxes here we 
buy our food here, deposit our money 
here, serve as Town Meeting Members, 
Library Trustees, Selectmen, Finance 
Committee Members, Councils on Aging, 
etc., etc., etc. 

We attend local churches', ’ I6tig6s, s 
clubs/patfunfeeTofcUl hospitals, doctors, 
nurses, dentists, barbers, clothiers, gas- 
stations, banks, etc., etc., etc. Yes, and 
donate to local charities. For instance, 
just look at the magnificent Jenks Senior 
Center we put up with our private, not 


public, funds - a model for the whole 
country! 

How can it sensibly be argued, then, 
that it is for the best interests of Win¬ 
chester that a business contract of this 
nature involving our home town be 
awarded to a concern whose interests, by 
the very nature of their operations, are 
scattered far and wide across the 
country? The revenues, then, will not be 
distributed here, to bolster the balances 
in our local banks, to pay our local taxes, 
or to help and assist our local residents to 
meet the ever-increasing threat of in¬ 
flation.

Each year there is considerable apprehension 
among seniors about the impact their SAT scores 
have upon their eligibility for the “college of 
their choice.” I can sympathize with these 
students who, at times, express overt hostility 
toward this form of testing. Their careers, 
hanging in the balance, are being subjected to 
the tester’s scrutiny. 

Their anxieties may well be justified, for the 
College Entrance Board Examiners are the 
school’s elite; these experts command great 
prestige in the testing business. They, in all their 
obeisance to college admissions, have developed 
into an $80 million industry. That’s a mighty 
good profit for a non-profit monopoly. 
Educational Testing Service (ETS) is the 
supreme arbiter, the God in man made manifest, 
who is consecrated to sing praises sans cesse to 
those who do well, but has not words of thank¬ 
fulness or praise except pity for those left behind 
t^beiqoan their destiny \yith weakened hearts 
amdtfainting souls. 

" These tests may discover the best and the 
brightest profiles and at the same time identify 
the richest ones who have been expensively 
groomed for this type of happening. Those who 
live privileged lives usually end up with 
privileged scores and end up at Harvard, 
Princeton, hnd Yale. Those who are deprived of 
a sound education, on the contrary, are 
recipients of impoverished scores and must 
search to find any colleges that are willing to 
take a chance on them. Perennially, all these 
poor paralyzed lambs, so bothered and 
bewildered by the torture of testing, are being 
led to slaughter on the chopping block of 
pressure just in time to produce figures that take 
on special meaning for some and disaster for 
others. Where is equal opportunity? Where is 
pride? 

ETS falls back on the statistical 
rationalization that their screening keeps out of 
colleges more negatives than positives. The 
motivations of the SAT may be quite honorable, 
but outside of making millions, how effective 
have they been in predicting success? Despite 
the plethora of testing over the past 25 years, the 
startling fact, according to numerous studies in 
the Review of Educational Research, states that 
these tests are relatively low in their predictive 
validity. Also, several authors, after examining 
college admissions, have found that high school 
grades are still the best predictor of a student’s 
success in college. 

Many critics claim that the multiple-choice 
items in these tests are too frequently misin¬ 
terpreted; the point is that these items often 
penalize students, especially the more learned 
ones who may perceive unusual implications in 
the given choices. I find it difficult to imagine 
that multiple choice items can actually reveal 
such accuracy about a student's reasoning when 
there are several answers that have some 
credibility, but it becomes hard to distinguish 
between two or more statements or inferences 
because all of them may appear to be valid. As a 
result, it may be rather difficult at times to be an 
astute discriminating reader. 

It should also be remembered that a score of 
500 or 700 is no real assurance of a student’s 
success in college. No definitive inferences can 
be drawn from aptitude scores since there is no 
exact way to measure such intangibles as per¬ 
sistence, motivation, and conscientious effort. 

The examiners who analyze the statistics 
spewed out by computers assume the enviable 
position of deciding a student’s destiny. They 
possess the expertise in predicting students who 
have the best chance of success. Regardless of 
such a statement, no single trait, no solitary test 
score, no one personality has the monopoly of 
predicting good college grades, or any form of 
intellectual achievement for that matter. Test 
makers have made their mistakes in the past. 

Unfortunately, some students are hurt by 
tests and feel that they are miserable students 
when they receive miserable scores. They must 
learn that, in spite of any indictment, that there 
is still a place in the sun for them outside the 
shadow of academic despair. Instead, they must 
reach out beyond their means and must not feel 


More important locally, the population 
figures will affect federal funding to the state 
and community governments. 

According to the Census Bureau the federal 
government dispenses more than $50 billion a 
year. Some 107 federal aid programs are based 
wholly or partially on population. These 
programs include land and water conservation, 
alcohol and drug abuse programs, agriculture 
extension services, employment and training 
programs, community colleges, highway safety, 
student loans, Headstart and unemployment 
insurance. 

There’s no denying that government is too 
much with us, and one of the country’s most 
serious problems is its bureaucracy — but as 
long as we’re paying the federal taxes we might 
as well see to it that our community and state get 
some of our tax money back. Because if we don’t 
get it someone else will.

limited simply because of low scores and must 
never give up. 

I stongly dispute the bold assertion of ETS 
that coaching will not create any significant 
differences in improving student SAT scores. On 
the contrary, I have found that tutoring can 
enable students to improve not only their scores 
but also enhance their pride and confidence. 
Initially, most students are not usually aware of 
the ambiguity of analogies, cannot differentiate 
between synonyms and antonyms, are without 
the accuracy and effectiveness in thinking 
through sentences needing to be interpreted, and 
may have trouble reading passages to determine 
what is stated or implied in them. 

Any students who can read can be taught to 
read directions and questions carefully. They 
may learn to find that in a choice of five answers, 
two or three may appear less plausible or par¬ 
tially correct. The purpose behind such a 
question is to test judgment and ability to draw 
inferences and to learn how to appreciate the 
finer nuances of meaning. It is deplpipble t^t >7 , 
any testing service can dictate that, special. ! 
tutoring makes no appreciable difference, and 
yet, they still insist that their own tests be 
repeated from the tenth grade on ad nauseam to 
the final recorded tests of the senior year. 

ETS, of course, is much too busy testing to 
take time out from its hectic schedule in its 
relentless search for the purity of its cold 
calculating statistics to tell anyone how to 
sharpen perceptions, how to evaluate reading 
passages, or how to adjust speed to the difficulty 
of the reading material at hand. ETS does not 
have time to remind students to absorb details so 
that they can be combined or synthesized to form 
inferences which may be needed later in an¬ 
swering the questions. 

In recent years we have heard the wistful cry 
concerning crowded colleges. This is nothing 
more than an illusion since there is room enough 
for every willing student. The problem, instead, 
is that the college crush is a selective one — this, 
is where the College Boards play their game of 
monopoly. The whole set-up of testing and 
retesting for the Boards seems *o be a mer¬ 
chandising maneuver in a consortium between 
the testing service and college admissions. 

Currently the college admissions personnel 
are alarmed by the rapid increase in college 
drop-outs. As a result, they are becoming in¬ 
volved in yet another experiment. They know 
something about a student’s ability. They now 
want a “Personality Board” to test the high 
school seniors psychologically to find out how 
hard they will try once they get to college. 
Parents in the future may not be concerned 
about Bill’s score of 600 or Audrey’s 750 on the 
Boards. The moot point will be to search their 
psyches to find out why their son or daughter was 
rejected from the better college as a 
psychological misfit. 

The seniors have manged to survive whatever 
ETS has conjured up. The hapless, though by no 
means malcontent, senior may become resigned 
to understand, at least endure, the machinations 
of the tester, who will continue to be unim¬ 
pressed by any ritual except the one that en¬ 
snares a subject into its torturous testing trap. 
The poor test takers have to survive and must 
realize willy nilly to make up for their deficits by 
learning to become over-achievers. The good 
test takers, however, must learn to bear in mind 
that superbly great things are expected of them 
and must not afford to slacken the pace at all if 
they are to achieve the best results expected of 
them. God bless them all! 

Students are tired of being pestered with tests 
for most of them are unnecessary and a sheer 
waste of time. Instead of taking the SAT, we 
should honor the intelligence and achievement 
tests given in the elementary and secondary 
school years. Even the tests given at the fourth 
grade level may be more effective in deter¬ 
mining those students who are most likely to go 
on to college. At this level, also, we can find out 
who the doctors and lawyers will be, and who will 
be the plumbers and carpenters, Instead of 
having to wait for the final year of high school. 


The Red Trade Scandal

...WASHINGTON - Fears that massive 
transfers of U.S. technology to the Soviet Union 
have fueled the Communist war machine are 
confirmed in full by recent revelations on Capitol 
Hill. 

Moscow’s Invasion of Afghanistan, using 
vehicles from the U.S. built Kama River truck 
plant, has partially dislodged the lid of secrecy 
the Commerce Department has imposed on this 
subject for the past three years. And the data 
revealed so far in congressional hearings and 
other disclosures make the reason for the 
cover-up apparent; What we are dealing with, 
quite plainly, is a national security scandal of 
Immense proportions. 

The point was made by Sen. Henry Jackson 
(D-Wash.) in hearings by the Senate Permanent 
Subcommittee on Investigations. “The evidence 
has accumulated in recent months,” he said, 
“that our export control system is a shambles. 
The United States and its allies have been selling 
the rope to the Soviet bloc. What we haven’t sold, 
we have given away, in educational, govern¬ 
mental, and commercial technical exchange 
programs. What we haven't sold or given away, 
they have stolen.” 

The technology-poor Soviets have been able to 
beef up their military with our hardware 
because the Department of Commerce has been 
pushing such trade as hard as it is able. Despite 
statutory provisions barring the export of 
material harmful to our national security, 
Commerce has okayed the sale of countless 
items that contribute to Communist military 
power — Kama River being the most prominent 
example. And it has kept the American public in 
the dark by a campaign of systematic secrecy. 

One of the witnesses appearing before the 
Jackson subcommittee was Lawrence P. Brady, 
a former Commerce official who blew the 
whistle on Kama River a year ago and recently 
resigned from the Department after a bitter 
conflict over export policy. Brady charged that 
even now, despite the Afghanistan invasion and 
the President’s announced embargo, Commerce 
has given the go-ahead for further exports to the 


Kama River factory. The Commerce policy of 
wide-open trade with Moscow, he contended, is 
still in effect. 

While many of the facts about technology 
transfer are still enveloped in a cloak of secrecy 
(ratified by Congress itself in an incredible vote 
last summer), Brady gave a general overview of 
what has been happening in this area. Our ex¬ 
ports to the Communist bloc in the past ten 
years, he said, have included “semi- 
conductores, array transform processors, 
computers, machine tools, chemical processes, 
and turnkey projects combining non-strategic 
and strategic technology.” 

For his effort to stem the flow of such tran¬ 
sactions, Brady was subjected to vehement 
attack inBide the Commerce Department. 
Officials trying to refute his charges of laxness 
charted a zig-zag course of denials, quibbles, and 
half-admissions to obscure the nature of the 
Kama River deal, while stonewalling demands 
for documents that would reveal the truth about 
the scope and nature of such traffic. (It was just 
such stonewalling that led this column to file a 
freedom of information suit in Federal court last 
year to obtain the documents in question.) 

A sample of what is in the Commerce files 
was provided by one other revelation this week: 
A Commerce memo is floating around the 
capital, replete with details on circuitous 
transfers of high technology items to the Eastern 
bloc. Among the products that have made their 
way to Communist hands by transfers through 
third parties are laser parts, computers, 
miniaturized technology, and numerous other 
prohibited items. The Department acknowledges 
that these transfers are “diversions," and 
details the subterfuges by which these com¬ 
modities made their way from the U.S. to the 
Communists. 

Such disclosures suggest the volume of 
technology transfer to the East has been large, 
Indeed — and that our export control system is in 
fact “a shambles.” Here’s hoping Sen. Jackson 
and others in Congress continue to dig in and 
drag all the relevant information out for full 
inspection by the public. 


The Atomic Paralysis

While the world has been adequately im¬ 
pressed with the awesome possibility of an 
atomic holocaust, there has crept upon human 
society a paralysis of moral force that is also 
deadly. It is the fault of the atom bomb. 

In thfe days of,black poW^l^ ^nd cordite, the 
world had policemen. Some of the<’policemen 
were venal, not only in lifting apples from poor 
pushcart peddlers but in glomming onto large 
areas of real estate. Occasionally, policemen 
who had their eyes on the same hencoop would 
fight bloodily among themselves. 

But there was a sort of rough-and-ready order 
in the world. After the beginning of the 17th 
century, wars, which had usually been small but 
incessant, became larger but less frequent. 

The rise of powerful, unified states ended the 
internal squabbling among the dukedoms. 
Robbery and casual murder by armed bands and 
pirates were put down, and this made possible 
the invigoration of travel and trade. 

More importantly, for the first time since the 
decay of the Roman Empire large areas of the 
world knew peace. Imperialism has become 
such a dirty word that it is easy to overlook its 
benefits. 

Tribal chieftains, overawed by the strutting 
soldiery from the fort on the hill, lost their 
powers of life and death. Law was introduced to 
regions that had never known it, and accused 
persons, who previously had prostrated them¬ 
selves and begged for mercy, were allowed to 
arise and plead their cases. 

Although Europe’s greed for cheap labor in 
the new colonies vastly expanded the ancient 
slave trade, it was also true that when con¬ 
science began to catch up only imperial power 
made its suppression possible. The native 
village-raiders and the Arab slave traders were 
finally stopped by imperial regiments, and the 
slave ships were run down by imperial frigates. 

The turbulent Kaffirs, Fuzzy-Wuzzies and 
Touqregs were curbed, and it eventually came 
about that a man might travel from the mouth of 
the Nile to the Cape of Good Hope, and from 
Constantinople to the China Sea, in a fair degree 
of safety. 

But World War I erupted as a gigantic brawl 
among the policemen. The Kaiser, belatedly into 
empire-building and seeking “a place in the 
sun,” may have triggered the explosion, but all 


the great military machines were spoiling for a 
fight. None understood the implications of the 
machine gun. 

After the disaster, after the horrors of trench 
warfare and the sweep-away of the royal orders, 
a shaken world created the League of Nations 
and World Court as a super-parliament and 
’tribunals mT*.» r> i**«»• -• •mW 

But the United States ^remained aloof, and 
when Musolini moved against Ethiopia and 
Japan invaded north China the inability of the 
League to impose effective sanctions doomed it. 
Well before Hitler ground into Poland we were 
back at old-fashioned power politics. 

Then came World War II, killing 45 million 
and ending abruptly with the atom bomb. 
Mankind was really scared now, and the U.N. 
was born with high hopes. But its only major 
attempt to create an international police force, 
following the invasion of South Korea by Com¬ 
munist forces, succeeded technically only 
because Russia had temporarily withdrawn 
from the Security Council, and practically only 
because nearly all the blood, expense and agony 
were left up to Uncle Sam. 

The collapse of the old empires and the 
fragmentation of the world into mini-states 
produced a U.N. Assembly controlled by nations 
with little population, less wealth and even less 
education. So the second dream of an in¬ 
ternational order-keeper has faded. 

Thus we have slid into a degree of lawlessness 
and terror that would not have been tolerated in 
the 19th century. Tribal madmen like Idi Amin or 
Emperor Bourassa or President Nguema would 
have been quickly erased by European rifles. 
Libya’s open Sanctuary to terrorists, declared 
by Col. Qaddafi, would have lasted as long as it 
would have taken the British and French fleets to 
arrive. The Iranian caper at the U.S. Embassy 
would have gone the way of the Boxer Rebellion. 

While Cuban adventurers can tilt balances In 
Africa in the name of “liberation,” and while 
Russian armed might can restore an imposed 
red revolution in Afghanistan, the Western world 
is paralyzed by the fear of setting up an atomic 
chain reaction. And the time inexorably ap¬ 
proaches when terrorism, itself, will have an 
atom bomb. 

Clearly, the forces for order are going to have 
to take some risks, or there will be no order at 
all. 




Iran 

KD1TOH OF THE STAK: 

Evidence has come out of Iran that 
the Ayatollah Khomeini may be an im¬ 
poster, a communist agent posing as the 
Ayatollah in place of the real one who 
could have been kidnapped in France as 
part of a switch that has shaken the 
world. 

President Carter has asked US in¬ 
telligence officials to determine if the 
Ayatollah Khomeini now ruling in Iran is 
the same man who lived in exile in 
France, before returning to assume 
power when the Shah fell. 

The President acted on a 


memorandum from Winston Frederick 
Guest, a close friend of the President’s 
mother and a relative of the late Winston 
Churchill, wartime leader of Great 
Britain. 

Guest told President Carter that 
recent photographs of the Ayatollah in 
Iran simply don’t match those taken of 
him in France. The big difference being 
that the man now in Iran has 10 fingers 
and the the Ayatollah who lived in exile in 
France had only nine, having lost the 
middle finger on his right hand in an 
accident many years ago. 

The London Express newspaper has 
published photographs of the Ayatollah 
in France, yet the one in Iran today has 


10 fingers. British television picked up 
the story and telecast the comparative 
photos all of over Britain. 

The American media has chosen to 
ignore the story. Why? Would not this 
curious difference change the whole 
aspect of the hostage crisis? 

Only the Los Angeles Herald 
Examiner has even mentioned the 
possibility that the Ayatollah now in 
power in Iran, the one who approved the 
seizure of the American Embassy and 
hostages, may be an imposter planted by 
the Kremlin and controlled by the Soviet 
Politboro.

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lable TV Finalists Say Town Gould Be 
'irst In Nation With 52-Channel System 


Mission Program Continues 
At First Church Wednesdays

Winchester might become one of the 
Irst communities in the country to have 
I 52-channel cable television station, 
Iccording to proposals of the three ap¬ 
plicants in contention for Winchester’s 
(able license. 

Continental Qable, Warner Cable and 
Winchester Cable TV, the three can¬ 
didates chosen by the Selectmen for 
further consideration, have all indicated 
that they would “probably” provide 52- 
Channel service within one year of 
receiving the provisional license. That 
license is expected to be granted shortly 
by the Selectmen. 

During the lengthy interviews that 
were recently held by the Selectmen and 
Cable Advisory Committee, discussion 
continually focused on the feasibility of 
providing the new and un-tested 52- 
channel system in Winchester’s cable 
facility within the next year. 

The three applicants all contested that 
they could provide such a system within 
their initial construction schedules. “You 
have a choice of having one of the last 35- 
channel system cable facilities or one of 
the first 52-channel facilities,” Amos. 
Hostetter, vice president of Continental 
Cable, told the two committees at an 
earlier interview. 

The four other applicants stated that 
they would wait until the second year 
before considering installing the 400- 
megahertz equipment necessary for 52- 
channel capacity. “It would be 
unrealistic to propose anything else since 
the line-extenders that are necessary 
won't be available for at least another 15- 
17 months,’’ William Henchy, vice 
president of Adams-Kussell, explained at 
the hearing. 

All of the candidates that expressed 
dismay with the 52-channel system for 
the immediate future were eliminated by 
the Selectmen’s vote. 

None of the applicants that remain in

the running for the town license were 
surprised by the outcome. “It just shows 
that the Hoard of Selectmen is convinced 
that 52-channel systems are feasible and 
commercially viable,” Richard Samp¬ 
son, president of Winchester Cable TV, 
remarked in a telephone interview. 

“There really isn’t anything magical 
about it,” Robert Sachs, corporate 
director ol Continental Cable, com¬ 
mented about the new system. “It just so 
happens that this is where new 
technology has taken us.” 

The three applicants that remain 
were careful not to promise the 52- 
channel system within any specific time 
schedule. All admitted that the line ex¬ 
tender amplifier that distributes the 
signal from the main trunk to the home 
weren’t yet available commercially. 

According to Bill Hinton, director of 
engineering for Continental Cable, a 
letter from JerrOld Company states that 
line extenders with a loo-megahertz 
capacity were expected to be ready for 
delivery by the fourth quarter of 1980. 
Roth the Warner Cable and the Win¬ 
chester Cable TV applicants hinted that 
they would also receive the same sized 
amplifier by the end of the year. 

“It’s really not a very big deal,” 
Martin Lemonaco of Warner, com¬ 
mented over the telephone. Even if the 
line extenders aren’t available by that 
time, Lemonaco indicated that sub¬ 
scribers would still get the same service 
that they would have otherwise received. 
“And once the line extender is ready, you 
can just drop it into the cable system 
practically overnight.” 

The remaining equipment necessary 
for the three applicants is expected by 
April or May. 

The 52-channel system is ap¬ 
proximately 15-20 percent more ex¬ 
pensive than the 35-channel equipment, 
according to Sachs. All three of the ap¬ 
plicants indicated that the extra cost has

already been figured into the rates that 
cable subscribers pay. 

Spokesmen for the three applicants 
were sure that the subscribers would 
benefit from the increased channel 
capacity, although none of them could 
pinpoint specific services that have been 
planned. 

According to Sampson, the biggest 
focus will be placed on increasing the 
satellite services. “We are in the midst of 
a revolution in the delivery of electronic 
information through satellite servicing," 
Sampson commented. "We know that 
something will emerge 'from it but we 
don't know what right now,’’ he added. 

Sampson referred to a report in the 
Wall Street Journal last week that stated 
that RCA was taking steps to lease space 
from AT&T’s Constar D2 satellite for up 
to 11 cable television channels. The ar¬ 
ticle also reported that RCA planned on 
sending a third and fourth satellites up in 
June, 1981 and October, 1981, both 
primarily for cable services. 

“Technology has finally changed the 
rules of the communications ballgame so 
that the big three of CBS, NBC and ABC 
will finally be challenged,” he added. 
Already a cable station that is operated 
by Ted Turner out of Atlanta has made 
itself nationally known. 

Stations that Sampson mentioned as 
possibilities are the 24-hour British 
Broadcasting system, foreign language 
stations from other parts of the world and 
numerous national networks. 

“It's going to provide viewers with a 
l>eak in variety," Sachs commented. 


“Not only will stations be picked up from 
other parts of the country but it will also 
insure local programming of channel 
space,” he added. 

Sachs was tentative about increasing 
cable services beyond 52 channels 
though. "It’s like a car radio that has got 
a million stations but only five little black 
buttons to push,’’ he explained. 
“Eventually cable will reach a point of 
diminishing returns for all of its ser¬ 
vices.”

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Constance Williams Seeks 
Election To Planning Board 


Arlington Treasurer Bilafer 
Cites Reasons For Candidacy 


Constance Williams, who is a can¬ 
didate UA the Planning Board, this week 
released the following statement: 

. ‘tl am a candidate for the Planning 
Board in Winchester because I would like 
to work with others in the town to keep 
Winchester a pleasant place to live. We 
have attractive homes and many out¬ 
standing natural assets such as the 
Aberjona River, the Mill Pond, the 
Mystic Lakes, Wedge Pond, Winter 
Pond, Middlesex Fells and the Town 
Forest. 

“I was born in Winchster and was 
educated in Winchester Schools. My first 
four years of school were in the old 
Highland School that was just opposiet 
the house where I lived. We had two 
grades in one room and then two grades 
in the other room of this two-room school. 

I went to high school in the building now 
called the Lincoln school. 

“My father was on the Winchester 
School Committee at one time. My 
mother helped the School for Nurses at 
the Winchester Hospital. My mother 
continued to live at our old home at 234 
Highland ave. until she died in 1969. I 
lived with her for long periods and visited 
frequently. In 1966 I bought the small 
house behind her house, number 238 
Highland ave. where I now live. 

After graduating from Vassar College 
in 1930 I spent a year studying the 
housing of older men and women on the 
welfare rolls of Boston. The next years 
included teaching economics in Pitt¬ 
sburgh and New York City, about 10 
years with the US Department of Labor 
in Washington, work as the Industrial 
Relations Manager in a small firm in 
New Hampshire, and about 10 years 
directing a new department on housing 


for older people at the Women’s 
Educational and Industrial Union in 
Boston. I also acquired a doctor's degree 
in economics from the University of 
Chicago. 

“In 1964 I received a master’s degree 
in city planning from the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology. I worked three 
years on the staff of the Planning Board 
of Cambridge and learned the technical 
problems that come before such a Board. 

“In 1967 I joined what was soon to 
become the Massachusetts Department 
of Community Affairs and worked first 
on the relocation of persons displaced by 
government action and later on the 
management of public housing. I retired 
from paid employment in 1975. 

“My work with civic and social 
organizations has increased. I am pr- 
sident of Senior Living, Inc. This is a non¬ 
profit organization that owns and 
manages a small apartment house for 
older people in Wellesley. I have written 
six short reports on housing and planning 
that have been published by the Citizens 
Housing and Planning Association, Inc. 
in Boston. 

“I chair a housing committee for the 
Massachusetts Civic League. I have been 
active in the League of Women Voters of 
Massachusetts and of Boston, and now 
belong to the League in Winchester. I am 
also interested in gardening and belong 
to the American Hosta Society and the 
Herb Society of America. 

“The Planning Board is primarily an 
advisory agency. It can help Winchester 
decide actions to make the town better 
meet the interests of the residents, in 
beauty, in increased revenues, and in 
housing for special groups. I will discuss 
these questions in The Star next week.”

Last week Arlington Town Treasurer 
John Bilafer announced his intention to 
seek re-election to a second term as 
Democratic State Committeeman in the 
Presidential Primary on Tuesday. 

Bilafer feels that being the 
Democratic State Committeeman offers 
Winchester and the rest of the district an 
additional advantage which some people 
might fail to realize. 

“As Democratic State Committeeman, I 
have been able to work closely with 
Democratic State Senator Sam Rotondi 
to sponsor importaant financially related 
legislation of benefit to Winchester and 
the entire district,” Bilafer stated. 

An example of some of the legislation 
which Bilafer has initiated and which 
Rotondi has guided through the 
legislature include: 

-[-“Legislation which eliminated the 
provision requiring cities and towns to 
return 75 percent of the interest earned 
on school bond proceeds to the State. For 
instance, Bilafer estimates that this 
legislation will save the Town of 
Arlington more than three quarters of a 
million dollars on a current school 
building project. 

+ Legislation which permits 
Massachusetts cities and towns to start 
to fund their public pension systems. 
Bilafer says that this legislation “will 
enable Winchester to begin a sensible 
program to eliminate its unfunded 
pension liability.” 

+ Legislation was passed last session 
which allows Massachusetts 
municipalities to invest the proceeds of 
short-term tax and bond notes in in¬ 


struments other thnn savings accounts. 
“This will allow Winchester to invest its 
tax and bond note proceeds at rates of 
interest which presently exceed 13 
percent, and which proceeds were 
previously limited by law to less than 
half that rate," Bilafer said. 

Also, Bilafer has written legislation 
for the current legislative session which 
provides for an annual state reim¬ 
bursement of 50 percent of the cost of 
funding the pension liability of any 
municipality which qualifies. If passed, 
this legislation will provide an incentive 
for cities and towns to begin to deal with 
the problem of their unfunded public 
pension liabilities. 

Bilafer feels that these are some 
concrete examples of “what can be 
accomplished when you have 
Democratic teamwork.” 

“I’m looking forward to continuing 
this relationship with Sam Rotondi for 
the benefit of Winchester if re-elected 
State Committeeman on Tuesday,’’ 
Bilafer concluded.

Voters should 
replace experienced, responsible State 
Committee members with political 
beginners who have not been part of the 
official Republican Party organization.”

Morrill Named To Head 
RedCross Campaign 


John J. Williams of 18 Mystic ave., 
has announced his candidacy for the 
Winchester Hoard of Selectman. 

In making his announcement, 
Williams states.

During that 
term, Williams participated in several 
collective bargaining agreements, in 
addition to his role in budget con¬ 
siderations and warrant article research. 

Currently, he is a member of the 
Cable Advisory Committee which is 
completing an intensive study of the 
proposals considered by the Board of 
Selectmen prior to the granting of a 
license to operate Cable Television. 

In discussing his candidacy Wiliams 
explains.

A Senior Computer Systems Analyst, 
Williams has been employed by New 
Engalnd Telephone and Telegraph 
Company for the past 27 years. He and 
his wife, Phyllis (O’Neil) have lived in 
Winchester for over 40 years. They have 
five children and one grandchild. 

Williams is a graduate of the Win¬ 
chester School System, the Lowell 
Institute School at MIT, and has studied 
industrial technology at Boston 
University. He is a Korean War veteran, 
having served in the United States Air 
Force from 1948-52, and was honorably 
discharged with the rank of Staff 
Sergeant. He is also a charter member 
and past president of the Winchester 
Jaycees. 


Manning Morrill, president, Pelex, 
Inc. has been named Chairman of the 
1980 March Campaign for the Winchester 
Chapter of the American Red Cross.

Lincoln School fourth graders 
recently visited the Jeanne Tahnk 
Gourmet Kitchen as a follow-up to their 
classroom study of China and came away 
with the feeling that “it was better than 
recess." To a background of delicate 
Chinese music Tahnk, director of the 
Kitchen, gave the students a demon¬ 
stration cooking lesson and spoke to them 
about the culture of her native land. 

Explaining why it takes her 24 hours 
to fly home, the hostess pointed out her 
country on the map and also the island on 
which her son was born. Assisted by 
Claire Wiklund of Winchester and Joyce 
Chertavian of Lowell, Tahnk prepared a 
snack of stir-fried vegetables, baked 
chicken wings, and dim sum, a steamed 
bun filled with barbecued pork the 
Chinese answer to the hamburger. She 
taught them to say “slier sher," “thank 
you," for the chop sticks which she 
presented to each child and answered 
questions while they ate. 

“Why do Chinese eat this way?” 
“Chinese do not use knives because a 
knife is considered a weapon. Food is 
prepared by chopping so that it can be 
eaten with these sticks.” 

“Why do they use the wok?" "Energy 
saver. Woks operate on a small amount 
of fuel and can heat much food at the 
same time when steam is used. The pan 
fits the needs of most Chinese, who have 
very little fuel.” 

Tahnk, a monthly regular on the 
Channel 4 Sharon King Show, has been 
teaching for 10 years and has influenced 
thousands of people to alter their eating 
habits. The graduate of four culinary art 
schools in China and Japan, she founded 
the Gourmet Kitchen in 1971. It attracts 
people from its far away as Leominster, 
Hyannis, and New Hampshire who come 
to study food preparation and culture in 
classes for teenagers and adults. 

Curious about the “Year of the 
Monkey," which began Feb. 1(5. the 
students learned that the Chinese New 
Year is like the American Christmas. 
Tahnk gave each a “homhough," a little 
red envelope, beautifully decorated with 
gold Chinese characters containing a 
souvenir coin, in keeping with the season. 
The hostess explained that almost 
everyone in China goes home for the 
holidays, even from a distance. Children 
receive gifts ol clothing or money from 
their parents and from relatives they 
visit during the 28-day vacation. 

As the children grow up and earn 
money, they give presents to their 
parents, thus showing their love and 
respect. She stressed that the Chinese 
traditionally take care of their elderly. 
This holiday season further provides the 
occasion for it person lo have it good start 
for the new year by straightening out 
one’s personal relationship and settling 
one's debts. 

’‘‘There is enough experience here to 
carry into several projects, and we'shnll ' 


l>e talking about this event for months to 
come," said Sally Walter, one of the 
teachers accompanying the group. The 
students promptly wrote thank you notes 
to their hostess, as lesson number one. 

Typical reactions expressed by the 
students in their notes were varied and 
appreciative. "It was nice of you to teach 
us some Chinese words and traditions." 
“I could see everything in the mirror on 
the ceiling." “I am going to put the en¬ 
velope under my pillow." 

Academic preparation for the trip 
included study for an article in the 
Explorer, an elementary school 
publication, and five 30-minutc classes in 
social studies with Janet Greeno, who 
also accompanied the group. Making use 
of global skills, the fourth graders con¬ 
sulted atlases, globes, and duplicated 
maps. They also viewed pictures from 
the National Geographic and made use ol 
specially prepared study material based 
on a Jan. 20 article on China in the Boston 
Globe.

Immunization 
Clinic Tuesday 
At Town Hall 

Ceremonies commemorating March 
as Immunization Month in 
Massachusetts will be held at the Student 
Immunization Clinic in Town Hall 
Tuesday. Dr. Nicholas Fiumara, director 
of the Division of Communicable 
Diseases for the Mass. Department of 
Public Health, will be at the free clinic to 
kickoff a statewide immunization 
program. 

Three kinds of shots — measles- 
mumps-rubella; diptheria-tetanus; and 
polio drink — will be administered free of 
charge to any Winchester resident by Dr. 
Charles Rooney, clinic physician, in 
Town Hall from 10 a.m. to noon. These 
immunizations are required for all school 
children attending the Winchester Public 
Schools. 

“Children who had the measles- 
mumps-rubella shot before 1966 should 
have it again,’’ said Sandra Fitzgerald, 
health inspector agent with the Win¬ 
chester Board of Health. “The diptheria- 
tetanus boosters should be given in a 
certain sequence and parents should 
check with their child’s physician to 
determine whether their child is due for 
these shots.’’ 

Parents who wish to bring their 
children to the clinic should call the 
Board of Health before Tuesday to set up 
an appointment during clinic hours. 

The student immunization clinics are 
given approximately every other month 
and are funded by the Winchester Board 
of Health.

Today, a good-quality half-carat 
engagement ring can cost from $600 up. 

Value factors 

It is important to know what factors 
affect the price of a ring. One, naturally, 
is the size and quality of the diamond. 

Another is the amount of gold or 
platinum in the design. 

Because although diamonds, like 
everything, have increased in price, gold 
has gone up too. This means that a wide 
ring will cost more than a narrow ring 
with the same size diamond. 

Putting it another way, for the same 
price you can get a bigger or better 
quality diamond if it’s set in a narrow 
band rather than in a wide one. 

And it’s the diamond, not its setting, 
that is going to last for a lifetime and 
beyond. Many diamond engagement 
rings have been handed down from 
generation to generation. 

What about shape? 

The shape of the diamond is also a 
factor in its cost. The experts at Marcou 
Jewelers can explain the differences in 
more depth. In general, the round or 
brilliant cut is less expensive than the so- 
called “fancy” shapes, i.e. the marquise, 
the pear and the emerald cut. The reason 
is simply that more rough diamonds are 
found in nature that lend themselves to 
the brilliant cut. 

The oval is an adaption of the round or 


brilliant cut and appears larger than a 
brilliant of the same carat weight. 

The marquise cut is the name given to 
the diamond shape that is long and 
pointed at both ends. The word is a 
French one in the feminine form and is 
pronounced mar-KEYS. 

The marquise is rather an expensive 
diamond to cut because some of the 
rough stone must be ground away in 
forming the two pointed ends. 

It is a very feminine and graceful 
shape, and has been growing in 
popularity as an engagement ring choice 
in recent years. It has a great deal of fire 
and sparkle like the brilliant. 

Brilliant cuts 

The pear shape is the English name 
for the French “pendeloque” which is 
related to our word pendant. The cut is a 
variation on the brilliant cut, with one 
wide end curing smoothly to a point. The 
point of the pear is always worn toward 
the fingernail.

For color accents, sweep your 
favorite shade on cheekbones and lightly 
at the tip of the chin and across the 
bridge of the nose. 

Accent eyes with a subtle liner on the 
inner rim of eyelids, curl lashes and use 
muted shadow colors.

You’re in love and you’ve promised to 
marry him. Your’re feeling as sen¬ 
timental as old lace and in a bit of a tizzy 
wondering what to do first. You want 
your wedding to be a beautiful start to 
your life together. 

The key is organization. A beautiful, 
formal wedding involves plenty of 
behind-the-scenes planning. A headstart 
of six months to a year is recommended. 

Once the date is set, the bride usually 
sits down with her parents to discuss the 
size, style and budget allocated, taking 
their personal wishes into consideration. 

Wedding expenses are traditionally 
divided between families of the bride and 
groom, but the bride’s family is entirely 
responsible for the ceremony and 
reception expenses. 

Six months before the wedding is not 
too early for the groom to choose his 
ushers and finalize honeymoon plans. 
The bride will be busy making the ap¬ 
propriate reservations and shopping for 
wedding attire for herself and her at¬ 
tendants. 

Three months before, the bride and 
groom should have completed their guest 


list, taking care to include important 
members of both families. 

This detailed record will be useful 
later for writing thank-you notes and 
inviting friends to visit them in their first 
home. 

At this point, the bride should register 
with the local stores and select her china, 
silver and crystal. 

This is also the time to order the 
wedding cake if it’s not included in the 
caterer’s package. (You can determine if 
it’s more economical to take the cake 
offered in the caterer’s reception 
package rather than purchasing it 
elsewhere.) 

Next, the unlikely chore of choosing 
the bridal bouquet and going-away 
corsage belongs to the groom. Two 
months before the wedding, he should 
visit the florist and arrange for corsages 
for the mothers and grandmothers, and 
boutonniers for the attendants, as well. 

There are so many things to 
remember in planning a perfect wed¬ 
ding, many couples find it useful to buy a 
wedding memory album. 

It not only serves to record the actual 
day, but the myriad details leading up to 



it. Memorabilia such as snapshots, 
newspaper clippings, even a matchbook 
from the restaurant they visited, will 
revive all the joys leading up to the 
wedding. 

The last few weeks should be a time 
when the bride and groom can enjoy the 
festivities being planned for them and the 
excitement of the wedding to come. 

Two weeks before the ceremony, the 
groom makes a date with his fiancee to 
get the marriage license.

Artistic Touch 


Cooking can be creative. Most chefs 
consider themselves rare artists, rather 
than slaves of the stove. Adopt the same 
attitude in your kitchen. 

Experiment with unusual dishes from 
a time-honored tookbook when the time 
permits. For rushed moments, get down 
pat a set of easy-to-prepare meals; or 
have quantities of frozen “whatever” on 
hand from a previous cooking spree. 

When you get right down to basics, it’s 
not the cooking you mind. It’s the 
cleaning-up afterwards that turns you 
off. 

Try wiping up spatters and spills as 
you go along with an all-purpose 
degreaser and cleaner. Just spray it on 
soiled washable surfaces and wipe with a 
damp sponge or paper towel.

Disconnect small appliance cords, 
first from the outlet and then from the 
unit, when not in use. Avoid cramming 
foods into the refrigerator or freezer, so 
they don’t fall on the next hungry door- 
opener.

Neighborhood Nursery School 


Starting in September, the Neigh¬ 
borhood Cooperative Nursery School will 
offer a program for 5-year-olds, as well 
as the regular programs for three and 
four-year-olds. This program will be a 
pre-kindergarten readiness and enrich¬ 
ment class for children born in 1975 who 
could legally attend public school kin¬ 
dergarten. 

Children who are bom in the last half 
of 1975, or w ho are small for their grade, 
may have difficulties throughout their 
school years even if they are of above- 
average intelligence. Some children born 
in the first half of 1975 would also benefit 
in the security of this kind of program. 

The class will provide an extension of 
earlier experiences within a more 
structured program. Planned learning 
activities using toys and games designed 
to teach specific skills and concepts will 
be used individually or in small groups to 


improve motor skills, encourage con¬ 
centration, problem solving, following 
directions and thinking for oneself. 

There will be emphasis on art, 
literature, science and music. The 
curriculum will be such that some 
children may enter kindergarten in 1981 
and others may enter grade 1. 

The class will meet on Wednesdays, 
Thrusdays and Fridays. The class will 
start at noon with a box lunch and con¬ 
tinue until 2:30 p.m. There will be one 
teacher, Mrs. Arthur Jellis, and one 
parent-helper for the group of 12 
children. 

Registration for all classes at the 
school will begin at the open house March 
9 at 8 p.m. in the First Congregational

The expedition bepan at Clark’s Point 
on the Bering Sea in Alaska, following the 
migrating whales to Baja, lower 
California, where they went to calve in 
the warmer waters of the Pacific Ocean. 
Danger accompanied the scientists on 
many occasions. 

They were nearly killed by two freak 
accidents. Once a small boat in which 
they were photographing was smashed 
by the giant flukes of a dangerous great 
gray whale, some 40 feet long and 
weighing about 30 tons. 

Sponsoring the trips were Sanborn 
Company of Cambridge where James 
Jenks served as president. Donald 
Douglas of the Douglas Airplane 
Manufacturing Co. volunteered his yacht 
and a smaller boat. Sanborn Company 
was one of the leading manufacturers in 
the world of cardiographs and other 
precision instruments. Thus, Jenks was 
invited to join the expedition. 

The National Geographic, always 
intersted in geographic and scientific 
discoveries, gave a research grant to 
White. His two colleagues, Dr. Robert L. 
King and Jenks followed the California 
gray whale in its breeding waters along 
Mexico’s Baja Peninsula. Both beluga 
and gray whales were studied to find 
clues to the mysteries of the human 
heart.
